A swan song for the conspiracy series

Oops! 

Due to an editing error, in the last 
paragraph of July 6 News story “Lege 
News: Keel named chief parliamentari- 
an,” we misidentified, by last name, 
Waco Democrat Jim Dunnam as Duncan. 
We regret the error. 


What is my obsession with 9/11 conspir- 
acy theories? There are many reasons, some 
far more significant than others. Overall, 
theorists are perceived as being leftist in 
orientation (many of those involved are any- 
thing but), because most reason that if it 
were an inside job, most likely the Bush 
administration was involved; therefore, it 
must be a quest to indict members of the 
current administration. 

Still, more than half a decade into the Bush 
administration, we’ve seen the gutting of the 
social safety net, an assault on minority rights, 
judicial attempts to limit the rights of women, 
and a consistent, broad-based assault on the 
Constitution. This is not even to mention 
the whole Iraq debacle: lies, misinformation, 
graft, corruption, and theft. Concentrating on 
9/11 seems like a dilettantish activity. 

I do not believe that 9/11 was in any way 
an inside job. The general story of 19 fun- 
damentalist Muslim terrorists hijacking four 
planes and flying three into buildings while 
the fourth crashes fits what I saw and know. 
If this means I’m cuddling up with George 
W Bush or Dick Cheney or that I’m blindly 
accepting the administration’s version, so be 
it. If Bush believes in something, are we sup- 
posed to disagree automatically? 

The crashing of two planes into two New 
York skyscrapers is such a unique, unprec- 
edented event that it will necessarily raise 
many concerns and issues. In the midst of 
chaos and confusion, human beings make 
notoriously inaccurate eyewitnesses. But 
legitimate questions about construction and 
destruction - such as how and why the 
buildings fell, as well as the resulting con- 
struction issues - are logical, given the vast 
devastation. Their existence validates only 
the events of that day, without insisting on 
more elaborate explanations. 

There should be no surprise at the holes 
and inadequacies of any government report, 
especially one that is so important and has 
an impact on so many constituencies. Even if 
the 9/11 Commission had done a much bet- 


ter job, it would have made little difference. 
Anything as complex as 9/11 will raise many 
questions lacking easy answers. 

A conspiracy makes sense only in retro- 
spect. Can you really conceive of a scenario in 
which elected officials would indulge in such 
planning? Especially given that this was in 
Bush’s first year, when everything was going 
their way. 

The idea that this was done in order to 
justify invading Iraq seems nonsensical. Why 
have no Iraqi hijackers? If the Bush adminis- 
tration could convince so many people that 
Iraq had weapons of mass destruction, why 
not plant damning evidence of their involve- 
ment in 9/11? 

Why would such an elaborate staging even 
be necessary? A year or two back, right- 
wing, hate-talk radio; its listeners; conserva- 
tive pundits; reactionary “patriot” groups; 
and Republican politicians were focused on 
Iraq. The talk was of the glory of the war, 
which consisted mostly of damning those who 
opposed the war and Democrats in general. It 
took less than three months for the discussion 
to move on to focusing overwhelmingly on 
illegal immigration. No crisis like 9/11 was 
needed to precipitate that debate, yet now so 
many media commentators, politicians, and 
even the American people buy the idea that 
a terrible, illegal immigration threat faces the 
country. Yes, there were vast marches demand- 
ing rights for illegal immigrants, during which 
the Mexican flag was flown (ignoring the 
entire history of America’s ethnically focused 
parades, there was absolute shock at this). 
Without a single building being blow up, as 
though faithfully fulfilling George Orwell’s 
1984, almost overnight the enemy we appar- 
ently needed to focus on changed. The current 
team occupying the White House has no prob- 
lem with manipulating public opinion. 

Following are a number of new or previ- 
ously made points on this topic: 

• Those engaged in uncovering the con- 
spiracy tend not to be politically active, dem- 


onstrating no interest in the day-in, day-out, 
roll-up-your-sleeves, never-ending struggles 
as regards complex, often nearly unsolvable 
social, economic, and political issues. 

• Conspiracy theorists practice very bad 
history, essentially gathering every bit of data 
that supports their already-arrived-at conclu- 
sion while disregarding any information that 
doesn’t. If you check the online Chronicle 
forums, for example, among the topics under 
discussion is the fact that a significant number 
of “put options” (which are essentially bets a 
stock will go down) on two airline companies 
were purchased right before September 11. 
Bad history is to say these are worth investi- 
gating closely because they look suspicious. 
Good history is looking at a two- or three-year 
history of such options to see if this activity 
was in any way an aberration. 

• Folks really interested in the “truth” usu- 
ally avidly listen to dissenters as a way of test- 
ing and re-examining premises. This is clearly 
not the case with the “truth” seekers. 

• In this context, “truth” simply means 
agreeing with the opinions of the conspiracy- 
theory crowd. Anyone who doesn’t buy in is 
accused of being so terrified by reality that he 
or she can’t even consider the horrors our gov- 
ernment is capable of committing. To research 
and understand 9/1 1 , in their view, is to come 
to the same exact conclusions as the theorists. 

• Consequently, telling several generations 
of activist progressives that they refuse to 
imagine what our government is capable of 
doing is insulting. These are the people who 
marched for civil rights, who were beaten and 
killed in that struggle - the ones who stood 
up to the government on Vietnam and Iraq 
while uncovering and publishing the truth on 
this country’s illegal and far-flung activities 
abroad, as well as the violation of citizens’ 
constitutional rights at home. Regardless of the 
prevailing, predominant mass opinion, they’ve 
always stood up for what they believe. 

(. Important caveat : Admittedly, I’m bad- 
mouthing the theorists as much as they dismiss 
those who don’t agree with them. But I don’t 


believe there was a conspiracy and find the 
attitudes of too many conspiracy theorists self- 
important rather than political. The idea that 
any of us should enter into the glue pit of argu- 
ing individual details or treat their “questions” 
as though they really are questions rather than 
assertions requires buying into their way of 
thinking. This is unhealthy. But yes, I am doing 
what I’m accusing them of doing.) 

• Theorists insist that the events of the 
world are more controlled and intentional 
than there is any chance that they are and, 
moreover, that history is marked by big, 
terrible events executed by evil conspira- 
tors. Rather than irrational, erratic, unpre- 
dictable, and ever-changing, history is, in 
their view, organized and under control 

- although it’s the organization and control 
of evil, hateful visionaries. 

• This means there are good guys and 
bad guys, a point of view that allows for 
dehumanizing and demonizing other people. 
Almost every major atrocity committed in 
the last two centuries has had its roots in 
such demonizing. Theorists do not believe 
that history is created primarily by involved 
people championing policies they believe will 
benefit society - policies that sometimes, in 
spite of the best intentions, failed or even 
proved to be destructive. Instead, they believe 
in evil people intentionally doing evil things. 
In this view, President Bush isn’t just a hope- 
lessly incompetent, arrogant fraternity boy 
who has done more to damage his country 
than any president in memory. Instead, he 
is either a puppet of evil world masters or 
evil himself, knowingly doing terrible things 
in his quest for horrific results. To demonize 
others is to justify all actions against them 

- makes them not human but instead Jews 
or Palestinians; Hutu or Tutsi; Serbs, Croats, 
or Bosnians; pagans or Christians; Kurds, 
Shiites, or Sunnis. It becomes not just neces- 
sary but holy to kill them: If you do not then 
they will kill you.

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• If there was a conspiracy, it hardly 
matters. More than 40 years after President 
Kennedy’s assassination, a national and 
international network of those conspiracy 
theorists is still hard at it - but in those four- 
plus decades, there has not been even one 
real-world consequence. The 9/11 conspira- 
cy theorists will prove just as fruitful. When 
so many people concentrate so intensely on 
one event, so many relatively meaningless 
details are elevated, and so many theories 
developed that, rather than taking any steps 
toward clarity, they render the situation 
hopelessly muddied. 

Conspiracy theorists in general have prov- 
en to be more hobbyists than activists. It is 
important to note that there have been con- 
spiracies that have been uncovered through- 
out history, usually by journalists, politicians, 
political activists, and/or ideological critics. 
By definition, one who exposes a conspiracy 
is not necessarily a conspiracy theorist. 

• What the Kennedy theorists did by 
implicating every possible government 
agency and indicting none of them was to 
reinforce the notion of a vast, governmen- 
tal conspiracy: If every body and agency 
could have been involved, and not one has 
been tried and acquitted or convicted, then 
they are all potentially guilty. Since con- 
spiracy theorists’ whole modus operandi is 
to assume guilt until innocence is proven, 
this thinking ends up tarring the whole gov- 
ernment. Conveniently, then, this hysteria 
(with not even as much grounding in reality

as the McCarthy-instigated Red Scare of the 
1950s) paved the way for the 9/11-related 
nonsense. An assumption of vast, govern- 
mental guilt easily translates into vast, gov- 
ernmental conspiracies. 

• Frequently, “truth seekers” reject the 
notion that they are theorists, claiming 
instead that they actually have proven 
their points with facts. Yet there is no one 
organizing theory of what happened on 
9/11. There is not even widespread general 
agreement on most points. (They should 
follow the lead of a group of parents of 
autistic children, who have brought a civil 
suit against the companies manufacturing 
vaccines. Without expressing an opinion, 
this group has enough agreement among 
themselves and accumulated evidence that 
they feel comfortable proceeding in bring- 
ing the suit.) 

• There are few things as utterly pointless 
as calling for a new investigation of 9/11. 
Why? Any official governmental report is not 
to be trusted; they are inherently political, 
massaged, and deliberately spun. Still, these 
weaknesses are not proof of a conspiracy. 
Any kind of government study is going to 
be massive, offering endless amounts of 
information. A new study would be regarded 
just as suspiciously as the existing study. 
Even if it definitively stated that there was a 
conspiracy, it would be attacked over details 
and specifics. 

Finally, in the immortal words of that great 
scholar and statesman, “That’s all Folks!” ■

Have to Stick Together

basis (Pink Swords, Brewtality Inc., Sore Losers, 
Oklahomos), and they are grateful that they get 
the play they do. These are great bands that 
don't get a chance to shine on mainstream cor- 
porate radio, I get so many bands via MySpace, 
mail, and e-mail that want us to play them on the 
air that l don't even know how to fit them all in. 
It's important to all musicians that you know we 
are not anti-musician. We love music; that’s why 
we play what we like. There are so many people 
out there who can't be exposed to such great 
music in the towns they live in because Clear 
Channel stations won’t play what they really 
want to hear, therefore forcing them to go to the 
Internet to look for what they want.

This is a rather late response to Kate Walker’s 
letter of a couple of weeks ago concerning Twin 
Oaks Library ["Postmarks" online, May 22], 

It is always unfortunate when a library has to 
close for any length of time. The Twin Oaks clos- 
ing is especially hard to take since the Manchaca 
branch is already closed (still), making finding a 


library tough for those in the near-South area. 
Twin Oak's Internet computers are badly needed 
by those in the area. And while the book collection 
is smallish, it does have a high circulation rate. 
The fact that the location itself will be closing 
eventually in favor of a new building does make 
the timing of a spruce-up seem dubious. Actually, 
the work has been badly needed for years - the 
carpet has been there since the mid-Eighties, and 
believe me, you wouldn't want your kid to sit/ lie 


on it. The money came through - partly provided 
by the owner of the shopping center, l might add 
- so they decided to do it. Infrastructure is not 
such an unimportant thing. The library will be 
remaining in its strip-mall location for a least two 
years. I don't think four months closed is such a 
high cost to give the people of the neighborhood 
and the people who work there a decent environ- 
ment. Twin Oaks continues to get new materials 
weekly through totally separate funding. The car- 
pet and paint, in other words, are not coming at 
the expense of library materials.

City Manager Futrell found herself in hot water over the weekend, as the Statesman reported 
Saturday that she had apparently created a city job for her brother-in-law. See “Point Austin,” at 
right, and “Beside the Point,” p.16, for more.

NAKED CITY 


A memo prepared late last month by city of Austin staff proposed ways to shorten City Council’s long 
meetings, a mandate council gave staff at a retreat last year. But the most radical proposal - shortening 
the allotment of time citizens can speak before council from three to two minutes - is drawing fire. 
Prepared by Chief of Staff Kristen Vassallo, the memo says citizens signed up to speak will have a maxi- 
mum of two minutes; that would apply to zoning hearings, public hearings, and noontime general citizens’ 
communication. The proposal would also limit citizens’ communication to no more than 10 speakers each 
agenda and cap the number of minutes other registrants could donate to a speaker at six, for a total of 
eight minutes. While capping citizen input is the main thrust of the memo, it also proposes concluding all 
meetings at a certain time, among other tweaks. Staff anticipates gathering council feedback in one-on- 
one meetings during August, with tentative action scheduled for September. - Wie//s Dunbar

Futrell's Twilight 

As the city manager looks homeward, 
odd old business erupts 

BY MICHAEL KING 

“I am not leaving this year.” 

So I was told by City Manager Toby Futrell early last 
week, in response to persistent buzz concerning her pos- 
sibly pending retirement, after she had raised the subject 
herself earlier this year. Following her most recent City 
Council review (glowing, with a sizable raise), she noted 
that she was entering her 30th year of city employment 
and sixth year as city manager. “I had always said six to 
eight years is a good run in this job,” she told me again last 
week, “and after your 25th year, under the city system, 
you’re eligible for a significant portion of your salary in an 
annuity. That means I’m working 100 to 120 hours a week 
for 30 to 40 percent of my actual salary.” But, she went on, 
she now regrets having spoken aloud about the pending 
transition, because it’s all anybody asks her about. “This is 
my mistake for ever having talked about this. Rumors are 
everywhere,” she said. “I didn’t think there were a lot of 
lessons left to learn after 30 years, but that’s one.” 

Now there are at least a couple more. 

We had that conversation several days before Tony 
Plohetski’s Saturday Statesman story (“Futrell says role in 
hiring was proper”) recounting the 2002 hiring by Austin 
Energy of FutrelFs “brother-in-law by marriage,” Kurt 
Stogdill, under what appear to have been at least unusual 
circumstances - and perhaps undue influence from then- 
Assistant City Manager Futrell. (The Statesman posted 
online FutrelFs lengthy explanation of her actions but 
was having none of it for the paper edition.) The editors 
followed with a long and strenuous Tuesday editorial call- 
ing for City Council “scrutiny” of FutrelFs 2002 actions 

- and a whole list of other sins only vaguely related to the 
main charge. 

Suggesting the council consider “it’s time to speed her 
departure,” the daily particularly blasted the city manager 
not for the “passing lapse” of hiring a relative five years ago 
but for what it called her current “did nothing wrong” 
attitude: “Futrell displays an alarmingly cavalier attitude 
toward a legitimate area of inquiry.” In an e-mail, Futrell 
told me it was this claim - from editors who had not spo- 
ken to her - that especially perplexed her. “There is noth- 
ing cavalier about how I feel. I feel like a truck ran over 
me,” Futrell wrote. “I’m reaching back to piece together 
what happened in late 2001 and early 2002 and I clearly 
realize I would not handle it the same way today - almost 
six years later.” 

Department of Amplification 

Neither Futrell nor the Statesman come out looking 
great in this exchange. The daily editors appear deter- 
mined to pump hot air into a dated, insider job referral for 
an employee even the paper concedes has worked out 
well. And FutrelFs responses, rather than being “cavalier,” 
exhibit her characteristic and often maddening determina- 
tion to explain absolutely everything, rather than simply 
saying what she does above: Although the hiring did not 
violate city policy, it was badly handled, and she wouldn’t 
do it again. 

Indeed, more troubling than the hiring itself is the e- 
mail and memory trail - Futrell says she does not dispute 
her staff’s recollections, although they differ from her own 

- that city and AE staffers felt pressured, Plohetski reports, 
to get the hiring done pronto.

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Futrell believes this conflict in memories is caused in 
part by the inevitably “amplified voice” of a boss when 
heard by subordinates, then reverberating down the line. 
“I have also painfully learned that my voice and even my 
reactions are amplified as the city manager,” she says. “I 
have found that a request to ‘consider something’ comes 
back to me, after being filtered through the organization, 
as I ‘demanded something.’ I have found that if I show 
frustration, it is interpreted as anger. And this ‘amplified 
voice’ is another reason I have grown even more careful in 
my requests of departments.” Maybe - but it also rhymes 
with very persistent buzz from city employees that Futrell’s 
publicly ebullient image can quickly drop away in private, 
making them fear personal or 
institutional retaliation if they 
get out of line. Based only on 
the available evidence, it seems 
likely that Futrell heard her 
own voice as amplified as well 
- and a casual bureaucratic 
arm-twisting has come back to 
haunt her, when some sore- 
armed somebody decided to 
call a reporter. 

1 pointed out that in the 
case of Bill Moriarty, former 
director of the Clean Water 
Program who was forced out 
because of an apparent con- 
flict-of-interest concerning his 
companion (a subcontractor 
on the project but whom he did not hire), Futrell had 
strongly emphasized the “perception” of a conflict as 
nearly as damaging as outright corruption. She rejected 
out-of-hand that comparison to the current situation, say- 
ing that a “million dollar contract to a member of your 
household is simply not the same thing. ” 

Seasons Change 

A week ago Futrell was being congratulated for being 
named Administrator of the Year by the Texas City 
Management Association, in recognition of her “long and 
distinguished career in public service that has made a 
positive impact on the greater Austin area” (which is cer- 
tainly undeniable). I was quickly reminded of that award 
by Betty Dunkerley, when I tracked down as many council 
members (officially on vacation) as I could to get their reac- 
tions to the Statesman stories, as well as their larger specu- 
lation on how urgent their consideration of CM succession 
planning is now that Futrell has made it clear, as she put it 
to me, that her “horizon is coming.” 

Dunkerley was quickest to dismiss the hiring flap as “a 
nothing story,” and (like Futrell) every member was 
quick to point out that “that’s not how we do it now.” 


Brewster McCracken says the hiring referral process has 
been “completely depoliticized,” and city agencies receive 
either a request for a “courtesy interview” (for qualified 
candidates) or an “FYI only” note. Although they said 
they take the conflict-of-interest issue very seriously, in 
general the members were quick instead to praise Futrell 
for her work ethic and her lifelong contributions to the 
city (“a Cinderella story in itself,” said McCracken) and 
to ask observers to maintain the larger perspective. “Sure, 
the appearances don’t look great,” said Will Wynn, “but 
I would be very surprised if this leaves any blemish in 
any way on Toby’s remarkable record and series of 
accomplishments. We’ll continue to work to see that we 
have good rules and that we all 
follow them.” No one seemed to 
believe there needs to be a full- 
blown investigation.

The members also said they 
have reached an informal con- 
sensus that they’ll soon need to 
get moving on a national search 
for Futrell’s successor, pointing 
to the successful model of Futrell’s own recruitment of 
new Austin Police Department Chief Art Acevedo. “That 
doesn’t mean we won’t have topflight in-house candi- 
dates,” said Mike Martinez. “We’ve got really great assis- 
tant city managers. But Austin will be attractive to excellent 
candidates from across the country, and we need to look at 
all of them.” Asked about the general timing of the search, 
members said it could take a year to find the right person, 
but Dunkerley pointed to a natural limit of next spring’s 
election. “You don’t want it to be a campaign issue if you can 
avoid it, and in particular I would like to get it done before 
I’m gone, in June of 2008.” (Dunkerley is term-limited.) 

Everyone says they’d strongly prefer that Futrell stays in 
her position until a successor is appointed, both for conti- 
nuity’s sake and because they believe she’s doing a good 
job. “When people complained about her raise,” said Lee 
Leffingwell, “I just said, ‘I’m glad we’re not paying her by 
the hour.’” Futrell emphasizes that the process of the selec- 
tion and choice of her successor, local or national, are not 
her jobs. “That decision, when it happens, is going to be a 
council policy decision. It won’t involve me,” she said last 
week. “It’s whatever the council is comfortable with, and 
my job is to make sure they’ve got good options. And I 
think they’ve got that now.” ■

longer considers hydropower abso- 
lutely core business, it still 
accounts for 3% of the electricity 
and water firm’s total capacity, 
roughly equal to its wind purchas- 
es. The dam system produced an 
average of 180 megawatts per hour 
during the week the generators 
were on. That’s still below the maxi- 
mum capacity of 281 megawatts, 
and even though there’s still plenty 
of water in the river system, pro- 
duction may have to drop. The 
LCRA is bound by U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers operating guidelines 
to prevent downstream flooding, so 
the authority may have to hold 
more water in Lake Travis and fur- 
ther upstream. This would slow the 
flow and possibly cut back on this 
summer’s bonus electricity.

From 
June 28 to July 4, the six LCRA dams that form the local lake system pro- 
duced 30,207 megawatt hours of electricity - enough to power 12,000 hous- 
es for a week.

Two area conservation programs will get six-figure boosts from the federal 
government in the near future, thanks to some old fashioned pork-barrel in’ 
from Texas U.S. Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison. The Senate Committee on 
Appropriations recently approved $275,000 to expand the 22,000-acre 

Balcones Canyonlands National Wildlife Refuge and awarded $300,000 
to the Austin Clean Water Program for a sewage-management project. 

“This funding will ensure that the city of Austin has essential infrastructure to 
serve its citizens,” Hutchison said. -Justin Ward 

The Planning Commission met Tuesday, July 10, to discuss recommendations 
to the city’s capital-improvement projects, including moving more afford- 
able-housing bonds to the front end of the bond program, tweaking priorities 
in sidewalk building, and making sure utility extensions follow Envision Central 
Texas’ principles of avoiding sprawl. At a Planning Commission subcommittee 
meeting last week, Chair Dave Sullivan also suggested looking for a way to tie 
parkland-dedication and sidewalk fees to neighborhood-plan goals so neigh- 
borhoods can see more results from their planning. - Kimberly Reeves 

Despite some early distractions, the 2007 legislative session was declared 
fairly healthy for the Travis County Healthcare District, lobbyist Marsha 
Jones told the district’s board of managers last Thursday. Overall, funding for 
the Children’s Health Insurance Program is up, as are hospital reimbursement 
rates for Medicaid. Most significant to the district, however, was the district’s 
local legislation, Senate Bill 1107, which addressed retirement benefits for 
district employees, authorized regional affiliations and entities, and authorized 
the collection of revenue anticipation notes, among other things. The board of 
managers has been especially interested in creating some type of regional 
health-care insurance product, so the cost burden of the growing uninsured 
population, particularly those who take advantage of Brackenridge Hospital’s 
trauma services, can be shared with surrounding counties. - K.R. 

Austin was among 13 U.S. burgs named an Inaugural Solar America City 
by the U.S. Department of Energy last month, winning $185,000 in grants. 
Meanwhile, the city implicitly confirmed its plans to pursue a concentrating 
solar (aka solar thermal) plant - which uses sun-heated water or gas to spin 
a turbine generator - in the West Texas desert. The DOE award was recogni- 
tion for Austin Energy’s solar rebate program, among the best in the nation, 
which assisted installations on more than 400 homes and 24 businesses 
locally since its 2004 inception. AE reaffirmed its commitment to meet the 
goal of 100 megawatts of solar by 2020, set forth in its 2003 strategic plan, 
but privately admitted it won’t meet the plan’s earlier goal of 15 megawatts 
by 2007, as only around 1.5 megawatts are now online. In addition to the 


$185,000 in grants, the DOE award includes matching funds for solar instal- 
lations at six Austin schools - bringing the total number of installations to 
20. The DOE will also bankroll an AE study of solar-suitable rooftops locally, 
as well as research into combining energy from West Texas wind farms 
(already used by AE) and the planned solar-thermal plant there. - D.M. 

Twenty-four of the 44 dogs that have been in quarantine at the Austin 
Humane Society since a rabid bat was found in a dog-run area in late May 
have been given a clean bill of health by city inspectors, AHS officials report. 
On July 3, half of the quarantined dogs - those that had recently gotten 
rabies vaccinations - were given independence, just in time for a holiday cel- 
ebration at the shelter, during which several of the newly liberated pups were 
adopted. Meanwhile, 15 dogs (those that had not had a rabies vaccination 
within the last month) will remain in quarantine until Aug. 18, AHS spokes- 
woman Lisa Starr says. The shelter has placed eight of the 15 in foster 
homes and is looking to place the remaining seven in foster care for the rest 
of the quarantine.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


After lengthy speculation, state Rep. Rick Noriega, D-Houston, is one step 
closer to entering the 2008 U.S. Senate race - a very small step. On 
Tuesday, the five-term representative announced by press release that he 
would formally announce on Thursday in front of the Capitol that he’s filed 
paperwork with the Federal Election Commission to set up an exploratory 
committee to consider a run against U.S. Sen. John Cornyn. In 2002, Cornyn 
succeeded Phil Gramm in the seat by beating former Dallas Mayor Ron Kirk, 
55% to 43%. But now the Bush loyalist is seen as an easy target for a strong 
challenger, and Noriega is seen by many as the Democrat to do it; 49 of his 
fellow legislators had already signed a “Draft Lt. Col. Rick Noriega” petition 
before his announcement. Boosters are talking up the Army veteran for 26 
years of military service, which even continued while he served in the Lege. 
He actually missed the 2005 session because he was in Afghanistan with 
the Texas National Guard, running a training center. That compares to 
Cornyn, whose uniform experience extends to sitting on the Senate Armed 
Services Committee and helping draft controversial legislation like the 
Military Commissions Act. - R.W. 

Used to be that Texas Republicans were in court for trying to gerrymander the 
entire electoral map, but now we have something new to marvel over: Former 
GOP state Sen. Drew Nixon is up on charges of trying to fix a water-board 
election. Last Thursday, after an investigation by Attorney General Greg Abbott 
into the May 2006 elections for Panola County Fresh Water Supply 
District No. 1, a grand jury accused Nixon of two counts of abuse of office. 
They charge that in 2005, Nixon, then the district’s accountant and self- 
appointed elections administrator, tried to keep names off the ballot. He 
deliberately misled two potential candidates, Dickie Jacks and Jon Kunkel, 
into believing they could not file to run against the incumbents. If found guilty 
of the class A misdemeanor, he could face a $4,000 fine and up to a year in 
prison. Of course, this wouldn’t be his first time behind bars: The former sen- 
ator for Carthage, Panola’s county seat, stood down in 2000 after pleading 
guilty in 1997 to soliciting an undercover cop for sex on South Congress and 
unlawfully carrying a firearm. He served his six-month sentence on weekends 
while still a sitting member of the Legislature, making him the only person in 
living memory in the statehouse and the big house at the same time. - R.W. 

Remember the state employee pay raise the Lege passed last session? 
State Comptroller Susan Combs has figured out there’s actually money to 
pay for it. On July 10, Combs issued a press release announcing that her 
office had finally certified the 2008-’09 Biennial Revenue Estimate, confirm- 
ing the budget estimate. This means the people she glowingly called “one of 
Texas’ most valuable resources” will get their 4% wage hike. Only it’s not 
really 4%, and it’s not all in one go. Instead, it’s 2% this September and 2% 
in September 2008, meaning the pay for those “valuable resources” will not 
even keep pace with inflation. The increases were wholly dependent on 
Combs certifying the budget and remained less of a budget priority than 
property-tax cuts for the same period. The sum is also short of what unions 
had initially hoped for. The Texas Public Employees Association had asked for 
2.5% a year over the biennium, with a minimum raise of $75 a month. The 
Texas State Employees Union lobbied for a more dramatic 8% in 2008 and 
7.5% in 2009. Union members argued this would help bring pay back to tra- 
ditional levels, putting the average state employee on a $41,800 pretax 
income in 2009. As is, the approved raise will put that average employee at 
$36,720 in 2008 and $37,454 in 2009. - R.W. 

Jury selection began July 10 in Los Angeles County Superior Court for the 
first of five lawsuits filed on behalf of at least 5,000 banana plantation 
workers from Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Guatemala, Honduras, and Panama, 
who, according to the Associated Press, claim “they were left sterile after 
being exposed in the 1970s to the pesticide known as DBCR” /S/' se puede! 
The fact that the case is going to court in the U.S. is a significant victory for 
the workers; Duane Miller, part of a team of lawyers representing several 
Nicaraguans, told the AR “This is the first time any case for a banana worker 
has come before a U.S. court.” The lawsuit, filed in 2004, “accuses Dole 
Fresh Fruit Co. and Standard Fruit Co., now a part of Dole, of negligence and 
fraudulent concealment while using the pesticide,” the AP reports. For more 
on this, see www.news.yahoo.com/fc/World/nicaragua.

Brand New Package, Same Old Product

“Hey, look! KXAN is broadcasting from a 
Starbucks,” you think to yourself. But, silly 
you, it’s just KXAN’s new set, which 
debuted last week with as much hoopla as 
local TV can muster. The set is the linchpin 
of a far-reaching rebranding campaign for the 
NBC affiliate’s news department, the ritual- 
ized skin shedding and rebirth that stations 
periodically undertake when their news prod- 
uct starts tanking in the ratings. Give it a 
new slogan, build a new set, change the 
lighting, cue up new music, pump up the 
graphics, tighten the anchor babe’s blouse, 
and roll out the new era. 

In KXAN’s case, the new set is part of a 
revamping of the news strategy. In September 
the station will drop its weekday 4pm news- 
cast and launch a 5pm show, putting it in 
head-to-head competition with its main rivals. 
It’s also adding a noon show and bulking up 
staff, with the addition of a reporter and pro- 
ducer, as well as a Web producer, according to 
general manager Eric Lassberg. 

KXAN’s rebranding follows a year in which 
the general manager was fired and veteran 
reporters streamed from the station, amid 
reports that the news director, Bill Seitzler, 
nicknamed “Wild Bill," was sensationalizing 
the product and driving news staff crazy. 
Seitzler eventually “left to pursue other oppor- 
tunities” after less than a year, signaling the 
inevitable rebranding effort. 

After much marketing research, consultant 
reports, and deep soul-searching, the puppet 
masters of KXAN have redubbed the station - 
drumroll, please - the tension must be killin’ 
ya - “Austin News.” That’s not to be con- 
fused with “Austin’s News Station,” which is 
KVUE-TV, the ABC affiliate and recent ratings 
king. Or “News 8 Austin,” which is Time 
Warner’s local cable channel. And it’s not 
“Your Central Texas News Leader.” That’s the 
old slogan. 

The goal was to find a slogan to “simply 
identify” the station, Lassberg said. “It doesn’t 
get any more simple than ‘Austin News.’” 

According to the station’s promotional 
materials, “Austin News” “redefines” local 
coverage. “It’s not a slogan - Austin News is 
a promise to provide clear, concise coverage 
of the stories important to you,” the station’s 


website proclaims. And, best of all, it means 
swell new “Austin News” baseball caps for all 
the reporters. 

For weeks, KXAN ran ads touting the immi- 
nent dawn of the new era, due on July 2, but, 
well, stuff happens, and July 2 came and went 
without the grand unveiling. Management 
blamed it on the weather, the horrific run of 
really bad showers that KXAN quickly dubbed 
“Summer Flood ’07.” Not only was it a weath- 
er story, the holy grail of TV news, but it 
occurred in the Hill Country, where KXAN has 
set up a one-reporter bureau, attempting to 
establish its far-reaching news tentacles. (OK, 
so it’s “Austin News ... but Marble Falls 
News, Too.”) 

The station dove into storm coverage with 
zealous glee, offering nonstop coverage, team 
coverage, and double-whammy, triple-split- 
screen coverage with a helicopter roll-in, show- 
ing that when it comes to weather, no one 
can make steady rain into a storm of immi- 
nent horror and death quicker than KXAN. The 
station’s coverage was way over the top, but 
at least the news department showed that it 
was serious about displaying a little hustle, at 
least when dealing with weather stories. 

Weather is the primary battleground of TV 
news these days, the one thing people will 
tune in to watch, according to the focus groups 


and omnipresent consultants. With that in 
mind, Jim Spencer’s new weather command 
center is somewhere between Dr. Strangelove 
and the flat-screen-TV department of a Best 
Buy. Spencer is an ever-smiling gnome invoking 
the power of VIPIR from his evil lair, which 
includes 10 TV monitors, plus a giant screen 
and a computer monitor (take that, all you 
lame-ass nine-monitor weather centers!). 

The rest of the set seems drab and familiar 
compared to Spencer’s digs. The anchors 
stand in front of round minipodiums of white 
wood and blue and orange splashes, sur- 


rounded by large-screen TVs displaying pulsat- 
ing video. 

KXAN anchors will be standing around quite 
a bit on the new set, apparently under the 
belief that they will now seem more active and 
vibrant, as illustrated by their standiness. 
Eventually some KXAN anchors will sit, accord- 
ing to news director Michael Fabac, but the 
new chairs haven’t arrived yet. “Some of the 


anchors like standing,” Fabac said, adding 
that he doesn’t have a preference, as long as 
the anchors feel “comfortable.” 

There has been no definitive research to 
prove that TV news audiences crave anchors 
who stand, but it is a sure differentiator from 
the competition. (“You know, KXAN, the sta- 
tion where they stand.”) In similar fashion, 
there is no real evidence that a new set guar- 
antees long-term success, but it does grab 
the attention of channel-grazing viewers, who 
may stop long enough to mutter, “What the 
hell is that?” 


That will give the ratings a temporary bump 
and make management look like geniuses, 
but it does little to make good on the promise 
of “redefining” news coverage. Viewers might 
stick around if KXAN were presenting a news- 
cast that breaks from the relentless cookie- 
cutter format that finds stations covering 
almost all the same stories at the same time 
with the same one-interview, news-lite 
approach. But Fabac said there would be no 
fundamental changes in the station’s news 
philosophy, beyond the emphasis on “Austin 
News.” “It’s not meant to be dramatic change; 
it’s meant to be an evolution,” Fabac said. 

In fact, beyond the relentless weather 
reports, KXAN’s first newscasts under the new 
marketing slogan featured the usual mix of 
press-release rewrites, crime news, and house 
fires where no one was hurt - presented as 
“exclusives,” “developing stories,” and “spe- 
cial reports” found “only on KXAN.” Last 
Thursday’s big story was an “investigation” of 
homeland security construction plans found in 
the Dumpster behind the station, including an 
exclusive interview with the KXAN employee 
who found the documents. 

“Same team, same devoted coverage, just 
some new shots, new lights,” anchor Michelle 
Valles gushed on opening day, apparently 
unaware of the “new era” talking points. ■

Holly Power Plant to Close, Really! 


Holly Power Plant, the aging metal mono- 
lith towering above Town Lake in East Austin, 
will officially close this September, according 
to Austin Energy. For more than a decade, 
the natural-gas-burning plant has drawn the 
ire of nearby residents, catching fire twice and 
having its closure date delayed by four years. 
But last week, AE announced it has received 
the OK from the Electric Reliability Council 
of Texas, overseer of the state’s power grid, 
to shutter the plant’s remaining two units for 
good, as ERCOT has determined the plant 
isn’t needed to avert a local blackout. Two of 
Holly’s units were retired in 2004. 

Susana Almanza, co-director of People 
Organized in the Defense of the Earth 
and Her Resources - an East Austin-based 
nonprofit addressing area environmental, eco- 
nomic, and social-justice issues - said 
Monday, “I hope the city will hold true to their 
commitment,” recalling a 1998 promise that 
the plant would close fully by 2005. Almanza 
stressed her hope that there would be bene- 
fits for the community in the redevelopment 
of the site. After several meetings with the 
city, a variety of ideas was suggested - from 


an expansion of the nearby baseball field and 
park to a cultural arts and community center, 
she said. “I’d like to see several more com- 
munity stakeholder meetings held to look at 
options and possibilities for the land.” 

Daniel Llanes, a PODER board member 
and chair of the nearby River Bluff Neighbor 
hood Association, is cautiously optimistic 
about Holly’s closure. (“I hope the city doesn’t 
change [its] mind again.”) He added that resi- 
dents expect the city to do all of the follow- 
through associated with cleanup, including 
removing anything toxic or noxious that could 
affect the water or neighborhood. “The city 
has yet to finish cleaning up the tank farm,” 
he noted, referring to another East Austin 
industrial controversy: a benzene-emitting 
fuel-storage facility, which bordered residential 
areas and which relocated in 1993. 

AE spokesman Ed Clark said the plant’s 
deconstruction would take up to three years 
and that, once complete, the land would revert 
to the city’s Parks Department. “The current 
plan is for it to become parkland,” Clark said. 
“The neighborhood has and will be involved in 
any and all decisions.” - Daniel Mottola 
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Austin Police have charged 20-year-old ama- 
teur boxer Kurtiss “Lucky” Colvin with man- 
slaughter, assault, and theft in connection 
with the June 19 beating death of 40-year-old 
David Morales. Witnesses told police that 
Colvin - a Golden Gloves pugilist who trained 
in East Austin with Don “Pops” Billingsley - 
knocked Morales to the ground with a single 
left hook, then later, while Morales was strug- 
gling to get up, struck again, delivering an 
uppercut that left the 40-year-old painter 
bloody and prone on the concrete near his 
sister’s apartment in the Booker T. Washing- 
ton complex. 

On June 19, Morales caught a ride home 
from work with 36-year-old colleague Victor 
Medel. As Medel was pulling out of the park- 
ing lot in the 900 block of Thompson Street, 
he accidentally hit 2-year-old Michael Hosea 
Jr., who also lives in the complex. (As a pre- 
caution, Hosea’s parents took him to 
Brackenridge Hospital; the toddler is fine.) 
Charles Bernard Davis, 23, told police that 
he was sitting in a nearby vehicle with three 
others - including Colvin - when the accident 
happened. Davis and another passenger, 
Brandon Cleveland, 18, told police they 
were approached by a woman who told them 
about the accident and said that Medel “was 
attempting to flee,” Davis said, according to a 
warrant for Colvin’s arrest filed by Austin Police 
Department Detective Frank Rodriguez. 
“Kurtiss jumped out of the car ... and 
approached [Medel] ... and struck [him] with 
his fist, through the driver’s side window,” 
reads the arrest affidavit. Davis said he saw 
Morales walk over to Medel’s car in an 
attempt to “defend” Medel from the attack. 
Davis and Cleveland said they heard Colvin 


ask a woman standing nearby if she was 
acquainted with Morales; when the woman 
said no, Colvin turned and struck Morales, 
knocking him down. Colvin “hit him so hard 
that Morales fell straight to the ground on 
his face,” Davis told Rodriguez. As Morales 
struggled to get up, nearby witness Claude 
Espinoza told Rodriguez, Colvin “walked up 
to him and punched him in the face with an 
uppercut.” Morales was taken to Brackenridge 
where he was pronounced dead shortly before 
midnight. According to the Travis Co. 

Medical Examiner’s Office, Morales was cut 
and bruised, had a broken rib and a skull frac- 
ture, and died as a result of the “blunt force 
trauma” to his head. 

During an interview with police on June 
20, Colvin told Homicide Detective K. 
Scanlon that he was at the scene and that 
he did knock Morales to the ground but that 
he did so only after “Morales displayed a 
gun,” according to the affidavit. “However,” 
Rodriguez noted, “no gun was found at the 
scene.” Colvin also admitted rifling through 
Morales’ wallet but said he picked it up off 
the ground where “three teenagers” had 
thrown it down - Colvin said he picked up 
Morales’ ID in order to “give it to the family 
of the child that had been struck by the car,” 
Rodriguez wrote in the affidavit. All three of 
the young men riding with Colvin told police 
they saw Colvin going through Morales’ wal- 
let and heard him make derisive comments 
about Morales being broke. 

Colvin was arrested and booked into jail on 
July 5 with a $215,000 bond. Manslaughter 
is a second-degree felony punishable by 
between two and 20 years in state prison and 
up to a $10,000 fine. - Jordan Smith

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Foie Gras Fracas 

Animal rights activists who vandalized at least seven 
Downtown restaurants that sell foie gras or veal may be 
unintentionally hog-tying the efforts of a separate animal rights 
campaign that is focusing exclusively on banning the sale of 
foie gras. 

“Obviously it’s somebody who has their own agenda, 
because we’re only working on getting foie gras off of restau- 
rant menus,” said Noah Cooper, a co-founder of the fledgling 
Central Texas Animal Defense. “We’re not currently working 
on any veal campaigns.” Cooper denies any connection 
between his group and the serial saboteurs who spray-painted 
obscenities on the facades of several Downtown dining estab- 
lishments after closing time July 2 or early July 3. 

The vandalized businesses range from homegrown fine-din- 
ing bistros to chain restaurants that lean more heavily toward 
veal dishes. The graffiti guerrillas used a bright-orange water- 
based paint that is reasonably easy to scrub off of most sur- 
faces. However, one of the restaurant victims, Aquarelle, 
required more than $100 worth of work to repair the damage 
to its turn-of-th e-century home, which includes the original dou- 
ble doors imported from England. 

Only the two locally owned businesses - Aquarelle, at 606 
Rio Grande, and Jezebel, at 914 Congress - filed vandalism 
reports with the Austin Police Department, and they initially 
were believed to be the only targets. Fox News Austin reported

Monday, however, that five other restaurants were also tagged 
during the same spray-painting spree and that the culprits 
posted photos of their “work” on the Internet. These restau- 
rant targets included Eddie V’s, Ruth’s Chris Steak House, 
Fleming’s, Truluck’s, and Spaghetti Warehouse, which 
offers veal parmigiana on its menu. 

Cooper, an Austin newcomer from Florida, says he’s never 
heard of some of the businesses, namely because they fall 
outside of his group’s single-issue menu item - foie gras. “I 
don’t condone vandalism,” he said. “We would much rather 
focus on reaching out to these restaurants and their custom- 
ers.” The group has written or spoken to the owners of 15 to 
20 restaurants, Cooper said. 

Sales of the plumped-up livers of ducks and geese have 
grown dramatically over the last decade in U.S. fine-dining 
establishments. As with most other animals raised for human 
consumption, the foie gras production process isn’t pretty. The 
pricey delicacy arrives on one’s plate by means of force-feeding 
the waterfowl - typically duck in the U.S. - with a pneumatic 
tube in order to fatten the liver before slaughter. While the dish 
has its origins in ancient Egypt, foie gras has long been an 
important part of France’s cultural and cuisine identity. 

Controversy over the production and sale of foie gras has 

0 gained steam in the last couple of years. More than a dozen 

1 countries have banned its sale within their borders; California 
| has passed a statewide ban that goes into effect in 2012, 

3 and a similar ban is already in place in Chicago, although city 
i officials are mulling a reversal of the ordinance. The national 


Humane Society has joined other animal rights groups in 
opposing foie gras, while the American Veterinary Medicine 
Association is expected to vote on an anti-foie-gras resolu- 
tion as early as Saturday, during its annual convention in Wash- 
ington, D.C. The organization has rejected similar resolutions 
four times, according to the association’s website. 

Because foie gras is more closely associated with high-end 
diners, it’s uncertain whether the protests will have the same 
impact as the tuna-dolphin debate of more than a decade ago. 
So far, the Driskill Grill is the only restaurant to stop serving 
the item. Ron Weiss, owner of the venerable Jeffrey’s restau- 
rant, said he considered taking foie gras off the menu but 
decided to leave it on after doing some research and consult- 
ing with the restaurant’s executive chef and staff. 

Cooper, meanwhile, says he’ll continue trying to convince 
the 15 to 20 restaurants on his contact list to stop selling 
foie gras. He says his group is taking a different approach with 
Jezebel - twice-weekly pickets in front of the restaurant - 
because owner/chef Parind Vora refuses to meet with 
Central Texas Animal Defense. 

Vora says he’s dismissive of the group because “they don’t 
know what they’re talking about.” The medical-school-dropout- 
turned-chef says there’s no scientific evidence to support the 
notion that force-feeding ducks is cruel and inhumane. “Their 
physical makeup is very, very different,” he said, explaining, in 
so many words, that ducks have no gag reflex and don’t suffer 
from the fattening-up feeding process of inserting a tube down 
their throats. “Compared to other types of animal production, 
foie gras production is a country club,” he said. “It’s a very 
artisan product. You’re not throwing thousands of carcasses 
into a hopper that’s going to grind it into meat.” 

Vora opened his restaurant a year ago, to largely favorable 
reviews. But the twice-weekly picketers are not easy on the 
independent restaurant, where Vora serves as multitasker 
extraordinaire. Not only is he the chef and owner of the busi- 
ness, but he also cooks all the dishes on the menu. “I’d rath- 
er not have this kind of publicity,” he said of the recent media 
coverage. “I’d rather be able to go on and run a restaurant 
and have it do well or do bad based on the merits.” 

Aquarelle co-owner Teresa Wilson said that while she was 
very angry when she saw the orange-splattered defacing of her 
restaurant (where veal is currently absent from the menu), her 
mood improved considerably just hours after cleaning up the 
graffiti mess. “That Tuesday night,” Wilson said, “we sold out 
of foie gras.” - Amy Smith 


Change Afoot in Public Health Care 


TRAINING PROGRAM FOR NURSES IN THE WORKS 

Saying they’ll need an additional 2,000 registered nurses over the next 15 years, officials 
with Seton Family of Hospitals (which includes the city-owned Brackenridge Hospital) 
announced on Tuesday the formation of the Versant RN Residency program for recent nurs- 
ing-school graduates, which it hopes will attract new blood to Central Texas and keep it here. 
The program’s creation comes at a crucial time in the health-care industry - the nation is in 
the ninth year of a nursing shortage. According to the American Hospital Association, of 
168,000 vacant hospital positions nationwide, 126,000 are for nurses. The estimated turn- 
over for nurses is as high as 60% within the first year. The problem is compounded here in 
Central Texas, where our explosive population growth is outstripping the region’s health-care 
infrastructure. The Versant program was originally created in 1998 at Childrens Hospital Los 
Angeles, where Seton officials say it was successful in quickly bringing new nurses up to 
speed in their high-stress profession. While residency programs are standard for doctors, few 
exist for nurses. Versant will consist of 25% classroom instruction and 75% hands-on training 
for 18 weeks. Seton will offer Versant three times a year: September, January, and June; appli- 
cants should call 324-1776 or go to www.seton.net/nursecareers.

The takeover of the city and county’s health-care clinics 

began in earnest last week as the Travis County Healthcare 
District filed the federal paperwork to assume grantee status 
as the operator of the federally qualified medical clinics. 

What does this mean for clients? Not much over the next 
18 months, but when the transfer is complete in February 
2009, the district promises a more responsive and efficient 
clinic system tailored to local needs. Shorter lines and longer 
hours? Cheaper drugs? Better service? Yes to all of those, 
says Carl Richie, who just began his term as chair of the dis- 
trict’s board of managers. “I think we’re in a position to proba- 
bly give more attention to the health-care side of the equation 
as the health-care district,” Richie said. “In the city or the 
county, you’re talking about one among many other depart- 
ments. For us, this is our whole focus.” 

The district already manages the clinics under a contract with 
the city of Austin. But this filing, with the federal Health 
Resources and Services Administration, signals the district’s 
willingness to begin the lengthy process to “unplug” the clinics 
from the city and “plug into” the district, attorney Sally Henly 
explained in an update to the board of managers last week. 

This is not as simple as handing over the keys and waving 
goodbye at the door. Between now and the target date for the 
clinics’ transfer to a 501(c)3 nonprofit corporation affiliated 
with the district, its staff will create backroom operations for 
the clinics, set up procedures for clinic operations, develop pro- 
cesses for areas such as financial reporting and contract man- 


agement, and set perfor- 
mance benchmarks for the 
18 clinics in the system. 

After all that, there are still 
legal and procedural 
requirements to be satis- 
fied and decisions to be 
made. For instance, the 
district is likely to lease 
space for the clinics that 
are part of existing commu- 
nity centers. In that case, it 
might make more sense for 
the city to continue to pro- 
vide janitorial services for 
the clinics. Each clinic is 
different, and each will require a thorough review, Henly said. 

Betty Dunkerley was the City Council member most active 
in the clinic issue. Her task this last legislative session was 
to get the issue of proportionality addressed. Most of the 450 
city employees - Austin runs both the city and county clinics - 
will move over to work for the district’s nonprofit corporation. 
Legislation this session ensured their accrued years of city 
service would go with them. “We worked very hard at the 
state Legislature to make sure [that] when they move over to 
the other organization, their years of service go with them,” 
Dunkerley said. 


Dunkerley considers this next step - plugging the clinics into 
the district’s system - to be part of the maturing of the local 
public-health-care system and a natural step. The city’s one- 
time chief financial officer says she’d like nothing better than 
to see the clinics function and operate even better than they 
did under city control. “If they can do things more efficiently 
than we did it, that’s great,” she said. “My interest is health 
care in this community, and the more efficient we are, then the 
more people we can serve. Sometimes it is much easier to be 
efficient in a smaller organization, and if that’s the case, let’s 
hope they are a superperformer.” - Kimberly Reeves 
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Scott Panetti: 

Sane Enough to Execute? 

The U.S. Supreme Court’s June 28 ruling in the case of 
Texas death row inmate Scott Panetti concludes that the law 
requires that condemned inmates have some “rational under- 
standing” of why they’re being executed in order to satisfy the 
Eighth Amendment’s ban on cruel and unusual punishments. 
The court left open a single, significant question: Is Scott 
Panetti sane enough to die? 

Writing for the 5-4 majority, Justice Anthony Kennedy 
opined that the Texas courts and the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals’ handling of the Panetti case was “flawed” and “too 
restrictive” to satisfy the Eighth Amendment. In deeming him 
sane enough to be killed, the courts considered only that 
Panetti “is aware that he committed the murders,” that he is 
“aware that he will be executed,” and that he is “aware that 
the reason the State has given for the execution is his com- 
mission of the crimes in question.” But according to Panetti, 
the state’s reason for killing him is merely a cover story intend- 
ed to stop him from preaching “the gospel of the Lord King.” 

That is irrelevant, says Clarence Thomas, writing for the 
conservative, four-justice dissent. The state owes Panetti noth- 
ing more that it has already provided. “While Panetti’s mental 
illness may make him a sympathetic figure, state and federal 
courts have repeatedly held that he is competent to face the 
consequences of the two murders he committed,” Thomas 
wrote. Therefore, this case “should be simple,” Thomas wrote. 
It “must be dismissed.” Given Panetti’s background and the 
procedural history of his case, one has to wonder if Thomas is 
at least equally addled - if not more so - than the death row 
denizen he so easily disregards. 

Panetti was convicted and sentenced to death for the 1992 
murder of his in-laws, Joe and Amanda Alvarado, at their 
home in Fredericksburg. A diagnosed schizophrenic, Panetti 
previously had been hospitalized at least 11 times, last 
released from the hospital just two months before he killed 
the Alvarados. When he turned himself in to police that day, 
he told authorities that “Sarge” - a recurring auditory halluci- 
nation - was responsible for the murders. 

In September 1994, a heavily medicated Panetti was 
deemed competent to be tried for the slayings, and Kerr Co. 
District Judge Stephen Abies allowed Panetti to represent him- 
self at trial. Panetti wore a purple cowboy outfit to court, filed 
numerous rambling legal motions, and sought to subpoena 
nearly 200 witnesses - including Jesus Christ and Anne 
Bancroft. The trial was “truly a judicial farce and a mockery of 
self-representation,” Panetti’s standby attorney later said. 

Panetti was convicted, each of his appeals was denied, 
and Judge Abies scheduled his execution for Feb. 5, 2004. 
Panetti’s attorney filed a motion with the court claiming 
Panetti’s mental illness rendered him incompetent to face 
execution. Abies denied the motion, but the federal district 
court ordered that he reconsider. Abies appointed two men- 
tal-health experts to assess Panetti’s mental state; in April

satisfied” their legal obligation to Panetti. 
Panetti’s insistence that he is too crazy to 
die, Thomas opined, is nothing more than 
an “abuse” of federal habeas law. 

Kennedy shoots down each argument and 
offers a harsh rebuke to the Texas courts 
and, specifically, to Judge Abies. No “defer- 
ence is due” to the state courts, he wrote, 
because the courts failed to do anything but rubber-stamp the 
initial competency determination. Further, Kennedy opined, 
Panetti could not argue his incompetence to be executed until 
an actual execution date had been set - otherwise, he noted, 
every lawyer would be forced to waste court time and resourc- 
es on the off-chance that her client may at some point in the 
future be deemed too deluded to execute. 

Ultimately, Kennedy wrote, the courts must find a way to 
determine whether an inmate has a rational understanding of 
why he is to die. It is a question of retribution vs. spite: “ [ I ]t 
might be said that capital punishment is imposed because it 
has the potential to make the offender recognize at last the 
gravity of his crime and to allow the community as a whole ... 
to affirm its own judgment that the culpability of the prisoner 
is so serious that the ultimate penalty must be sought and 
imposed,” Kennedy wrote. “The potential for a prisoner’s rec- 
ognition of the severity of the offense and the objective of 
community vindication are called in question, however, if the 
prisoner’s mental state is so distorted by a mental illness that 
his awareness of the crime and punishment has little or no 
relation to the understanding of those concepts shared by the 
community as a whole.” 

Panetti’s case will return to federal district court, where 
Judge Sparks will be asked to decide whether Panetti is, in 
fact, sane enough to die. - Jordan Smith 


2004, the experts concluded that Panetti’s “uncooperative 
and bizarre” behavior was actually a sham and that he had 
“the ability to understand the reason he is to be execut- 
ed.” Abies refused to consider the defense’s request for an 
evidentiary hearing and closed the case. Panetti’s lawyers 
- now including Austin appellate whiz Keith Hampton - 
appealed. In September 2004, federal District Judge Sam 
Sparks called the state’s handling of the case “constitu- 
tionally inadequate” but ultimately ruled against Panetti, 
noting that the 5th Circuit’s “test for competency to be 
executed requires [that Panetti] know no more than the 
fact of his impending execution and the factual predicate 
for the execution.” 

The Supremes now say that the 5th Circuit’s standard is not 
good enough. “The ... standard treats a prisoner’s delusional 
belief system as irrelevant if the prisoner knows that the 
State has identified his crimes as the reason for his execu- 
tion,” Kennedy wrote. There is nothing in the law to “indicate 
that delusions are irrelevant to ‘comprehen[sion]’ or 
4 aware[ness]’ if they so impair the prisoner’s concept of reality 
that he cannot reach a rational understanding of the reason 
for the execution,” he wrote. 

Appearing before the high court in March, Texas Solicitor 
General Ted Cruz argued not only that the 5th Circuit’s stan- 
dard was sufficient but also that Panetti didn’t have standing 


to appeal. In his initial habeas appeal, 
Panetti failed to claim he would be incompe- 
tent to face execution, Cruz argued; more- 
over, the federal district court (and, ultimate- 
ly, the Supremes) failed to offer deference 
to the Texas courts, which have consistently 
deemed Panetti competent. In his dissent- 
ing opinion, Thomas agreed. In Thomas’ 
opinion, the state courts had “more than

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Study: 

Everyone Benefits 
From Pre-K 

If Texas improved and expanded its prekin- 
dergarten program to include all children, the 
state would get $8 back for every $1 invest- 
ed, according to a study released this week by 
the Economic Policy Institute, a D.C. -based 
nonprofit. The study bases its figures on the 
results of Chicago’s pre-K model, which set 
the standard for public pre-K programs in the 
1960s. Those children are now in their 20s, 
and study author Robert Lynch says it’s clear 
they’ve done much better than their peers 
who weren’t in pre-K. 

“Across the board, they’ve had much better 
outcomes in both life and school,” Lynch 
says. “They’ve had higher graduation rates, 
they earn more, and they’ve committed fewer 
crimes.” This isn’t just good for these individu- 
als. The gains can affect a state’s economy, 
tax base, and the amount it spends on incar- 
ceration and social services. 

Texas is one of 38 states that already have 
a pre-K program. It started a pre-K program 
for high-risk 4-year-olds in 1984 and has been 
slowly expanding it over time. It now covers 3- 
and 4-year-olds who are economically disad- 
vantaged (eligible for free or reduced school 
lunches), have limited English skills, are 
homeless or in foster care, or have military 
parents on active duty. The Texas Early 
Childhood Education Coalition, which works 
to expand pre-K, and the Bush School of 
Government and Public Service at Texas 
A&M did their own study and found that 
Texas communities get back $3.50 for every 
dollar they invest in pre-K. Still, no one 
expects the state to adopt a universal pro- 
gram anytime soon. “Texas just isn’t there 
yet,” says coalition Deputy Director Kara John- 
son. “Although it will more than pay for itself 
in the long run, it has a huge price tag.” 

It’s not just that the Chicago model pro- 
moted by the Economic Policy Institute would 
expand the number of students served; it 
also would cost more for each student. 

Texas now spends around $2,600 per stu- 
dent for a half-day of pre-K. The Chicago 
model costs $6,000 per student, because it 
has low student-teacher ratios, teachers who 
have degrees in early childhood education, 
and provides some health services and 
parental outreach. 

The extent of the pre-K program varies by 
district in Texas. Some Texas districts, includ- 
ing Austin, have been working to get a bigger 
bang for their buck by having pre-K programs 
share facilities and services with child-care 
and Head Start programs. Such sharing can 
help working mothers in districts that only pro- 
vide a half-day of pre-K, because their children 
can transition seamlessly to Head Start or 
child care. This model has proven successful 
in many districts and is expanding throughout 
the state. 

Still, Lynch looks at all the benefits of 
Chicago’s intensive program and believes 
Texas and other states can’t go wrong by 
investing more. “The research is unanimous,” 
he says. “Pre-K programs bring enormous 
returns, both for children and society as a 
whole. It’s difficult to understand why the 
nation isn’t investing more.” - Michael May 
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Local Critters Struggle 
Through Wet Weather 


First there was a record-setting drought that stretched 
through the winter. Then heavy summer storms and floods 
unmatched in 50 years. And the wildlife of Austin and the Hill 
Country have been hammered by both. 

The June rains claimed a lot of animal victims. The timing 
for some species couldn’t have been worse, since this is 
when they’re rearing young. A common problem has been 
fledglings, unable to look after themselves, being knocked 
out of the nest. “For birds like doves that build a very flat, rick- 
ety nest, it’s easy for them to get blown down by high winds,” 
said Vernon Bevill, small-game program director for the 
Texas Parks & Wildlife Department. But it hasn’t just been 
the wind in the branches; it’s been the floods on the ground. 
The sheer volume of water can cause burrows to fill with water 
or just collapse, burying them or forcing them out. And just 
because an animal nests above ground doesn’t mean it’s safe 
from the weather. Bevill notes that “hole-nesters like squirrels 
and raccoons can have problems because the water can run 
down the trees and into the holes, causing it to flood out.” 

Parks & Wildlife has warned people to be careful of dis- 
placed animals, especially snakes that have been forced into 
the open by rising groundwater and runoff. But, as usual, it’s 
animals that have more to fear from people. Slow-moving crea- 
tures, or ones that normally hide underground or in slow-mov- 
ing ponds, come in contact with humans more as they flee the 
floods. “With the high waters, we’ve seen a lot of turtles mov- 
ing around and being brought in after they’ve been hit on the

road,” said Preston Doughty, president of Austin Wildlife 
Rescue. 

It’s animals in obvious distress that may need help, but the 
rescue and rehabilitation charity warns against people trying 
to save every bird or beast they see. Even with an injured ani- 
mal, or one seemingly abandoned by its parents, AWR recom- 
mends calling expert rescuers first, rather than trying to save 
a creature that’s merely resting or may carry an infection. 

Even with the rain and flooding, AWR hasn’t seen many dra- 
matic rescues of the kind that make for exciting TV footage. 
Instead, they’re mostly dealing with the insidious diseases 
that come with warm, wet weather. The worst is insects laying 
their eggs in wounds that would normally heal quickly. “Flies

of the closure. According to Gretchen Guyer, Humane Society 
director, staff and volunteers bleached every square inch of 
the premises, inside and out. “You could eat off my floors 
now,” Guyer said. The outbreak originated with Pringles, one 
of several animals the Humane Society acquired from the 
Williamson County Regional Animal Shelter in 
Georgetown, in the wake of reports of alleged unsanitary con- 
ditions and animal cruelty there. Volunteers say Pringles had 
thrown up en route to an adoption event in Georgetown. Once 
at the Humane Society, Pringles and three other dogs “tested 
high” for the bloody, painful intestinal disease and had to be 
put down. A fifth died of possible pneumonia. Amid fears that 
news of the outbreak could shut down the Humane Society 
indefinitely, staff instituted stricter intake protocol requiring 
immediate vaccinations and a longer quarantine period. 
Former Director Melanie Sobel had fought for a similar vacci- 
nation policy at WCAS, but was denied. Guyer invited pet 
owners to a July 28 vaccination clinic, offering most vaccines 
for a mere $10 and rabies shots for just $6. For more info, 
call 260-3602.

right now are really the issue,” Doughty said. “These create 
problems for animals but can be deadly for wildlife if they’re 
injured or ill.” Rescue workers have seen a notable rise in the 
number of wild animals needing eggs or larvae removed, not 
to mention the wounds cleaned, before release. Infestations 
are also bad news for fledglings that survive the fall from a 
tree. Down on the ground, they can be bitten to death by ants 
or mosquitoes. Yet, long term, those same bugs could help 
restore the populations of birds and small animals that saw 
their numbers dwindle during the drought. “Insects are the 
key, because most of baby birds are fed with them,” said Cliff 
Shackelford, nongame ornithologist for Parks & Wildlife and 
one of the leading bird experts in the state. “Lots of animals 
are breeding twice. With this kind of weather, even if you lost 
your first clutch, you’ve got a good chance to have a second 
clutch, maybe even a third. This could have long-term good 
effects, as long as we have a break soon or don’t get hit by a 
hurricane. ... The rain helps the plant life, and we’ll probably 
have nectar and more seed. That means more butterflies and 
more seed for seed-eaters.” It also means there’ll be extra 
grass cover for ground-n esters and more leaf cover for tree- 
dwellers, during any late heat wave. 

One Austin animal to have weathered the storms better than 
most is also one of the city’s most familiar - Tadarida brasilien- 
sis, the Mexican free-tailed bats that roost and raise their 
young under the Ann Richards Congress Avenue Bridge. 
Unlike easily dislodged doves, they have a few thousand tons 
of metal and concrete protecting them and their young. “The 
bridge is doing a really good job, and the bats are pretty warm 
and secure under there,” said Mylea Bayless, a conservation 
biologist for Austin-based Bat Conservation International. 
“Any time we have prolonged rain, they might not come out to 
forage, but we’d have to have a lot of rain for a long time to 
have any real effect.” This could affect their famous mass 
launches at dusk, says Bayless. “We might see the emergence 
flights become more sporadic and later, making them less 
observable.” And there’s another downside: 1.5 million bats’ 
worth of guano. Add in damp and warm conditions, and deter- 
mined bat-watchers may smell the critters before seeing or 
hearing them. Even if the parents feed less frequently, the 
sheer volume of insects available means they’ll be healthy 
enough to rear their young. “We don’t expect to see any 
change in the pup numbers or size,” Bayless said. 

Parks & Wildlife’s Bevill warns against thinking this rain has 
solved all the local wildlife’s problems, however. “Two or three 
years ago, we had a very similar pattern, with a lot of rain into 
July,” he recalls. “Then it just quit, and it got pretty dry by August. 
It’s just too early to say what to expect.” - Richard Whittaker

TAKING TAXPAYERS FOR A RIDE 

Yessiree, our nation’s top officials will leave 
no dollar unspent in their unstinting effort to 
keep us safe from terrorists - including 
spending several million dollars on the essen- 
tial need to transport the FBI director to 
speaking engagements. 

In 1999, the bureau persuaded Congress to 
buy a $40 million Gulfstream V jet for the agen- 
cy as part of its growing role in counterterror- 
ism work. The sleek, fast, and posh Gulfstream 
is a favorite of corporate executives. But the 
FBI wanted it to zip agents abroad for rapid- 
response investigations. And that’s exactly how 
the bureau used the Gulfstream - until George 
W. took office in 2001 and named Robert S. 
Mueller III as his FBI director. 

The rationale for the jet has remained the 
same. This spring, for example, when seeking 
another $3.6 million annual appropriation to 
maintain, fuel, and fly it, the bureau reported 
the plane was having a “tremendous impact” 
in the war on terrorism by transporting agents 
to “fast-moving investigations and crisis situ- 
ations.” Un re ported, however, was the fact 
that Mueller has been commandeering the 
Gulfstream about a fourth of the time for his 
own flights to make speeches and to visit 
field offices here in the U.S. 

No doubt Mueller is a busy fellow - but his 
predecessor was, too, and he traveled either 
on commercial jets or by using a smaller jet 
the agency keeps. Well, snapped a spokes- 
man, Mueller is “the CEO” of the FBI, and 
every trip he makes “furthers the operational 
mission of the bureau.” Flmmm - I wonder if 
that includes when Mueller uses the Gulfstream 
to fly to a speech event, then stays behind 
for a vacation? Even some Republicans are 
critical. As Sen. Chuck Grassley says, “If the 
FBI wanted a jet to fly the director around, 
then it shouldn’t try to justify the plane as a 
weapon in the war on terror.” 

Exactly. 
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THOMPSON THE ACTOR 

Fred Thompson is not a gruff, straight- 
shooting district attorney, but he plays one on 
TV. Thompson also is not a political outsider, 
but he’s planning to play one in the coming 
presidential campaign. 

The outsider role, however, is going to take 
way more acting ability than Thompson has, 
because it’s totally out of character for this 
longtime Washington insider. Not that he 
hasn’t played the role in the past. When he 
moved to Tennessee from Washington to run 
for the Senate in 1993, he doffed his suit 
and tie, leased a red pickup truck, and drove 
around the state posing as Just Plain Fred. 

But a presidential campaign is a much big- 
ger stage, and Plain Fred is going to be 
revealed as the real Fred, who has spent 
more than 20 years as a Washington lobbyist 
for billion-dollar corporations. Thompson was 
the Republican counsel for the Watergate 
hearings, and he has not been shy about 
cashing in on his congressional contacts 
since then. 

You and I paid for a couple of his lobbying 
gigs. Representing the Tennessee Savings 
and Loan League, he helped push through 
the deregulation bill that led directly to the 
S&L crash of the late 1980s, resulting in a 
$150 billion taxpayer bailout of the industry. 
Thompson also was a longtime lobbyist for 
Westinghouse, helping it get $1.7 million for 
its Clinch River nuclear project, which was 
never built. 

More recently, even while he’s been a TV 
actor, Thompson has continued to lobby for 
Equitas, a British insurance giant wanting 
to avoid paying what it owes to people 
sickened by asbestos. And last year “Mr. 
Outsider” was deemed to have so many 
inside connections that he was tapped to 
help raise $5 million for Scooter Libby’s 
legal defense fund. 

Maybe Thompson the Actor can lease that 
red pickup truck again to haul off the money 
that Thompson the Lobbyist makes.

Council's Got ... Talent? 

At intermission, we talk to the headliners

Between the rained-out barbecues and the 
gray layers of humidity sticking to the city like 
a waterlogged diaper, you’d be excused for 
forgetting it’s summer. Except for one sunny 
signifier: Turn on the tube, and a certain mid- 
season replacement reminds us that America’s 
Got Talent ! Yup, everyone loves a good talent 
show And as networks seek to strip-mine 
every last advertising dollar from the prehis- 
toric TV revenue model before it’s TiVoed and 
YouTubed out of existence, that strangely 
American, shameless parade of individualism 
- the talent show - is back with a vengeance. 

Our City Council has reshuffled its sched- 
ule as well: They started their annual summer 
break late last month, and their meetings 
won’t grace Channel 6’s earnest narrowcasting 
until July 26. But you can’t keep these natural 
performers out of the spotlight. The hiatus 
being an appropriate time to examine their 


achievements thus far and their designs on the 
latter half of the year, we conducted an infor- 
mal survey of our mayor and six council mem- 
bers. Asking them to dazzle us with this year’s 
greatest hits, we asked each of them the same 
four questions: 

1) What initiatives of yours are you most 
proud of? 

2) What’s been this council’s biggest missed 
opportunity? 

3) What areas does council need to focus on 
once you return? 

4) What specific initiatives will you be bringing 
forward? 

There was some overlap - everyone agreed 
that the budget, now being drafted by city 
staff, would be a priority. But how much of a 
balancing act will be required to close the 
perceived budget gap (some $27.5 million in 
the first forecast prepared by talent judge Toby 


Futrell) is subject to quite a bit of skepticism 
and debate. There were some surprises, with 
council members emphasizing unexpected 
areas, and a few announcements of ambitious 
new initiatives. 


Who will end the council season with the 
most applause and accolades? And who will 
overreach, stumbling like a cheeseburger-scarf- 
ing David Hasselhoff? Find out tonight on City 
Council’s Got . . . Talent? 


Will Wynn 

Signature act: Impersonating Al Gore 


Perhaps better suited to The Bachelor than to a talent 
show, the mayor is the establishment embodiment of all 
that’s hot about Austin right now: A most eligible 
Downtown resident, he’s presided over growth altering 
Austin’s urban fabric much more than the Nineties dot- 
com swell did. But the boom Downtown has its political 
drawbacks, such as getting Wynn bludgeoned 
more than his colleagues over the Las Manitas 
loan. To leave a legacy beyond million-dol- 
lar condos, the mayor has vigorously 
promoted plug-in hybrid vehicles and 
energy conservation through his 
nationally groundbreaking Austin 
Climate Protection Plan. His final 
term ends in 2009, and “ succes- 
sion” will be next year’s City 
Hall preoccupation. 

Most important initiatives: 

“I’m most proud of the Austin 
Climate Protection Plan 
although there’s a lot of work ^ 
to be done with it. Different £

pieces are getting brought for- S 
ward for more specific action. § 

But I’m pleased with the spot 
we find ourselves in.” 

Missed opportunity: “With the 
Fegislature in town these last six months, the 
biggest disappointment for me, from a city perspective, 
was not getting Senator [Kirk] Watson’s SH 130 legisla- 
tion across the goal line. Having said that, it was ambi- 
tious as hell; maybe it was a two-session package. We 
worked hard at it; it wasn’t like we were asleep at the 
wheel. ... I’ve also felt frustration over the last six 
months at how slow the gestation is on some of these 
important things we’re doing. It took seemingly forever 
[deciding] on parkland dedication fees; hundreds if 
not thousands of units slipped in under the wire 


Downtown [without contributing] because of how 
slowly that crept along.” 

Council’s focus: “We need to focus on the budget. 
Reasons why we historically don’t meet during the 
month of July are twofold: to give staff the 
time they need to produce the budget 
and also to allow council offices to 
get a little bit of rest, to prep for 
what’s going to be six weeks of a 
hell of a lot of detail.” 

His focus: “I’m really looking 
forward to a series of issues I hope 
to be able to bring forward in coor- 
dination with other council mem- 
bers’ offices: continuation of the 
business retention 
program and fol- 
low-up on the 
Congress Avenue 
retention program 
[i.e. , the Fas Manitas 
loan program] and 
figuring out how 
to harness the eco- 
nomic opportunity 
of the redevelop- 
ment occurring in the 
urban core in a way to benefit 
small businesses. I want to make sure live-music venues 
play a large part in that; whether that’s part of the busi- 
ness retention stuff, I don’t have my arms around yet, 
but it will continue to be important. . . . Figuring out the 
next step on rail Downtown is really, really important, 
especially if we look forward to a November ’08 [rail] 
election. I think this late summer, early fall we’ll make 
significant progress on setting the stage for next phase 
of rail. And I trust we’re not going to take our eye off the 
job-creation ball.” 



Mike Martinez 

Signature act: The Public-Safety Shuffle 

In his first year on the council stage, the Place 2 bruiser has shown the most 
independence. He’s asked the city manager for itemized spending, transformed 
the once terrorism-defined Public Safety Task Force into a panel of powerful 
community leaders, and created a task force to look at amending the City 
Charter - and possibly city elections by way of single-member districts. He’s also 
in a tricky political position on public safety: As the former president of the 
Austin Firefighters Association, he negotiated one of the contracts currently 
straining the budget he is now asked to balance. Moreover, his full-contact per- 
sonal style, also a holdover from union days, tends to cost him political points 
with the bureaucratic judges - namely the city manager. 

Most important initiatives: “The Public Safety Task Force was a big 
deal; being able to get that group of folks together itself was a minor 
accomplishment. . . . [But] the biggest thing to happen this year - and we 
[council members] had little to do with it - was hiring a police chief. I 
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Betty Dunkerley 

Signature act: 

Throwing the city manager's voice 


Dunkerley works best behind the scenes, focus- 
ing on the economic initiatives and number 
crunching that characterized her work for city 
staff prior to her current gig. With those 
bureaucratic bona fides, once she decides to 
get onstage - most recently, in developing 
the Waller Creek tunnel with Sheryl Cole ^ 

- she lets loose with the full force of staff 
behind her, often in duets with her co-tap 
dancer City Manager Toby Futrell. Reviewing 
the year, her tune is definitely upbeat. 

Most important initiatives: “My ini- 
tiatives are always everyone else’s initia- 
tives. One thing is implementing the big 
bond package we passed - it’s a tremendous 
accomplishment. We’ll hopefully be filling 
our first bonds in September. It’s the first time 
we’ve ever had affordable-housing bonds, 
which is very important for me. There’s lots of 
open-space money; we’re continuing an ongo- 
ing, bang-up job in acquiring open space. 
Another good thing for our community is 
the economy - we’re continuing to do well. 
Unemployment is low; most of our citizens 
have jobs; most of them are doing OK. Along 
with that, we’re continuing to see transforma- 
tion of land around City Hall [Second Street, 
Green Water Treatment Plant, Seaholm].” 


Missed opportunity: “One problem we’re fix- 
ing this year [is] with our new police chief. 
There have been a few rocky things there this 
year. The new chief looks to bring a lot of new 
leadership, vigor. . . . We also have a lot of tired 
city employees. We cut a whole lot of positions 
years ago and really haven’t added back to that 
level - things continue to grow; the workload 
has increased, but the work force has not 
increased with that.” 


Council’s focus: “We’ll have a balanced bud- 
get. I could still probably do it on the back of a 
napkin! Early in the year, we had a gap - as we 
always do. As it gets closer to budget time, that 


gap will narrow. We’ve got to maintain the level 
of services we have now - and I want to see the 
level of internal controls [i.e., financial moni- 
toring] grow. Other than that, we need to focus 
on having a balanced budget in more ways 
than one - balancing public-safety and social- 
services spending with other areas, not just a 
balance in the bottom line.” 

Her focus: “Like I said, most of mine are 
shared: improving internal controls, main- 
taining that balance. Continuing our strong 
housing program, pooling our federal, city, 
and bond money to make it a lot easier. And 
the other big thing we have going right now is 
the Mueller redevelopment - the children’s 
hospital and medical center looks like the first 
step to a medical school. The place is going to 
be phenomenal.” 


don’t think council should have had more 
input in the selection process. But Lee 
[Leffingwell] and I have suggested, in the 
future, we look at making our key hires of 
department directors in the same way [through 
a nationwide search] . The [Austin] Water 
Utility director’s position is vacant, and there 
are tons of citizens who feel that position’s no 
less significant than police chief - it’s a critical 
hire for us.” 

Missed opportunity: “I think we’re starting 
to have more of a backbone with how devel- 
opments relate to the good of the city. The 
two-star energy-rating requirement on new 
construction [in the Climate Protection Plan] 
- that’s something that was unheard of in the 
past. We have to start being a little more 
forceful with developers. We welcome growth 
and development - but not without commu- 
nity benefits.” 

Council’s focus: “Lor the next two months, 
it’s the budget. I see a budget shortfall that’s 


significant and isn’t going to be glossed over. 
Then we’re going to have to deal with what- 
ever shortfall there is after the budget’s adopt- 
ed. Already a lot of departments are stretched 
thin, and some may have to stretch out even 
more. We also need to start preparing now for 
major negotiations with all public-safety 
groups next October.” 

His focus: “The Charter Revision Task Lorce 
really needs to start meeting. . . . What happens 
in this conversation is I’ll say ‘single-member 
districts,’ and the dilemma of the African- 
American community being too small and 
geographically dispersed to create a district 
comes up. But I would never support some- 
thing like that [lessened council diversity] .... I 
think we can come up with a formula - a 
hybrid, possibly with some at-large seats and 
single-member districts - to create more diver- 
sity. We just need to get the task force going.”

Jennifer Kim 

Signature act: 

'The Ballad of Wal-Mart' 

Going into next May’s round of 
elections, Kim’s Place 3 seat is considered 
vulnerable - although with Dunkerley’s seat 
open due to retirement, no one’s announced 
explicitly opposing Kim. Staking out 
some positions contrary to the prevail- 
ing council winds - like her reluctance 
to build Water Treatment Plant No. 4 - 
has made her a hero in some public quarters. She’s 
also been an occasional target of the city bureaucra- 
cy: Remember the airport-access controversy earlier 
this year or her role trying to head off firing the city 
auditor last year for murkily understood, politically 
motivated reasons? Both fleeting but memorable 
miniscandals were fueled by mysterious leaks of sensi- 
tive city documents that had raised Kim’s questions and concerns. 
Recently, she’s repositioned herself as a very vocal opponent of the 
Northcross Wal-Mart and has been convening groups on afford- 
ability and safety for Austin families. 

Most important initiatives: “I’m most proud of the afford- 
able-housing density bonuses. We were in a situation where all 
the zoning cases coming to us had different demands - develop- 
ers want more height or entitlements - and we’d be negotiating 
with each one to see how much affordable housing they were 
willing to support. It was getting to be a dicey situation; you 
can’t exactly say ‘If you do this, I’ll support your case.’ We were 
working deal-to-deal like that, and we also got warnings from 
the City Attorney’s Office that it wasn’t kosher [to imply a quid 
pro quo] . So I created the Affordable Housing Incentives Task 
Force. . . . The fact it went so smoothly, that it’s progressive and 
voluntary - it’s amazing.” 

Missed opportunity: “It has to be Northcross Mall. I really 
think we could’ve been a little more assertive, more ambitious 
in bringing neighborhoods and the developer together in a more 


suitable, visionary plan for this area. ... We 
missed an opportunity for a public-private part- 
nership on the site. We should have been more 
aggressive in addressing supercenter hours of opera- 
tion throughout the whole city.” 

Council’s focus: “Council 

should focus on race relations 
- the specific incidents with 
Kevin Brown and David 
Morales - [all of Morales’] 
killers still haven’t been 
found. Even though they’re 
isolated cases, it’s very trou- 
bling. . . . I’m very hopeful with 
our new [Austin Police 
Department] chief. I think he’ll 
help mend relations for the minor- 
ity community. ” 

Her focus: “The Families and 
Children Task Force we created last 
council meeting. We’re looking at two main things: child care 
and how expensive that is. Middle-class families are having a 
hard time because they don’t qualify for subsidies. ... All that, 
as well as housing for middle-class families with children. All 
the new condos and construction we’re seeing are nice but not 
for families. . . . We don’t want to become more of an executive- 
type city [of single professionals] . That’s the way we’re heading 
right now.” 

On her prospective Place 3 campaign: “I understand how 
[the impression I was looking to bypass Austin-Bergstrom 
International Airport security] got into the press, due to a mis- 
communication I had over airport policy. I understand how that 
would become a story. I probably will talk about it some during 
the campaign, because there are people that didn’t read the cor- 
rection that ran deep inside of the [Austin American-Statesman] . 
That experience has made me a better person - the way I con- 
duct myself; it’s been a very valuable lesson for me [and] made 
me more patient in explaining myself. ” 


Lee Leffingwell 

Signature act: Talks and conserves a glass 
of water at the same time 

The most visibly environmentally minded coun- 
cil member (his previous city service was on the 
Environmental Board), Leffingwell pushed a 
water-conservation program that is one of council’s 
most ambitious new initiatives. But he also pitches 
his act as consensus building: Among other thankless 
tasks, he’s tried to smooth labor woes at Capital 
Metro. While likely dancing easily to Place 4 re-election 
in 2008, his mayoral ambitions for 2009 may put him in 
a tougher race against also -likely candidate Brewster 
McCracken. “ The race,” he says, “is secondary to 
doing our job. ” 

Most important initiatives: “It would have to 
be the Water Conservation Task Force results. We 
finished the recommendations, presented them 
to council, and got approval; they’re now in the 
process of implementing them. I am very proud of that. 
Without patting myself on the back - I’m not saying I deserved 
it - but I was given an award for Conservationist of the Year [by 
the American Water Works Association’s Texas chapter] back in 
April for this project, which a lot of people worked on.” 

Missed opportunity: “That’s a tough one. Without having 
thought about that, I just don’t know. . . . I’m gonna have to pass 
on that question if you don’t mind.” 

Council’s focus: “Obviously, a great part of our focus is going 
to be on the budget. In my mind, at least, there has been a shift 


in thinking, budge twise. There will be much 
closer scrutiny of small-dollar-amount items up 
and down the list. We’ll see if we can close the 
gap - if it does exist - when we come back from 
summer vacation. A full-bore scrub is the 
only way you can look at it, questioning 
each item, seeing if there’s a genuine com- 
munity benefit in it or not.” 

| His focus: “Personally, I finished up work 
on a couple of Barton Springs ordinances 
- one on redevelopment, the other a 
broader ordinance. I expect to have 
both before the Planning Commission 
in August and hopefully before 
council in September. The rede- 
velopment ordinance covers 
existing development, those 
structures essentially built before 
there was an [Save Our Springs] 
Ordinance. It gives an opportunity 
for redevelopment but not an incen- 
tive - an opportunity should they want it, 
whereas they couldn’t if they wanted to before. The Barton 
Springs Zone Ordinance codifies the city’s existing policy for 
development in the zone and development policies. It’s not a 
change to SOS, but the redevelopment ordinance would be; it 
requires a 6-1 council vote to enact. It’s a big psychological leap 
[from the SOS Ordinance] , but I believe we have reached consen- 
sus across the spectrum - it was agreed upon with both Save Our 
Springs and [the Real Estate Council of Austin] in the room, 
working together. There’s a broad consensus on all the elements.” 



Brewster McCracken 


Signature act: Juggles projects and politics 

Crafting vertical mixed-use standards and implementing them 
neighborhood by neighborhood, McCracken’s song-and-dance 
chops on growth and development are second to none. If his rou- 
tine has any weak points, some of his rhetoric (e.g., his Monday 
morning quarterbacking the latest Las Manitas fracas) has been 
decried as equivocations designed to appeal to everyone; his long- 
anticipated run for mayor means observers read vote calculation 
into his every action. His juggling act attracts controversy, but 
judges are undecided on whether that’s due to politics or because 
he’s so proactive. 

Most important initiative: “This has been the six-month 
VMU roadshow. We’ve made 27 VMU neighborhood appear- 
ances [explaining the ordinance so neighborhoods can opt in 
or out] . We’re about at the point where we’ll start voting on 
individual applications. . . . The other big thing I was working 
on was the Emerging Technology Committee, [which deals 
with] digital media and clean energy. It’s a different approach 
than other industries. With most others, you’re attracting big 
employers; here, it’s the small start-up companies.” 



Missed opportunity: “There are 
some things left in an uncer- 
tain state. We’re transition- 
ing to the next step in fig- 
uring out an urban rail 
complement to commuter 
rail. There are ideas we’re 
working on - using sales 
proceeds from the Green 
Water Treatment Plant to 
fund a streetcar sys- 
tem, a peer review of 
Cap Metro initiated 
by Senator [Kirk] 

Watson, which star- 
ted out at [the Capi- 
tal Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organiza- 
tion] . But at the mom- 
ent, there’s not an 
analogous path we’re 
heading down on an 
urban rail component. 

[We’re also] getting peo- 
ple to understand the 
budget situation. The 
initial presentation as 
a $27 million gap had 
people asking, ‘How the 
hell does this happen with a booming econ- 
omy?’ Well, that’s exactly why it’s happening - because of a 
booming economy! There are still a lot of people who don’t 
understand why we have the gap. From my understanding, 
it’s very close to being closed, but it might involve deferring 
some costs.” 


Council’s focus: “I think we’ll be spending a lot of time 
looking though VMU opt-ins and opt-outs and affordable- 
housing density bonus applications. Senator Watson has us 
on a pretty rigorous schedule at CAMPO for the Transportation 
Improvement Program vote - what happens with our roads in 
the Phase 2 toll system. We are working through the Planned 
Unit Development Ordinance revisions - the modernization 
of what constitutes a PUD - and changes to the ordinance. 
That will come to us in September or October. We’re also 
working through what I’d loosely call the lessons learned 
from Northcross - what did we learn about our land develop- 
ment code when it comes to major redevelopment sites? We 
have a lot of large sites with redevelopment potential - 
Southwood Mall, Highland Mall, big spots along Lamar. We’re 
asking, ‘What did we learn from this experience?”’

Signature act: Saws electric bills in half 

The Place 6 council member prefaces her 
performance by saying, “I haven’t been slack- 
ing!” While her work cajoling Travis 
County to help build the Waller 
Creek tunnel is her most high- 
profile initiative, in her fresh- 
man year, Cole was responsible 
for a string of achievements 
in diverse areas, outside 
the parochial bounds of 
the “traditional” minority 
seat - environmental ini- 
tiatives like promoting 
compact fluorescent light- 
bulb usage. She’s also dis- 
armingly forthcoming about 
her first year in office: “I had 
visions of City Council meet- 
ings talking about zoning 
issues or constituents com- 
ing to you with specific con- 
cerns. But I get calls about 
police shootings.” 

Most important ini- 
tiatives: “There’s 

Waller Creek, the Barton 
Springs master plan, com- 
pact fluorescent lightbulbs, 
the Big Box Ordinance, Austin 
CarShare, and sickle-cell anemia funding, 
haven’t been slacking, Wells!”

Missed opportunity: “I wish we would have 
developed the Downtown master plan in phas- 
es or districts - so that we would have had 
something to work with sooner. I wish we gave 
more concrete direction, so we could’ve gotten 
feedback sooner. Like if we said, ‘Give me the 
Town Lake overlay,’ or, ‘Define the historic dis- 
trict,’ or, ‘Tell us how government land should 
be integrated’ - a phased-in approach. But right 
now we’re waiting for everything. They’ve got a 
lot to do. I think we should’ve defined the 
scope and gotten something we could’ve

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AUSTIN CHAMBER 
MUSIC FESTIVAL: 

The aria of Anne Frank 



Most of the year it’s known as the 
live music capital of the world, but 
when it comes to July, Austin might be 
more appropriately called the chamber 
music capital of the world. For that’s 
the month when the annual Austin 
Chamber Music Festival happens. 

While the festival originated as a gath- 
ering of a kind of chamber-music 
extended family, it has matured over 
its first decade and now features 
some of the best chamber music from 
around the globe. This year such 
world-famous chamber-music groups 
as the Beaux Arts Trio, the Jupiter 
String Quartet, and Quartetto Gelato 
will join such Austin favorites as the 
Tosca String Quartet, the Austin City 
Brass, the Wild Basin Winds, and the 
American Repertory Ensemble. But 
perhaps the most interesting event 
this year will be, for the first time in 
the history of the festival, the presen- 
tation of a chamber opera: the Texas 
premiere of Grigori Frid’s The Diary of 
Anne Frank. 

Frid composed his piece for sopra- 
no and ninepiece ensemble in the 
early Seventies, choosing 21 prose 
selections by Frank and setting them 
to music. The opera has been per- 
formed around the world but not in Texas - and never might have been 
if Austin Chamber Music Center Artistic Director Michelle Schumann 
hadn’t become friends with Andreas Mitisek, artistic director of Long 
Beach Opera. “Andreas directed Richard Strauss’ Salome in 1999 at 
Austin Lyric Opera,” says Schumann. “I was working there at the time, 


and I played for him, and after that we 
fostered a working relationship and 
also a friendship. We’re now great 
friends, and about this time last year, 
as I was figuring out what ACMC was 
going to be doing for the festival this 
summer, we happened to be talking on 
the phone, which we do often, and we 
spoke about Long Beach’s upcoming 
season. When he told me about the 
Anne Frank opera, I said, ‘Wow, that’s 
very interesting - a mono-opera for one 
singer and ninepiece orchestra. ... 

That would be perfect for our festival.” 
The Long Beach production garnered 
excellent reviews, many of them for 
soprano Ani Maldjian, who will perform 
the role again here in Austin. 

For purists, a story about a teenager 
hiding from Nazis with her family in an 
apartment might not sound like the 
stuff of great opera. But anyone who 
has read her diary knows that Anne’s 
story is more than effective as drama. 
More importantly, she speaks in an 
original and compelling voice. “Anne 
was so altruistic,” says Schumann. “I 
think that the light that shone through 
her shines even more clearly when 
paired with music. When Andreas told 
me about the project, I purchased a 
CD of the score and listened to it. It’s 
just really, really cool, a great score 
and great instrumentation. It’s very 
similar to Shostakovich; it has that 
Russian style. It’s quirky: In moments 
it can be sarcastic, and in moments it can be very, very beautiful. 
Sometimes it’s breathtaking.” - Barry Pineo

GIRLS GIRLS GIRLS: 

The female of the species 

What mad witchery forms a pentacle 
of estrogen and places a blazing point 
of testosterone at its center? What 
double-X performative quincunx ganks a 
hirsutorufous and heterochromosomed 
soloist to bring a boxcar of spontane- 
ous gambits to the stage? 

Girls Girls Girls they call themselves, 
and we were especially lucky to catch 
their recent improv gig at the Hideout. 
Especially lucky, because this was the 
start of the all-female troupe’s Boys of 
Summer series, occurring each 
Saturday night through Aug. 11, in 
which the Girls introduce a similarly tal- 
ented male improviser into their hen- 
party hijinks. 

We reckon it’d be difficult to find 
someone of similar talent, because the 
Girls (those of the group who were able 
to show up) - Shana Merlin, Monique 
Daviau, Andrea Young, Kacey Samiee, 
and Aden Kirschner - are so damned 
talented themselves. Able to pull rab- 
bits of extemporaneous comedy from 
any audience-suggestion hat, the Girls 
are assistants only to one another’s 
magic, and the smoothness with which 
they mesh their methods and madness 
is, at times, beyond the prestidigitation 
of Harry Ke liar. (Much less frequently, 
and fleetingly, it can be as clunky as a 
Silent Running drone with advanced 
metal fatigue and Bruce Dern hanging 
on to one leg. But then, GGG not only 
improvises a long-form narrative com- 
prising about a dozen complementary 
vignettes; they do this in the format of 
a musical, with, like, actual singing 
going on. So let’s see you try it, pally.) 
So, yes, where do they find their 
onstage match in the company of men? 

Well, this is Austin, so the pickings 
are good. And thus it was the Available 
Cupholders’ Jeremy “Bearded” Lamb 
under the spotlights with Girls Girls 
Girls this first time out, adding his 
Dakin-esque brand of raw, surging man- 
liness to the feminine mystiquery as 
the troupe performed a tale of toddler- 
age gender politics and grownup class 
war from the suggestion “day-care cen- 
ter.” As if we’ve never written about 
improv before, let’s note the good way 
it makes our brain hurt in considering 
the mental gymnastics required of six 
people to create, with no previous dis- 
cussion, an hourlong story that estab- 
lishes multicharacter conflicts and 
then, via several hilarious scenes, 
resolves those conflicts. Keyboardist 
Jason Laney added mag wheels and 
racing stripes to the vehicle of (often 
intentional) humor and song and 
helped to make this GGG show a high- 
light in the ongoing smorgasbord of 
local comedy. The following Saturdays 
will bring Michael Brockman on key- 
board and guest improvisers Les 
McGehee, Andy Crouch, Kareem Badr, 
Shannon McCormick, and John Ratliff 
... until, inevitably, the Boys of Summer 
are gone. - Wayne Alan Brenner

What Can a Century Tell Us? 

Looking at two art exhibitions that both survey 100 years of 
imagery, the more things change ... 


One hundred years can be an intimidating 
span of time. 

It’s more time than most of us will ever live 
to see. It encompasses generations. Go back- 
ward from our own, and you’ll reach our great- 
grandparents, perhaps even our great-great- 
grandparents - ancestors whom most of us 
never met. And so much happens in a century 

- it’s the span from the Wright Flyer at Kitty 
Hawk to Voyager 1 passing the edge of the solar 
system - that when you try to wrap your head 
around it all, it can set your mind reeling. 

Thus, when two separate art exhibitions 
arrive in town boasting a century’s worth of 
images each, it’s only natural to feel a little 
cowed. Can one’s visual senses even absorb, 
much less appreciate, all the artwork of 100 
years? Well, if they really had to look at work 
that covers all of a century’s major artists and 
movements, across all cultures and media, 
maybe not. But fortunately (for our over- 
worked modern eyes, anyway), neither of these 
shows claims to be comprehensive; rather, 
each offers a representative look at a particular 
kind of artwork through the lens of a nicely 
focused collection. The Blanton Museum of 
Art’s “A Century of Grace” draws from the 
holdings of New York’s Dahesh Museum of 
Art, which includes works by artists who 
trained in the academies of Europe in the 19th 
and early-20th centuries; the Austin Museum 
of Art’s “The Target Collection of American 
Photography: A Century in Pictures” is culled 
from the Museum of Fine Arts in Houston. 
Both shows are extremely manageable - each 
covers its respective 100 years with fewer than 
100 works of art - while still managing to 
convey a sense of the epic time frame during 
which these images were created. And in the 
way they do that, they allow us to glimpse the 
impact of that long stretch of years on art and 
its making. 

With “A Century in Pictures,” 
we see an art form inventing 
itself, photography evolving from 
an almost purely documentary 
medium into one as expressive 
and versatile as any of the visual 
art’s more traditional mediums. 

“A Century of Grace,” by con- 
trast, allows us to see one of 
Western art’s centuries-long tra- 
ditions - representation of the 
human figure - in a crucible 
of change, tested by the rapid 
expansion of industrialism and 
European imperialism, as well 
as developments in science and 
social attitudes. These progres- 
sions aren’t laid out for us in 
linear fashion in either show. 

The curators for both exhibi- 
tions - Anne Tucker for AMOA 
and Cheryl Snay for the Blanton 

- forgo a strict chronological lay- 
out in favor of small groupings

that relate to specific types of work or develop- 
ments on the scene. In Snay’s case, that means 
sections devoted to drawing (traditionally the 
foundation for figurative work), the academies 
(the accepted training ground for artists), and 
dominant genres of the day (mythological/ 
allegorical images, religious scenes, domestic 
images). In Tucker’s, it means groupings by 
documentary work, portraiture, landscapes, 
abstracts, and experimental imagery. With this 
approach, you might miss some of the simple 
satisfaction that comes from following the 
advancement of these art forms year by year, 
decade by decade, through their respective 
centuries, and getting a grasp on who was 
contemporaneous with whom requires some 
effort, but you can sense perhaps more keenly 
the variations taking place within certain move- 
ments or ways of working - the shift in land- 
scape photography from only natural settings

to massive man-made structures as well, for 
instance. And both curators set works side by 
side that give an illuminating nod to time’s 
passage, as with Snay’s placement of Jean-Leon 
Gerome’s 1849 Michelangelo Showing a Pupil 
the Belvedere Torso, painted when the artist was 
25, next to his Working in Marble, painted 41 
years later. Being able to compare the work of 
the young and mature Gerome is fascinating, 
especially since both depict artists and statues. 
To these eyes, it’s the sculpture that feels more 
alive and convincing in the earlier work, the 
flesh that does in the later work. 

Even without a timeline, the times 
make themselves felt in both exhibitions. 

Snay devotes a section to Orientalism, the 
movement fueled by Western Europe’s 
imperialistic drive into the Near East, 
Middle East, and North Africa. In the 
first half of the 19th century, Europeans’ 
awareness of the cultures of these lands 
was expanded to a whole new level, and 
they were captivated by the exoticism of 
the other. Artists - some of whom traveled 
to these regions themselves - made it the 
subject of many works, rendering it in 
extravagant style. The exposed flesh that 
dominates other sections of “A Century of 
Grace” is all but invisible here, the bod- 
ies swathed head-to-toe in thick fabrics 
with brilliant colors and rococo patterns. 
There’s something so deliberate in the 
depiction of this foreignness as to give off 
an almost palpable sense of social trend 
and fashion. 

That’s more true of “A Century in 
Pictures,” where shifts in dress and hair- 
styles are apparent throughout, as are 
significant moments in the historical 
record. Here’s the Great Depression, 
as captured by Dorothea Lange in her 
South-in-a-nutshell Plantation Overseer 
(1936) and Russell Lee in his telling 
domestic scene ESA Clients at Home, 
Hidalgo County (1939). And there’s the 
space race, represented by a surprisingly 
artful image by astronaut Pete Conrad of 
his Apollo 12 colleague Alan Bean collect- 
ing lunar samples on the surface of the 
moon. (The composition has a beautiful 
balance to it, and the sharp contrasts of 
sun-drenched spacesuit and inky lunar 
sky are hypnotic.) Of course, telling us 
the time is the nature of the medium; 
photography was developed to record the 
world around us. But beyond the physi- 
cal history documented here, there’s 
also a sense of the spirit of the times 
in parts of the AMOA exhibit - specifically, 
the experimental spirit that characterized the 
Sixties and the search for identity and equal- 
ity that reached a new prominence in that 
decade. Tucker includes several images that 
explore gender issues for women, and they’re 
among the most daring in the exhibit, in terms 
of pushing the form. You have images split or 
replicated or assembled in a collage. You can 
almost feel a restlessness in the photographers 
as they seek new forms of language to express 
new attitudes in society. 

In a sense, that attitude pervades “A Century 
in Pictures.” Here’s this new art form, the 
show shows us, with artists flooding to it to 
see what they can do with it. And it turns out 


they can do everything with it: capture history, 
make portraits, isolate elements of the world 
into abstract forms, make images about mak- 
ing images. It points up the restless curiosity 
of the race, our incessant drive to explore and 
discover, as well as to change and transform. In 
that sense, “A Century in Pictures” is the more 
exhilarating of the two shows. Again and again, 
its images seem to be racing forward, testing 
the form’s limits, taking it - and us - places 
we’ve never been before. As you leap from 
Eadweard Muybridge’s stunning panorama 
of 1877 San Francisco (an image to thrill the 


historian in you) to Imogen Cunningham’s 
breathtakingly elegant close-up of a magnolia 
bud (1925) to Weegee’s riotous candid shot of 
two teens smooching at a 3-D movie (so much 
of its time - the Fifties - and so thrillingly of 
the moment) to Joan Lyons’ politically charged 
split image of a young woman in 1977, the 
variety and energy of the works generate an 
underlying buzz in the exhibition that seems 
fitting for the century it documents. Here we 
are, being propelled faster and faster through 
the world, in automobiles, in aircraft, on elec- 
tronic impulses, and our art is keeping pace. 

“A Century of Grace” can’t offer that kind 
of velocity rush from the technological drive of

Word Up, Showdown 

Austin's teen poets unfurl their flag in Silicon Valley 


raries. Siobhan was determined 
to get more youth involved and 
in 2003 took her first team to 
the youth nationals, Brave New 
Voices. In 2005, Siobhan co- 
founded the Texas Youth Word 
Collective with Horne, and by 
all accounts, they’ve got a well- 
oiled machine this year that 
some predict will bury the com- 
petition in San Jose July 17-22.

Spoken word. Now there’s a term with some 
integrity. It is, in fact, a name fit to describe the 
current occupation of caustic Dead Kennedys 
frontman Jello Biafra. When the late, great 
Spalding Gray had something to say in public, it 
was not a speech; it was something more. It was 
“spoken word.” After all, would any sane person 
refer to Henry Rollins as a stand-up comedian? 
Hell no. He’s a spoken-word artist, man. 

Several years ago, in this very publication, 
Michael Corcoran referred to the “beautiful 
rage” of puberty, and being a sympathizer to 
this challenging period of human develop- 
ment, I have found myself haunted by this 
phrase ever since. Imagine, then, what went 
through my head when I considered the pos- 
sibility of a happy collision: The beautiful rage 
of adolescence meets the art of spoken word. 
I can’t remember how I first became aware of 
the Texas Youth Word Collective, but one thing 
is certain: I allowed myself to fall in love with 
the concept before being hit with the realiza- 
tion that the term “spoken word” is sometimes 
used to describe . . . well . . . poetry slam. 

Many years ago, as a card-carrying member 
of the National Honor Society for English 
majors, I actually took an oath - in a chapel, 
no less - to serve as an ambassador of the 
language arts, a protector of poetry. I confess 
that the very name of this genre offended me. 
Yet, when TYWC founders Sheila Siobhan and 
Ron Horne welcomed me into their home and 
allowed me to view a promotional DVD featur- 
ing former team members from Reagan High 
School talking about their passion for writing, 
I was intrigued. 

Here were kids with disparate backgrounds 
whose enthusiasm, talent, and self-confidence 
were undeniable. As talking heads in the pub- 
lic-school system drone on about standards 
while simultaneously slicing through fund- 
ing for the arts, lucky kids in art-rich towns 
like Austin receive mentoring after school 
from award-winning performers contracted by 
the Dougherty Arts Center, Theatre Action 
Project, and the Texas Youth Word Collective. 
Perhaps these young people do need some- 
thing more than the ethos of dead white men, 


and although you can’t keep me from bowing 
at the temples of Eliot and Pound, you can (as 
it turns out) teach an old dog new tricks. 

The Texas Youth Word Collective was borne 
on the wings of the abundantly talented 
Shannon Leigh, recently featured in Russell 
Simmons Presents Def Poetry on HBO. In 2000, 
Leigh was just another teenager scribbling 
poetry into her journal, although she was itch- 
ing to get out and share her ideas. Attentive 
mama Siobhan began carting her daughter 
around to performance venues, where the 
youngster quickly wowed her adult contempo- 


Austin’s Neo Soul team when they placed sec- 
ond at the National Poetry Slam in 2006. 

When he talks about this group, he is care- 
ful not to give them bonus points because of 
their youth. “I don’t say, ‘They’re really good 
for being 16.’ I just say, ‘They’re really good.’” 
Still, when watching them onstage, one can’t 
help but be struck dumb by the notion that 
kids just barely old enough to vote are grap- 
pling with relevant issues in some mighty 
mature ways. It is impossible to hear Sterling 
despair that he “can’t write clothes on my 
children’s backs” without being tempted to 
nudge your neighbor in the audience and say 
“He’s 18 years old?!” 

Ironically, Sterling stands out as one of 
the precious few who could actually make a 
career out of this. Although he has plans to 
finish college and eke out a living as a graphic 
designer, his good looks, street-smart writing, 
and intoxicating voice would be right at home 
on tour or onscreen. “I do potentially see some 
kind of future in spoken word,” Sterling says, 
“if people will open their ears to it.” 

Although all of these kids have talent, the 
two boys have a special rapport, no doubt due 


to the fact that they are real-life best friends. 
One thinks of the many rock bands founded 
by brothers and the countless hours spent 
discussing material: the 24/7 access, where the 
line between friendship and rehearsal is hard 
to distinguish. “It’s great,” Caballero says. “It’s 
easy. It’s like being at home and still being able 
to do what you do at work. We’re always writ- 
ing together. It’s the best.” 

The two deliver a particularly powerful 
piece about gang violence called “Purple.” 
Here they lament the futility of red vs. blue, 
“I be lightning, you be thunder: Without me, 


there could be no you.” Other bits from their 
repertoire include the charming parody “How 
to Spot a Poet Playa” and an unsettling work 
about a teen who considers an abortion while 
her unborn fetus begs for a chance to live. 

When asked about their influences, the col- 
lective answer is an amalgam of mainstream 
poets, hip-hop artists, and local mentors: 
Maya, Jay-Z, Da’Shade, Langston, Tupac, Zell. 
The girls are less likely to cite popular music as 
a source of inspiration but instead make refer- 
ence to random encounters, to family. Harris 
gives a shout-out to her stepmother, Lynnetta 
Mabry-Louden, who generously left books 
of poetry around the house to be found and 
perused by the curious teen. 

“My favorite poem was ‘Phenomenal 
Woman’ [by Maya Angelou], and ever since 
then, I’ve been writing,” she says. “It’s not 
really hip-hop that influences me. It will be 
somebody walking down the street or the way 
somebody talks, or I’ll come to a slam, and I’ll 
see somebody that catches my attention.” 
Nationally, the youth slam scene is gaining 
momentum, buoyed by its flagship organi- 
zation, Youth Speaks. As a project of Youth 
Speaks, Brave New Voices has 
been in development since 1997 
and last year sold out Harlem’s 
renowned Apollo Theater. 
Although Sterling and Caballero 
competed there last year, the two say they 
were not prepared. “The level of competition 
was way more than what I expected,” Sterling 
admits, “but we’ll be ready this year.” The team 
currently practices together six nights a week. 

One word keeps coming up at the mention 
of youth spoken-word performance in the Bay 
area: “energy.” Sterling mentions it, as does 
Carl Brown, a film director in San Lrancisco 
whose documentary about youth slam, 2nd 
Verse , premieres next month. I asked him why 
he made this film and what it was about the 
culture of youth spoken word that appealed 


to him. He told me about the first time he 
stumbled onto the scene. “I walked into this 
auditorium, and it was just the most energy I 
had seen in one place, at one venue, in a long 
time. Lor the next two or three hours, I was 
inspired, blown away, angered, and brought to 
tears by what I heard. It was just young people 
speaking their truths.” 

The memories of this intense energy are 
tough to shake, and the boys from Austin are 
eager to return. Caballero describes the experi- 
ence as “eye-popping. You became aware of a 
lot of things. You became aware of all the mil- 
lions of other people just like you, trying to do 
what you’re doing, and it feels good, you know, 
like oh . . . I’m not in this alone.” 

The girls have been listening to these recol- 
lections for months and are pumped up at the 
thought of heading out there next week. What 
are they most looking forward to? “I’m excited 
about the inspiration that I’m going to receive 
there,” Willmann says, “because I’ve always 
written poems after slams, after I hear some- 
one else perform. I’m really excited about how 
my writing will change or evolve.” Willmann 
has been a stalwart participant in University 
Interscholastic League competitions for the 
past three years but says she can already tell a 
difference between the two platforms. “With 
UIL, it’s not your vision; it’s your director’s 
vision, and although Mike is our coach [for 
the Brave New Voices competition], it’s really 
our vision, and it’s all collaborative. It’s nice 
because he gives us a lot of creative freedom.” 

“This is the first team we’ve had in a while 
that I really think can go out there and get into 
finals,” Siobhan says. “They’re working so hard, 
and they’ve got some diverse offerings that will 
really set them apart from the rest.” ■

the past 100 years, but then it isn’t even trying 
to. As its title makes clear, this exhibit intends 
to turn the clock back to a point when time 
wasn’t so much of the essence, when an artist’s 
energies were invested in studying form and 
steeping in tradition, the better to render the 
human form with the utmost of refinement, of 
beauty, of grace. What binds the show together 
is not so much what changes over the broad 
expanse of the 19th century as what doesn’t 
change. Across the gallery, from drawing to 
sculpture to painting, from biblical illustration 
to orientalist portrait to scene of country life, 
the figures share the same sensuous curves, no 
matter the decade. The limp body of the cruci- 
fied Christ in Paul Delaroche’s Lamentation 
from 1820 boasts the 
same delicate arcs and 
voluptuous turns along 
his form as the hunched 
bather in Jules Dalou’s 
bronze cast eight decades 
later. Position yourself at 
the entryway to the gal- 
lery with “Master Drawings 
From the Yale University 
Art Gallery,” and you can 
take in both Jean-Jacques 
Pradier’s Standing Sappho, 
circa 1850, and Adolphe- 
William Bouguereau’s The 
Water Girl, painted in 1885, 
in a single glance. Despite 
the differences in medium 
and genre, you can see that 
same elegant tilt of the hip, 
the same blissful slope to 
the shoulders, the same 
smooth curve to the jaw and line in the arms, 
the same weight in the left hand where it 
rests. Turn your head to the left until you can 
catch Joseph Bail’s A Letter From His Father 
- an image that in its down-home character 
and execution seems to anticipate Norman 
Rockwell - and you might see in the farm boy’s 
swaying back an arch akin to Sappho’s. It’s like 
that throughout the exhibit: the arch of a back, 
the ripple of muscles under a forearm, the arc 
of an instep, the crook of an arm, the bend of 
a leg - curves echoing one another, connect- 
ing work to work to work in a way that shows 
how constant our view of the human form is 
and how deep our desire to depict it is. To see 


that endure across a span as intimidating as a 
century is both lovely and inspiring. 

In some ways, the shows both reinforce the 
idea of how much remains constant beyond 
the confines of a lifetime or passage of genera- 
tions. In “A Century in Pictures,” Anne Tucker 
has placed side by side two landscapes, one by 
Ansel Adams and one by Lynn Davis. Adams 
is rightly considered one of the great masters 
of the form, and Winter Sunrise, Sierra Nevada 
shows why; he’s caught the Western range at 
its most monumental, rising brightly into the 
heavy sky, towering like a primeval giant over 
a pasture still sunk in darkest shadow. Adams 
made that image in 1944, the year that Lynn 
Davis was born, and now an image of hers 


sits next to his. Sun Set/ Ocean also captures 
nature in all its vastness: a broad gray expanse 
of water under a great lowering sky, with a 
small white orb suspended between the two. 
The photographs complement each other, not 
only as portrayals of the day at its beginning 
and at its end but as parts of one tradition, 
the grand natural landscape. They were made 
a half-century apart, but they share the same 
sky, that same sun, the same view of nature. 
It’s a sign that much may change over 100 
years, but some things endure: the vault 
above, the earth below, our impulse to cel- 
ebrate what we see, to record it and transform 
it and treasure the view. ■

WINE OF THE WEEK 

Try France 

The film Sideways profiled an over-the-top love affair 
with the Pinot Noir grape. While the central coast of 
California offers some of the country’s best examples 
of the grape, the true Pinot believer inevitably ends up 
having a painful and intense relationship with the Pinots 
of France - especially Burgundy. It’s inevitable because 
that’s where Pinot creates the most magical aromas and 
textures; painful because you can spend a lot of money 
and the ratio of good wines to mediocre wines is not very 
high; and intense because once you’ve tasted a perfect 
Burgundy, you’ll spend the rest of your life hoping to 
re-create the experience. Burgundies are like the slot 
machines of wine. 

The winemakers in Burgundy are cognizant of where 
they stand in the Pinot firmament and are jealous of the 
huge uptick in consumption of American Pinots caused 
by Sideways. So, as a sort of defensive maneuver, they’ve started an 
annual blind tasting of a huge selection of both their Pinot Noirs

and Chardonnays. Each year, three 
journalists are invited to New York to 
taste wines and pick their favorites. 
This year, I was lucky enough to be 
one of those three. 

Generally, I try to keep my wine 
coverage at the lower end of the 
price range. Wine is part of a meal, 
and you should be able to afford 
wine every night. So unless you are 
a hedge-fund manager, Burgundies 
can be tough to afford. For instance, 
Romanee-Conti’s Pinot, La Tache, 
costs more than $1,700 a bottle, 
and their Chardonnay, Montrachet, is 
more than $2,500 a bottle. So I was 
pleased to hear that all the wines we 
would taste would be less than $35. 
All of us have a special occasion now 
and then where we can stretch the 
budget that far. 

In true experimental design form, I 
was ushered into a room at about 10 in the morning with 50 bottles of 
white Burgundy, all in bags with the only distinguishing mark being a 
number. After lunch, the whole process was repeated with reds. Neither 
red nor white Burgundies taste anything like California versions. Think 
of Burgundies as Nick Drake and Californians as Van Halen. 

I gave four white wines the highest scores: Maison Champy 
Signature Bourgogne Chardonnay ($15), Chateau de Santenay 
Bourgogne Hautes-Cotes de Beaune Clos de la Chaise Dieu ($20), 
Domaine Jacques Girardin Santenay les Terrasses de Bievaux ($25), 
and Pierre Morey Bourgogne Blanc ($26). I wouldn’t have chosen 
any of these wines off the shelf, where I usually steer for Meursault 
or Chablis, so I learned a great deal. Each had all the floral, caramel, 
and lemon aromas you normally only get for a lot more money. 

The red competition is a little tougher than the whites, simply 
because low-end French Pinot Noir is almost exactly opposite from 
the favorites of the Sideways folks. It’s frequently dusty and oxidized 
and not very fruity. But once you get through the bottom tier, things 
start looking up. Instead of the powerful fruit of California versions or 
Oregon’s dominant acidity, Burgundies are all about balance and ele- 
gance, perfect accompaniments for food. Three reds received my top 
score: Chateau Genot-Boulanger Mercurey Rouge ($35), Laboure-Roi 
Gevrey Chambertin ($32), and my favorite, Domaine Adelie Mercurey 
ler Cru les Champs Martin ($29). 

One of the big problems consumers face when buying a Burgundy: 
Will they get something worthwhile, or will they just have seen their 
hard-earned bucks go down the drain? Nothing beats having the rec- 
ommendation of a wine salesperson you trust and who knows your 
tastes. But I can tell you after a hard day’s tasting, these seven wines 
are all worth a search. - Wes Marshall

Spec's 

Wines, Spirits & Finer Foods 
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I've Been a Food Critic for 15 Years. I've Been Overeating All My Life. Recently, I Derided

Don’t worry: This is not your average angry-fat- 
girl story It’s not really a before-and-after story 
either, but more of a before-and-during report. 

I’ve been fat all my life. Early photos reveal 
a plump, dimpled toddler who grew into a 
chubby kid and reached the “normal” weight 
for her height of 5 feet 2 inches by age 11. 
It was certainly an issue when I was in high 
school, although looking back, I’d kill for my 
paltry graduation weight of 175 these days. 
Whatever genetic predisposition I might have 
had toward obesity - along with an aversion 
to exercise - a steady diet of restaurant food, 
catering cooking, and my own baked goods 
washed down with plenty of bourbon and 
Coke meant gradual but steady weight gain 
from my 20s through my 40s. Even though I 
managed to lose 100 pounds more than once 
during those years, I eventually gained back 
that much and more each time. 

By the time I became a restaurant critic for 
the Chronicle in 1993, I’d made peace with the 
social consequences of being fat (culturewide 
ridicule and discrimination, no husband, etc.), 
and I weighed about 300 pounds. I’d long since 
quit drinking by that time, but eating out profes- 
sionally was to be a broadening experience, both 
literally and figuratively. 

Though I have made emotional and intellec- 
tual peace with my weight, being comfortable in 
my own skin didn’t protect me from the health 
problems that began to catch up with me in the 
past few years. The heart attack that was due 
in my mid-30s has yet to materialize, but I was 
diagnosed with type 2 diabetes not long after my 
50 th birthday. 

Years of hard work in commercial kitchens 
and carrying far too much weight on a tiny 
frame have resulted in painful osteoarthritis, 


especially in my knees, ankles, and hands. By 
50, I was walking with a cane and finding out- 
of-town travel and any excursion that required 
much walking to be a real challenge. I found 
myself in an increasingly untenable situation: I 
had a career I loved that offered such wonderful 
opportunities as book contracts, culinary travel, 
and speaking engagements, but poor health 
and limited mobility were making it difficult to 
accomplish all of the things I wanted to do. 

I began researching bariatric surgeries 
about five years ago. I read everything I 
could find, both pro and con. Like a good 
reporter, I interviewed several post-surgery 


patients about their experiences. Other than 
the inherent dangers involved in any major 
surgery, my main concerns were how I’d 
pay for the procedure if I had one and how 
I’d do my job once the operation was over. 
I love my job, and I hoped it would be pos- 
sible to save my life without losing my career 
in the process. The Chronicle provides us 
with very good health insurance, but our 
particular policy does not cover bariatric 
surgery, so I knew going in that I’d be on my 
own financially. 

The two major weight- 
loss surgeries are the 
Roux-en-Y, or gastric 
bypass, and adjustable 
gastric banding, more 
commonly known as 
the Lap-Band. I won’t 
go into exhaustive detail 
describing the proce- 
dures, but suffice it to 
say the gastric bypass 
involves stapling off a small part of the stom- 
ach and connecting that pouch to a rerouted 
portion of the intestine. This drastically limits 
the absorption of both calories and nutrients 
from the food that is eaten. I considered 
the cost ($35,000-40,000), success rates, and 
potential postoperative complications of the 
gastric bypass. It seemed like I’d just be trad- 
ing one set of serious health problems that was 
covered by my health insurance for the poten- 
tial of many more problems that would not be. 
The bypass was not for me. 

The more I learned about the Lap-Band, 
however, the more it seemed it might be the 


tool I was looking for. A surgeon makes small 
incisions in the upper abdomen and uses 
laparoscopic techniques to install an inflatable 
plastic band around the top of the stomach. 
There is no cutting of the stomach, and the 
process can be reversed, if necessary. After 
surgery, the band is adjusted by the injec- 
tion of a saline solution through a port in the 
abdomen. Banding works on the principle of 
restricting the amount of food a person can 
eat without disrupting the rest of the digestive 
system. Weight loss is not as dramatic as with 
gastric bypass, but postoperative complica- 
tions are not as serious, either. I attended some 
informational (read: sales) seminars about the 
Lap-Band procedure in early 2006 to help me 
choose a surgeon. By July of last year, I realized 
I’d talked about surgery long enough - it was 
time to move forward or shut up. 

I made an appointment for a consultation 
with a surgeon the first week of August 2006, 
and soon after I borrowed $18,000 from my 
401(k) retirement plan to pay for the surgery. I 
figured it was worthwhile to invest more than 
half of my accumulated retirement money try- 
ing to make sure I had a fighting chance to live 
long enough to need the rest of it. The next six 
months were sheer torture. My primary-care 
physician and two surgeons told me I was 
not a particularly good candidate for the Lap- 
Band procedure because my body mass index 
(weight- to -height ratio) was too high. They 
were all concerned that an enlarged liver would 
make it difficult to access the stomach area. If 
that problem didn’t cause a “dry run” (incom- 
plete procedure), they worried I ultimately 
wouldn’t lose enough weight for the surgery to 


be considered a success. Though I was certainly 
not the heaviest person either surgeon had seen, 
I still found it ironic that how much I needed 
the surgery made me such a poor candidate. 

The second surgeon I consulted was skeptical 
about the success of either procedure. He told 
me that the postoperative wound care after a 
gastric bypass on someone my size would be 
prohibitively dangerous and that he doubted 
I could ever reach the “goal weight” of 125 
pounds for my height with the Lap-Band. I said, 
“Honey, I haven’t weighed 125 pounds since 
junior high - at this point, I’d settle for lower 
blood pressure, lower blood sugar, and being 
able to walk around the block. Can you get me 
there?” He agreed to give it a try. 

Qualifying for the surgery involved one 
daunting task after another. I decided it’s that 
way by design, not just to anticipate and rule 
out all the potential complications (and mal- 
practice suits), but to make sure the patient is 
really serious about making such a drastic life 
change. Weight-loss-surgery candidates have to 
complete a series of preoperative tests: psycho- 
logical screening to determine suitability for 
the procedure, a fitness consultation to plan 
a post-surgery exercise regimen, a nutritional 
consultation to explain the post-op diet plan, a 
sleep-apnea test (this is the new “in” diagnosis 
for fat people), and some blood work. In addi- 
tion to the above tests, I was required to have 
an ultrasound of my liver, a deep-vein scan of 
my legs, a lung-function test, a chest X-ray, a 
cardiac stress test, and more blood work. 

I had originally hoped to have surgery by the 
end of October 2006, but I changed surgeons

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in the fall, and all the extra testing he requested set 
me back a couple of months. The first time I got 
on the surgery schedule was the week after 
Christmas. A series of communication break- 
downs among the various doctors I was 
seeing caused the date to be changed 
more than once. I was set to go again 
in late January when the ice storm inter- 
vened. The scary prospect of getting to 
the short-staffed hospital on icy roads 
caused another cancellation. By that 
time, I’d told my friends and family 
I was going into the hospital and had 
canceled so many times, I started 
referring to myself as “the woman 
who cried ‘surgery.’” 

In early February, my prima- 
ry-care doctor and my surgeon 
reviewed all my test results, 
and we determined I was as 
healthy as I was ever likely 
to be. My Lap-Band surgery 
was scheduled for Feb. 14. 

I told myself that if the surgery was any kind of success at all, 
for the rest of my life I could say that I’d finally gotten a really 
great Valentine. 

I had surgery at St. David’s on the morning of Feb. 14 and 
went home the next afternoon. Because of my enlarged liver and 
an excess of scar tissue from a prior gallbladder removal, my 
surgery took AYi hours, about three hours longer than usual. 
Dr. Sashidhar Ganta told my sisters afterward that it was the 
most difficult Lap-Band he’d ever done. 

Lucky for me, he persevered, and it was a success. My only 
real post-op problems resulted from my right arm and left leg 
being in awkward positions on the operating table for so long. 
My abdominal incisions weren’t that uncomfortable, but I 
went home with a pinched sciatic nerve in my left hip and a 
pinched ulnar nerve in my right elbow. The severe pain in my 
ass subsided in a couple of weeks. The numbness in the fingers 
of my right hand is still receding. It never occurred to me that 
stomach surgery would result in the temporary loss of right- 
hand function. Go figure. Fortunately, my friend Suzann typed 
my columns as I dictated them over the phone for the first few 
weeks after surgery, and I didn’t miss any work. 

In order to give the stomach plenty of time to recover from having 
the band installed, Dr. Ganta prescribes two weeks of a liquid diet 
immediately after surgery: protein shakes, clear broth, nonacidic 
fruit juices, sugar-free Popsicles, etc. I ate more sugar-free Jell-O 
during those two weeks than I have in the past 40 years, just to 
have something to chew on. The next two weeks called for soft and 
pureed foods: scrambled eggs, grits, baby food, a righteously deli- 
cious carrot-ginger soup from my friend Pamela, nutritious pureed 
soups from the Soup Peddler, my favorite chile con queso from 
Chuy’s, and restorative vitamin-C-laced tortilla soup delivered from 
friends at Manuel’s. The weight loss on the high-protein, low-carb 


preoperative diet and post-op liquids was pretty impres- 
sive - 1 lost almost 40 pounds in February and March. 

Dr. Ganta’s approach to postoperative band 
adjustment is very conservative, meaning that 
portion restriction is very gradual. He’s con- 
vinced this reduces incidences of vomiting and 
acid reflux. Based on my experience, I think 
he’s right. I’ve had very little post-adjust- 
ment discomfort and only vomited once 
because I ate too fast. I’ve learned to 
eat slowly and sip liquids through a 
straw instead of gulping. Since I’ve 
been back on solid foods, my weight 
loss has slowed considerably. High- 
calorie liquids and soft foods 
slide right on through, pretty 
much defeating the purpose 
of the band. This means 
there will be more actual 
dieting involved than I orig- 
inally anticipated. So far, I 
haven’t encountered any- 
thing I can’t eat, although 
soft bread takes up too much space (goodbye sandwiches and 
biscuits), and anything carbonated makes me feel as though I 
have a helium balloon in my chest. That should help me kick 
my lifelong Coca-Cola habit. 

Before the surgery, I had worried about how I was going 
to review restaurants, being limited to tiny portions and a 
constant fear of throwing up. My recurring nightmare featured 
any number of local restaurateurs saying, “Yeah, that Virginia 
Wood came to review my place and barfed at the table!” 
Please, God, no. So far, things have worked out fine. I can 
taste small bites of my own and my companions’ dishes and 
take excess food home for later, if need be. The secret seems to 
be small bites and plenty of chewing. Truth be told, my profes- 
sional colleague Pat Sharpe has maintained a slim figure eating 
that way, and she’s been reviewing restaurants twice as long 
as I have, so I’m encouraged that it can be done. The band 
around my stomach hasn’t changed my palate or what I know 
about food. Used wisely, it is a tool that can help me prolong 
both my career and my life. 

As I said, this isn’t a before-and-after story. Five months after 
surgery just isn’t long enough for after, and I’ve only lost about 
50 pounds so far. A loss like that might turn some folks into a 
skeleton, but on me it just amounts to a good start. My blood 
pressure is lower, my blood sugar is under much tighter control 
with less medication, and I can walk a little better every day. I 
have one less chin, and both my clothes and my car fit better. I 
consider myself incredibly lucky that my family, my loving circle 
of friends, and my employers have all supported this (hopefully) 
life-changing decision. Going public about this aspect of my life 
is a birthday challenge to myself - 1 hope telling Chronicle read- 
ers about it inspires me to more success. I’ll check in around 
my birthday next July and let you know how it’s going. ■

CONSIDERING BARIATRIC SURGERY 

1) Laparoscopic Adjustable Gastric Banding -Achieving 
Permanent Weight Loss With Minimally Invasive Surgery by Jessi 
H.Ahroni, Ph.D.,ARNP (iUniverse, $13.95): A very informative 
paperback written in a down-to-earth, approachable style by a 
woman who is both a certified family nurse practitioner and a 
successful Lap-Band patient. 

Fighting Weight by Khaliah AN, Dr. George Fielding, Dr. 
Christine Ren, and Lawrence Lindner (HarperCollins, $22.95): 

AN is not the ballroom-dancing boxer; she’s yet another of 
Muhammad Ali’s elegant, articulate daughters. Anecdotes from 
her painful personal story are interspersed with solid medical 
information from surgeon Fielding, himself a successful Lap- 
Band patient. Their success stories are inspirational. 

2) OH Magazine and ObesityFlelp.com: Both the website and 
the new print magazine offer a world of helpful information for 
pre- and postoperative bariatric patients. Everything from sur- 
geons and support groups in your area to features about post- 
weight-loss plastic surgeries. 

3) Several surgery practices in both San Antonio and Austin 
now specialize in bariatric procedures and offer free seminars 
throughout the year. These presentations provide good opportu- 
nities to meet different surgeons, but remember that they are 
basically sales seminars - all the information will be pretty posi- 
tive. Do some research beforehand, and go prepared with a list 
of questions. (A good example here: It turned out the first sur- 
geon I consulted charged a premium price for many things 
because my body mass index was so high. The second doctor 
did not. If I’d known to ask about that, I could have saved both 
time and money.) 

4) Both St. David’s and Seton hospitals now have bariatric 
coordinator offices and offer standard rates. Shop around for 
the best deal for you, especially if you are paying out of pocket. 

5) Even if your insurance company doesn’t pay for weight-loss 
surgery, some of the preoperative testing can be ordered by a 
helpful primary-care physician. 

6) Prepaying some things such as the anesthesiologist’s fee can 
get you discounts. 

7) Ask how much follow-up care and how many band adjust- 
ments will be covered by your surgeon’s fee. 

8 ) Talk to people who have had both surgeries. Look for support 
groups online and in person. 

9) Choose a surgeon with lots of experience doing bariatric pro- 
cedures who is willing to share information on successes as 
well as dry runs and morbidity rates. 

10) I’m told it’s much cheaper to have these surgeries in Mexico, 

but the people I’ve spoken with who have done so got little or no 
preoperative counseling or testing and have had to find a doctor 
here in Texas to perform their adjustments. - V.B.W.

IN SPACE 

The Fiction 
Liberation Front 

In 1988, Lewis Shiner saw the release of 
his second book, Deserted Cities of the 
Heart. The novel told of the impending end 
of the world, according to Mayan prophesy 
in a real-world Mexico City. With the impres- 
sive work, Shiner shed his cyberpunk identi- 
ty, itself cultured by his earlier short works, 
his novel Frontera (1984), and his pseudon- 
ymous contributions to the Bruce Sterling- 
edited The Cheap Truth. Deserted Cities 
showcased a powerful writer who was far 
more punk than cyber. Soon after, Shiner 
released Slam, his anarchist novel about 
Austin communities of skateboarders and 
Wiccans, and then the rock & roll alternate 
history, Glimpses. As happens far too often 
to dangerous writers, Shiner disappeared 
into the literary fog except for the occasion- 
al shorter work and his 1999 novel, Say Goodbye. 

In an attempt to jump-start his moribund career, Shiner 
recently launched the website Fiction Liberation Front 
(www.lewisshiner.com/liberation). Under the auspices of the 
Creative Commons license, an agreement that allows anyone 
to share and distribute the works as long as it is not for com- 
mercial or financial gains, Shiner plans to make all of his short 
stories, articles, and screenplays available. As of this writing, 
the site included 18 pieces (14 short stories, two articles, 
and two screenplays), nine of which appear for the first time. 

Far from the first to offer works under such an arrangement 
- Sterling, Charles Stross, and Cory Doctorow have all provided 
entire books - Shiner might be the first to allow his entire oeu- 


vre to be available via the Web. Ironically, just two months ago, 
science-fiction author Howard V. Hendrix issued his “Pixel- 
stained Technopeasant Wretch” proclamation claiming that writ- 
ers who post their writings for free are “undercutting those of 
us who aren’t giving it away for free and are trying to get pub- 
lishers to pay a better wage for our hard work.” Even before the 
Internet age, practically nonexistent short-story markets had 
caused pay rates to remain stagnant for decades. Now that the 
most viable option for shorter pieces is the Web, Hendrix’s 
archaism may prevent authors from reaching their potential 
audiences. Shiner sums it up best: The reason he writes sto- 
ries “is for people to read them.” - Rick Klaw

'AUGUST EVENING' IS SMOKIN' 

Chris Eska’s August Evening is red-hot, snaring a distribution 
deal and scoring the Target Filmmaker Award for Best Narrative 
Feature at the Los Angeles Film Festival. The $50,000 prize is 
the largest award of its kind in the nation. Also, the jury gave 
the award for Outstanding Perfomance in the Narrative Compe- 
tition to the ensemble of mostly first-time actors. Shot primarily 
in the Gonzales area, the film follows an aging undocumented 
farmworker and his widowed daughter-in-law as their lives are 
turned upside down. Maya Entertainment acquired the film for 
theatrical release after its premiere at the test. Eska’s film was 
awarded two Texas Filmmakers’ Production Fund grants from 
the Austin Film Society, one of which kept the production shoot- 
ing in its final weeks. Last year, Austin writer/ director Steve 
Collins’ Gretchen won the Target Filmmaker Award for Best 
Narrative Feature at the Los Angeles Film Festival. 

FILM ALLIANCE: YEAR II 

The Texas Motion Picture Alliance wrangled a $20 million 
film-incentives program out of the Texas Legislature; now, it’s 
on to round two. Dallas producer Meredith Stephens took the 
reins as the second president of the group after a recent meet- 
ing in Austin and has the task of keeping the film community 
from getting complacent. Her immediate goals? Conduct region- 
al meetings to educate industry leaders and Texans in general 
about the film incentives and develop a new legislative agenda 
before the Lege meets again in 2009. “I expect to see results 


pretty much immediately,” she says of the incentives. Two proj- 
ects that are almost certain to reap some incentives are 
Dallas-shot Prison Break, which has just started production for 
the coming season, and Austin-shot Friday Night Lights, which 
should start lensing any day now.

The animated Flatland: The Movie, based on Edwin A. 

Abbott’s novel, is now available on DVD in a special educator’s 
edition.

WR: MYSTERIES 
OF THE ORGANISM

“Hey Potemkin, aren’t you 
from that famous revolution that 
failed?” chirps Sweet Movie's 
Anna Planeta to the ardent young 
sailor who has just boarded her 
floating candy shop. It trolls 
the canals of Amsterdam with 
a bust of Karl Marx on its prow, 
the better to lure horny idealists 
and unwary children; the goldfish 
swimming in the tear suspended 
from Marx’s eye, the corpses 
alleged to lie within its hold, and 
the playfully predatory sexuality 
graphically indulged onboard this 
good ship lollipop disorient the 
too-obvious allegory with whimsy, 
violence, and eroticism in a storm of contradiction. For 
director Dusan Makavejev, the failure of revolution is no 
reason not to cling to revolutionary ideals. Yet ideals can- 
not obscure inevitable horror, and none of it should stop 
you from laughing. 

A specter of failure hangs over the aesthetic, political, 
and sexual revolutions of Sweet Movie and WR: Mysteries 
of the Organism and lurks about in Criterion’s fine pack- 
ages of extras for good measure. WR takes off from a 
documentary about psychoanalyst Wilhelm Reich, whose 
fusion of Marx and Freud in a theory of social liberation 
through the energies released by orgasm got him in trou- 
ble with the Nazis, the Communist Party, and finally, our 
very own Food and Drug Administration, which destroyed 
his writings and threw the Austrian exile in jail, where 
he died. Elsewhere, in the film’s chief fictional thread, 
a young Yugoslavian woman advocates sexual uprising 
to her comrades, and her attempt to practice what she 
preaches results in beheading by ice skate at the hands of 
a repressed Soviet athlete who she has fondly dubbed “a 
real Red fascist.” Nevertheless, her severed head speaks 
of refusing to renounce her beliefs. 

These films succeeded in getting Makavejev exiled from 
his native Yugoslavia and banned from numerous other 
countries, and while their unique and unstable collisions 
of documentary and fiction attracted much attention in 
the West, funding for other projects like these would run 
aground on the need for a traditional screenplay ... except 
movies like these can’t be made with screenplays. In 
“Hole in the Soul,” a 1994 essay film for the BBC included 
on the WR disc, Makavejev consults a peculiarly demand- 
ing “connoisseur” named Dennis Jakob on the state of his 
career, only to be told that what he did in the Sixties and 
Seventies won’t work anymore, that his films have become 
nonthreatening, and that he has no future. However unwel- 
come, much of what Jakob says has an unpleasant ring of 
truth, even as the cinephiliac hobgoblin’s assertion that 
Makavejev just isn’t funny anymore gets roundly refuted by 
his own inclusion in the film. 

Split between mid-Nineties Hollywood and postcom- 
munist, post-Yugoslavian Serbia, this 53-minute-long docu- 
mentary surveys the emotional landscape of a then-radi- 
cal, now-bourgeois filmmaker finally allowed to come and 
go after years of exile, only to doubt the past as much 
as the future. Still, the unruly energies of WR and Sweet 
Movie haven’t been so tamed by history or the ascen- 
dance of Jackass and eBaum’s World as one might expect. 
The uncouth collision of ideas and sentiments here 
remains at least as transgressive as the child-seduction 
scene from Sweet Movie that could still land video-store 
proprietors in court, so have these revolutionary films 
about failure really failed themselves? Their obscenities 
add up to something distressingly intangible and yet pal- 
pably greater than contributing to the everlasting glory of 
MTV or Internet notoriety. - Spencer Parsons 
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Adjusting to the Mise-en-Scene 


Nine nonfilmmakers - artists out of place - make one in 48 hours

The 48 Hour Film Project came storming 
through Austin for the sixth time last month, 
leaving in its wake more than a hundred movie- 
makers, aspiring movie-makers, and dilettantes 
who had forsaken the comforts of both their cre- 
ative approaches and their soft pillows to find out 
whether they had it in them to write, shoot, and 
edit a short film in the span of a single weekend. 

A few of those dilettantes would be dilettantes 
because I asked them to be dilettantes. Figuring 
there might be something illuminating in watch- 
ing a group of nonfilmmakers plumb the depths 
of an unfamilar medium amid unfavorable condi- 
tions - and having nothing better to do - 1 decided 
to assemble a team of my own. 

The guidelines I set for this team were simple 
enough. Each member would be an established 
artist living in Austin who had little or no expe- 
rience making films. Each would be assigned 
a role in the making of the film that related in 
some way to his or her particular abilities: A 
photographer might be the cinematographer, 
say, or a dancer might be chosen to be an actor. 
Then, on Friday, June 22, they would all gather 
together, and I would sit back and observe while 
they swallowed his or her pride and fear and 
well-watered aesthetic prejudices (not to men- 
tion lingering exhaustion) and bent their skills 
to the collaborative task of making a movie. 

Miraculously, nine people agreed to take 
part. There was no pay involved and no other 
material incentive. In fact, just the thought of 
staying up for 48 hours straight, working with 
complete strangers in a foreign medium, might 
strike some as an obvious deterrent. But not for 
these brave souls. They said yes. 

Lyn Wiltshire, a choreographer and associate 
professor in the Department of Theatre & Dance 
at UT, would be my director; Thomas Turner, a 
multi-instrumentalist and composer with the 
band Ghostland Observatory, would score the 
film; Jade Walker, a sculptor and director of 
the Creative Research Laboratory, would be the 
movie’s art director; Robert Boland, a graduate 
visual-arts student at UT, would shoot it; Mack 
White, a comic-book writer and artist, would 
edit. Tiffany Love, who dances under the name 
Emerald Lovejoy with the Kitty Kitty Bang Bang 
burlesque troupe; Tasha Lawson, a principal 
dancer with Tapestry Dance Company; and 
Ben Webster, vocalist and mastermind behind 
the band Attack Formation, would act. And 
good Will Furgeson, two-time finalist in The 
Austin Chronicle short-story contest, would 
write the script. To Reel Women, the local film 
group responsible for bringing the 48 Hour 
Film Project to Austin, they would be known 
collectively as (my apologies) the Chroniclers. 
To me, they were, simply, my team. 

This is the story of their lost weekend. 

Day One 

The tale of Miles Turner - elevator operator, 
trainer, and unseen superhero - begins its life in 
a small classroom on the first floor of the Winship 


Drama Building on the UT campus. With its 
nondescript carpeting, four long tables arranged 
in a square, sallow fluorescent lighting, and walls 
covered in long chalkboards, the room could be 
a classroom or conference room in any building 
on any campus at any college anywhere. 

At a kick-off gathering for the festival that 
took place earlier in the evening, director Lyn 
Wiltshire reached into a hat and pulled out a 
genre assignment at random: superhero. Fair 
enough. According to the rules of the 48 Hour 
Film Project, at some point during our movie 
the line “How did you know I was here?” 
would have to be spoken; a fishing pole or rod 
would have to make an appearance; and some 
acknowledgment of a character named Miles or 
Millie Turner, trainer, would have to occur. 

By the time I arrive at the Winship building, 
20 minutes after the end of the kick-off gath- 
ering and weighed down with moviemaking 
equipment I had rented from Mopac Media, 
Lyn has already told the others about their 
guidelines, and they’re deep into a discussion 
about superhero genre conventions - capes 
and tights, superpowers and supervillains, 


square jaws and damsels tied to train tracks - 
and about their shared desire to avoid them. 

Gathered around those square-set tables, Lyn, 
Will, Tiffany, Tasha, Robert, Ben, and Jade engage 
in a group variation on what by all rights and 
traditions should be the most solitary of creative 
endeavors: the writing of a story. Three hours 
later, with a basic outline finished and a thou- 
sand ideas floating around the building, Will will 
sit alone in the hallway outside the classroom 
with just a laptop computer and the ticking 
of the clock to keep him company, and at that 
point, the story will be entirely in his hands. But 
for now, writing is a collaborative effort. 

Ideas come in bursts, building on those that 
came before them or creating out of the air 
entirely new strands that either capture the 
fancy of the room and spark new ideas or die 
quietly underneath a flood of indifferent con- 
versation. For a while, the movie they’re writ- 
ing is a comedy; for a time, it’s a drama. Then 
it’s back to being a comedy again. Lyn wants 
the hero to be unconventional, unassuming, 
perhaps even unaware of his own powers. One 
of the visual artists - Jade or Robert - suggests 


that a recurring comic book could be a visual 
motif to tie the film together. Tasha puts forth 
the idea that the movie begin with the camera 
scrolling backward through the path the hero 
will take through the course of the story. 

Tasha, a tap and modem dancer, explains 
that this idea comes out of a choreogra- 
phy technique called “retrograde,” which is 
designed to expand the creative possibilities 
of dance, challenge and liberate the minds of 
dancers, and disabuse audiences of their pre- 
conceived notions about movement and beau- 
ty. She describes its method - in which dancers 
retrace the steps of an earlier part of the dance, 
only backward - as a conceptual approach to 
creation that forces, through physical necessity, 
a change in mental and emotional perspective 
in both artists and their audiences. Starting the 
film with a visual version of retrograde, she 
believes, will set an immediate tone of willful 
experimentation and unconventionality and let 
audiences know they’re in uncharted territory. 
To a roomful of artists searching for their own 
particular approach to filmmaking, the idea 
sounds like the opening of a door.

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Realizing the story is beginning to strain 
under the weight of so many half-finished 
thoughts and threads (and aware that he’s 
ultimately going to be responsible for making 
the whole thing actually mean something), Will 
Furgeson begins drawing elaborate diagrams 
on the board to trace the connections among 
characters as they pass through the film (see 
photo, left). The story involves three characters 
whose lives intersect unknowingly and who 
are all saved from imminent danger by unseen 
forces who might be either one of the other 
two characters or the mysterious Miles Turner, 
who might or might not be a superhero. Three 
hours in, and the storyline is so convoluted, 
with each character coming into contact with 
every other character unknowingly and each 
one saving the other’s skin unintentionally, that 
the diagrams that litter the chalkboards are as 
confusing as the conversations themselves. It’s 
as if the story has become a logic problem: 
Where is character A in relation to character 3 
in scene five? If A didn’t see 1 helping 2, then 
how can A possibly realize that it was S help- 
ing 2 rather than 1? I begin to think it’s a good 
thing I chose a choreographer as my director. 

As a fiction writer, Will isn’t usually one 
for story diagrams; language is his entry into 
a story’s mysteries. Essentially indifferent to 
the philosophical and descriptive regions of 
the storytelling universe, he compensates with 
a natural gift for communicating character 
through language and motivation through 
speech patterns. First he figures out what 
someone might say and how he might say it; 
only then does he bother to figure out why. 

So, when Will goes off to his computer to 
write the film’s script, he’s already miles away 
from his normal process. Without so much 
as a line of dialogue in his head, and with an 
outline already crowded with Byzantine struc- 
tural complexities and a thoroughly mapped- 
out story arc, he has to learn to adapt his 
slow-moving, introspective, voice-driven writ- 
ing approach to the fast-paced, collaborative, 
story-based world of the 48-hour film. 

For the first hour, things look bleak. This 
story can’t work, he thinks. The structure is 
too complex, the number of characters too 
vast, and their interactions too complicated. 
Christ, he thinks, my last short story took me 
nearly two years to write, from its first Bicker- 
ings to its completion. How in the hell am I 
going to write a whole script before morning? 

His first response is the natural one: He decides 
to wallow in anxiety. After he masters that, he starts 
to format the script, mapping out the settings and 
character lineups for each scene. Anything to keep 
from actually writing something. 

Then, an hour in: a breakthrough. 

Calling on his instincts, he begins to imagine 
what a character like Miles Turner might say. 
What kind of words would he use to convey 
what’s important to him? What is his voice? 
He begins to type an opening monologue: “If 
it breaks there’s a number to call, this one 
here, but that hasn’t happened in probably 
ten years, twelve years. It’s not something to 
worry about.” He decides that Miles must be 
an older man if he’s training the Ben character 
and that if he is old and has been running the 
elevator for a long time, he must care about the 


work. His dedication should be his defining 
characteristic, he decides: his overriding belief 
in the value of his discipline. This is what the 
monologue will get across. 

In the end, Will admits that the monologue 
is essentially irrelevant to the movie; it says 
way too much about a character whose emo- 
tional motivations are immaterial in the grand 
scheme of the story. But that doesn’t concern 
him. That voiceover monologue is Will’s key to 
getting past his writer’s block; it allows him to 
escape the alien collaborative environment of 
the writer’s room and move into the world of 
individual creativity where he’s able to work. 

Day Two 

When I arrive on set early Saturday morning, 
two hours after I left the night before, Robert 
and Lyn are already out by the creek behind 
the drama building filming the extended hand- 
held shot that will become the film’s opening 
retrograde sequence. 

They’re also establishing the basic frame- 
work for a relationship that will last through- 
out the weekend: a relationship of, let’s say, 
good-natured contentiousness. 

As a longtime choreographer, Lyn has come 
to see the process of working with her danc- 
ers as an essential part of the composition 
process. When she walks into a first rehearsal, 
she knows the choreography she already has in 
her head will go through a thousand variations 
and edits based on the abilities of her dancers, 
the limitations of the space, and any number 
of other artistic variables. The more informa- 
tion she comes to the rehearsal process with, 
therefore, the more choices she’ll have during 
the inevitable editing - or “chiseling,” as she 
calls it - of the piece. 

Which is how she looks at directing, as well. 
She knows nothing about the people she’s 
working with - their skills, their adaptability, 
their desire to experiment - so she’d rather get 
as much of them on film as possible and do the 
real creative work in the editing room, where 
all those possibilities will be there for her to 
explore and where she can really determine 
what exactly she wants her audience to see. 

This philosophy puts her at odds with 
Robert, her director of photography and equal 
in stubbornness. Unlike Lyn, Robert doesn’t 
place much value on the editing process. His 
works - brilliant and original video-installation 
pieces that involve him setting up a camera on 
a tripod and filming himself improvising move- 
ments based on broad concepts like “floating” 
and “disappearing” against a pre-established 
background - begin when he enters the cam- 
era’s frame and end when he leaves it. There’s 
no editing involved. He sets up his shots to 
determine exactly what he wants the viewer to 
see - this much sky, this much land - and as 
long as that framework is correct, anything he 
does within it is correct, as well. 

So his instincts as a cinematographer are to 
try and capture perfectly the space in which a 
particular part of the story can be told and then 
let the actors create the story within that space. 
Ideally, there would be little need for editing, 
because each shot that you get would be per- 
fect, as long as its design and conceptions were 
thought through enough beforehand.

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It’s clear early on in day two that these clash- 
ing ideals are going to determine, to a large 
degree, the success of the film. If these two 
can’t find some sort of middle ground, it could 
be a very long and unrewarding couple of days. 
All over the building, you can almost make out 
the sound of fingers being crossed. 

□ 

While Lyn and Robert feel each other out, 
Jade Walker wanders around the Winship 
building, looking for a bit of inspiration. As art 
director, it’s her job to give the movie its look 
- through sets, through costumes, through 
general aesthetic composition. Unfortunately, 
with the time limitations involved, and the fact 
that the majority of the movie is being shot 
either outside or in the relative blandness of a 
crowded elevator, Jade is beginning to feel like 
her artistic contribution to this project might 
be minimal at best. 

As a sculptor, this isn’t the way she works. 
When she makes one of her large-scale instal- 
lation pieces, she starts with a piece of material 
or fabric and works her way out toward narra- 
tive and character. But this filmmaking process 
is exactly the opposite: Suddenly she’s found 
herself in a position where she has a full story 
and a full cast of characters in her head and is 
expected to provide them some sort of aesthet- 
ic context. Yet she hasn’t touched a single piece 
of material or devised a single color pattern. 
Her contribution to the movie is becoming 
vaguer and vaguer with every passing minute. 

She wonders what the hell she’s doing here. 

On the second floor of the Winship build- 
ing, there’s an unconventional ladies bath- 
room. The first thing that catches your eye 
about it is the anteroom: a 3-foot-by-6-foot 
hallway, really, with nothing inside but a brown 
leather divan. Strange, Jade thinks when she 
looks in; one doesn’t see that every day. Then 
there’s the swinging door that leads from that 
room into the actual bathroom, a door with a 
small window right at eye level. Also strange: a 
window in a bathroom. And finally there’s the 
bathroom itself, which is typical enough but 
for its color, which is unapologetically pink. 
What a truly odd space, she thinks. 

I think I could do something with this. 

Looking around the bathroom, and finally 
feeling a sense of the artistic possibilities of a 
physical actuality, she lets her mind wander. 
She begins to think that a scene should take 
place here, in this odd, pink bathroom with 
a window on the door, a scene in which we 
see Tiffany’s character putting on make-up or 
maybe gazing at herself in the mirror. True, 
there’s no such scene in the script, but Jade 
figures maybe she can convince the others that 
a brief sequence like that might add some color 
to their film, something outside the narrative 
that will give viewers a glimpse into the private 
lives of the characters and saturate them in 
the look of the film rather than just its story. 
If they say yes, she can come up with similar 
minireveries for the other characters in the film 
as well. Maybe she can find an excuse to get 
Tasha’s character to dance or provide a space 
for Will’s janitor to dream of better things. 
This could be her way to put her stamp on the 
project and give her a sense of how exactly her 
outlook might work in the movies. 

Hopefully they’ll say yes. 


□ 

The majority of the movie thus far has been 
filmed in a small elevator in the drama build- 
ing, but at 4:30pm, there’s a mad rush down to 
Rio Rita coffee shop on East Sixth for an off-set 
shoot. We only have 30 minutes to film a scene 
(in which Tiffany inadvertently saves Tasha by 
dropping a handful of loose change on the floor) 
before a private party of 50 comes barreling 
through the door, each one of them indifferent 
to the struggle that goes into capturing truth 
on celluloid. The location’s main shot is filmed 
lightning quick: Only three takes - boom! boom! 
boom! - and they’re done. There will be no time 
spent on takes delving deeper into character 
motivation or psychology. There isn’t time. 

Tiffany’s acting assignment for this shot is 
really less a matter of acting than it is one of bal- 
ance and spatial configuration. She has to grab 
two large to-go coffee cups and her handbag and 
answer her phone while unwittingly dropping 
a handful of coins on the floor, which Tasha 
will then pick up. The acting is almost a happy 
byproduct of her physical responsibilities. It 
reminds me of what the Japanese actor Toshiro 
Mifune said when someone complimented him 
on his performance in the final scene of Akira 
Kurosawa’s Throne of Blood, a long scene in 
which real archers shoot real arrows at him, 
missing by mere inches on either side: That 
wasn’t acting, he said; that was fear. The same 
is true for Tiffany (minus the threat of death): 
She’s not really acting in this scene; she’s just 
trying to make sure she holds on to what she’s 
supposed to hold on to and drops what she’s 
supposed to drop. Her performance grows from 
there. There is no stronger motivator for an actor 


than the completion of a simple physical task. 
As Tasha says, the first element in any quality 
performance, be it a dance or a scene in a movie, 
is simple presence of mind. 

□ 

Ben Webster would agree, but he’d probably 
put a total indifference to the perils of embar- 
rassment as a close second. 

When he’s onstage singing with his band, 
Attack Formation, Ben’s showmanship comes 
from his lack of self-consciousness. He sways, 
and he throws his arms around him, and he 
bounces up and down like a kid. He sings 
when he has a mic in his hand, and he shouts 
when he realizes that he handed the mic to 
someone else. Though he’s not the greatest 
singer in the world, he compensates with 
full-bodied, full-throated, unconscious enthu- 
siasm, an enthusiasm that would quickly die if 
he allowed himself to worry about what other 
people were thinking about him. 

So I didn’t have any doubt Ben would make 
an easy transition into acting. My concern for 
him and my other actors is that their sense of 
duty to the vision of the director might impede 
their ability to feel artistically involved in the 


project. If you’re sacrificing your ideas both to 
the will of the group and the whims of a direc- 
tor, exactly how can you say that your voice is 
being heard at all? 

Ben is a collaborator by nature, and as he 
is with his band, all he’s concerned about 
here is engendering the best possible situation 
among creative people he’s interested in working 
with and living inside the process for a while. 
Everything else will sort itself out. If Lyn wants 
something from him, he’s going to give it to her, 
even if he thinks it’s terrible. When he’s record- 
ing his voiceovers at the end of the day’s shoot- 
ing, standing for 45 minutes next to an enormous 
microphone while Lyn repeatedly demands that 
he speak slower and lower, slower and lower, 
until he’s speaking his lines so slow and so low 
that it begins to sound like his voice is being 
recorded on the wrong speed - he does so hap- 
pily, occasionally exploding into brief paroxysms 
of comical self-loathing to keep the mood light. 

The process is everything, he believes; ego is 
nothing. And regardless of how little you think 
you might be involved in that process, if you’re 
a part of the building of something, there’s 
really no way for your style not come out in the 
end. It’s inevitable. 

If you walk through wet cement, he tells me, 
your feet are going to be there whether you like 
it or not. 

□ 

As the sun sets on day two, 27 hours in, an 
exhaustion sets in like fog on a harbor town. 
Shooting is wrapped, so all of the actors, along 
with Jade and Robert, drag their weary bones 
home, their jobs done. Lyn, whose job as 
director is just getting started but who hasn’t 


slept since 5am the day before (she’s already 
closing in on her 48 hours), retreats to her 
office upstairs to gather her thoughts for the 
next day’s editing. It’s 11pm. Mack White, our 
editor, will be arriving nine hours from now 
to begin piecing together the various strands 
of the day’s work and trying to make sense of 
what’s transpired. 

The interim belongs to Thomas Turner. 

Thomas is used to working in these kinds 
of conditions, late at night and by himself. As 
one-half of the wildly popular band Ghostland 
Observatory, it’s his responsibility to create 
the basic rhythmic and chordal structure that 
his partner, Aaron Behrens, can then sing over 
and later slink around to onstage. This means 
that every night he locks himself in a rehearsal 
space in South Austin through the small hours, 
coming up with the foundations of songs that 
will be pored over religiously by thousands 
of devoted fans and ornery music critics. 
Here tonight, though, he feels he can create 
something that will probably pass far below 
most people’s radars, so he feels free. When 
he walks into Lyn’s office to start composing, 
he can see all the possibilities of a liberated 
creative experience splayed out before him. 


As context, Lyn gives Thomas a brief over- 
view of the story and shows him only the film’s 
retrograde introductory sequence. He hears 
no dialogue, parses no character motivations, 
acknowledges no thematic content. 

He just gets to work, which he does with envi- 
able energy, striking keys on his synthesizer and 
twisting knobs on his mixing board. He begins 
with an arpeggiated string-and-bell melody that 
would probably sound more appropriate in a 
war movie or Noh theatre drama than a revi- 
sionist superhero comedy, but he figures since 
he was only shown one scene of the film, his 
teammates can’t rightfully hang him if the score 
he writes doesn’t match their desires. Besides, 
he isn’t that concerned with making sure the 
music fits perfectly with the visuals in tone, 
anyway. That’s the problem, he thinks, with so 
many film scores these days: They’re too subser- 
vient to the emotional arc of the story, following 
it around like a lap dog, swelling with strings 
when someone dies, turning on the pizzicato 
when the mood turns lighthearted. Back in the 
cinematic glory days of the Seventies, compos- 
ers like Ennio Morricone and John Williams 
would put an artistic stamp on the films they 
wrote for; they would write music that stood on 
its own and that people were affected by. Those 
old themes and motifs would get you excited, 
and every one of your senses would be satis- 
fied. That’s what I want to do, Thomas decides: 
create themes that get viewers’ attention, that 
trigger something in their minds beyond mere 
empathy and inspire them to think differently 
about what they’re experiencing. 

And that’s how, two hours after he first put 
on his headphones, Thomas has managed to 
turn a lighthearted comedy into an epic of 
looming doom. 

As lam turns to 2 and Lyn fights sleep in 
her office and with inspiration coming at him 
in a torrent, Thomas decides that the muses 
are with him tonight, so it would be best to 
just record as much music as he can and save 
the editing process for tomorrow. These nights 
don’t come around often, so when they do, 
you’ve got to grab them. 

Day Three 

The task of stringing together all the dis- 
parate shots, words, and pieces of music that 
bubbled to the surface over the course of the 
last 36 hours falls to Mack, a soft-spoken, 
unassuming comic-book writer and artist with 
a deep Texas drawl and a taste for the most 
elaborate conspiracy theories you’d ever want 
to hear. Strolling into Lyn’s office at 8am on 
Sunday, he’s the last cog in my wheel, the man 
who hasn’t been around but who has been 
given the responsibility of turning our little 
piece of patchwork into a real movie. 

As a comic-book artist, Mack isn’t unfamiliar 
with the art of telling stories in discrete por- 
tions. For years he’s been spinning yams, panel 
by panel, about surrealistic cowboys, redneck 
mutants, and the wickedness of the Bush 
administration, and as far as he’s concerned, 
the aim of both editing films and drawing 
comics is the same: to tell stories by simulat- 
ing action and fooling the eye into believing 
it’s seeing movement that’s not actually there. 
In fact, he believes, the development of comics 
and films in the late- 19 th and early-20th cen- 


As Mack White, a comic-book artist, edits, 
he imagines that on days like today, when the 
labor of nine creative minds is coming together so 
serendipitously, there must be a 10th one in the room. 
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turies paralleled each other so closely precisely 
because the goals of the two art forms were 
so similar and because they both satisfied the 
desire of artists to better depict motion and 
more closely simulate visual reality Together 
they helped shake the art world free of the 
constraints of placid, static painting. 

When the time comes for Mack and Thomas 
to begin editing the music and fitting its gran- 
diose themes into the film’s seven-minute uni- 
verse, something remarkable takes place. Every 
time Thomas chooses a track to accompany a 
particular piece of footage, somehow the music 
dovetails perfectly with the visuals onscreen. 
And this despite Thomas’ never having seen 
the film, not even having had a conception 
while he was composing of how long particular 
scenes were or what visual cues they provided. 
Everyone in the room, even jaded old me, 
stands amazed as this happens over and over 
again throughout the day. 

Feeling reflective on a Sunday afternoon, and 
marveling each time another one of Thomas’ 
songs coincides perfectly - uncannily, really 
- with the closing of an elevator door or the 
pace of an actor’s gait, Mack allows his mind to 
turn metaphysical. He imagines that on days like 
today, when the labor of nine creative minds is 
coming together so serendipitously, there must 
be a 10th one in the room. How else to explain 
the sheer synchronicity of what he’s witnessing? 
For Mack, an artist more interested in the process 
of creation and the peculiar power of art than in 
any medium in particular, it’s as if this mind is 
a force, the same force that predetermined long 
before any of us were bom that this movie would 
be made in just this way by just these people. A 
die-hard materialist myself, I have a hard time 
understanding what he’s talking about, but I 
wonder at his belief in the magic of the col- 
laborative process and rest content in this new 
knowledge that God is, in fact, on our side. 

□ 

At 7pm on Sunday, the film - now offi- 
cially titled “Vertical Miles” - is turned in to 
the authorities at Reel Women and is out of 
the team’s hands forever. Their collaborative 
dream/insomniac nightmare is over. 

Two days later it screens, along with the 27 
other movies that were made in Austin this 
year, at the Regal Arbor Cinema, premiering to 
resounding confusion. The story, which made 
so much sense on paper and on set (even in 
the editing room), is murky and disjointed 


on screen. It’s unclear what the connection is 
between the three principal characters. The fact 
that Ben’s character is both an apprentice to an 
apparent superhero and his nemesis muddies 
the waters even further. The team’s decision to 
shoot the film both in third-person and first-per- 
son point-of-view shots leaves viewers unsure 
as to who’s seeing what when. Plus, it’s unclear 
whether the team satisfied their responsibility to 
make a superhero movie, because it’s unclear if 
there’s a superhero in the film. 

Watching the movie for the first time, it 
occurs to me that despite all of the creative 
acuity and aesthetic conviction of the members 
of my team, the art of telling a story on film 
is an elusive one and, for all their experience 
watching movies, one they were ultimately 
unfamiliar with. Time and again throughout 
the weekend I saw story ideas develop that 
made perfect sense in the thinking and the 
telling but that never actually made their way 
coherently into the camera. Film is a language 
we can all understand but that few can speak. 
There’s nothing intuitive about including 
establishing shots or cutaways in your day’s 
shooting schedule, but it only takes a single 
viewing of your own film to realize that those 
are the shots that mean the difference between 
art and incomprehensibility. 

There are a couple of consolations for my 
team as they sit there in the dark of the Arbor 
theatre, basking in the glow of their first com- 
pleted film: 1) that the experience of making 
the film is filling them with a blissful indiffer- 
ence to any structural or aesthetic inconsis- 
tencies in the film itself (or as Ben once told 
me: Pieces of art can’t ever be bad if you have 
positive memories of the process of making 
them) and 2) that almost all of the other mov- 
ies in the festival are as incomprehensible as 
theirs is. 

Another consolation, of course, is that the 
movie is done; that undeniably and forever- 
more, something was created, and they created 
it. In this lonely life, bookended by silence, 
what greater joy can we ask for? ■

that it brought a higher level of work. And that raised the bar 
for everyone on the set. And I just quietly reaped the rewards. I 
was so lucky. 

I love Dallas in this movie. I loved him in A Home at the End 
of the World. I thought he stole Walk the Line. And Celia Weston. 
It was a dream cast. I shouldn’t say this, but it was kind of 
gutsy of my financiers to go with all of them. Though they’re all 
totally, absolutely respected, it’s not like they bring in a bunch 
of foreign sales. 

AC: Tell me more about the kid, Jacob Kogan. He’s such a linchpin. 
If he weren’t good, he would sink the whole movie. 

GR: We needed a kid who was not only a great little actor but 
was also a piano prodigy and, believably, a genius. That was a 
pretty tall order. I did have one card up my sleeve, which was 
that I knew the guy that created the show Wonder Showzen, a 
late-night MTV2 show and really twisted take on Sesame Street. 
I knew that those guys had worked with all the kid actors in 


the five boroughs of New York. And I knew that any parent who 
would let their kid be on Wonder Showzen would let them be in 
Joshua. He sent me a list with Jacob Kogan’s name at the top. 
We ended up auditioning around 70 kids. I was really surprised 
at how many of them were very talented, believable actors. But 
none of them was believably that smart, which for me was the 
most important thing about Jacob. And the reason he appears 
that smart is because he is that smart. One of the premises of the 
movie is that it’s really disconcerting to be around a kid who’s 
smarter than you are. That was the whole process of the shoot, 
too. It was disconcerting to be around Jacob, because he’s a 
frighteningly brilliant kid, although he’s a totally nice guy. 

AC: You seem to have a special affinity for genre films. 

GR: I think there’s a lot of room in genre to something that’s 
still very articulate. I have no problem with genre. But Joshua 
is kind of a hard one to pinpoint. If I had my druthers, no one 
would know what this movie was when they are walking into 
it. The great trick that we were trying to do is that it feels like 
a family drama. And then it just keeps going, going, and before 
you know it, you’re in the middle of this thriller. ■

The last time I saw George Ratliff was over dinner and a few 
margaritas. That was a couple of months ago, when Ratliff came 
to Austin to show his new movi e, Joshua, to John Pierson’s film 
producing class at the University of Texas. Having seen the 
film when it premiered at Sundance in January and knowing 
George since his Plutonium Circus debuted at the first South 
by Southwest Film Festival (and won the documentary prize) 
in 1995, I reneged on the invitation to the class screening and 
Q&A but met up with Ratliff and some other Austin filmmakers 
for a late dinner afterward. 

Now it’s late June, about a week before Joshua (which 
was picked up for theatrical distribution at Sundance by Fox 
Searchlight) bows in New York and Los Angeles and from there 
gradually rolls out to other cities throughout July. It’s early 
morning, and the time for our scheduled phone interview has 
come due, but my phone-recording gadgetry is misbehaving. 
When the phone rings, I initially burst into a soliloquy about 
my technological difficulties (which disappeared as mysteri- 
ously as they arose). “I know,” says Ratliff. “I’m such a lesser 
man without my three cups of coffee.” Laughing, we put the 
conversation on pause and both go refill our coffee cups before 
launching in. 

This lanky, self-deprecating Texan grew up in Amarillo and 
studied filmmaking at UT. His first film, Plutonium Circus - an 
idiosyncratic study of the Pantex nuclear plant outside of the 
director’s hometown and the residents who work there and 
grew up under its shadow - received a warm national response. 
This was followed by a cooler reception for Ratliff’s Austin-made 
whodunit, Purgatory County. After a move to New York City, 
Ratliff mounted another documentary, Hell House. The subject 
matter brought him back to Texas to film the evangelical house of 


horrors staged every Halloween by a church group in the Dallas 
suburbs. Now, it’s back to narrative features with Joshua, one of 
the best creepy-kid movies to come down the pike in a while. 

The film’s subject matter is especially interesting given the 
fact that Ratliff has become the father of two since leaving 
Austin. In Joshua, the titular kid is no demon or bad seed. “You 
don’t have to like me, your weird kid,” the 9-year-old Joshua 
tells his father. Ratliff’s film taps into some deeply rooted, and 
often unacknowledged, parental fears. What if a parent winds 
up truly disliking his or her child? Is there a point at which 
postpartum depression stops being a biological reaction and 
becomes an emotional response instead? Are some children 
genuinely unlovable? With that in mind, the movie is probably 
not advisable viewing for expectant parents. 


all New York actors, we had a really good, 
long rehearsal period, and we found a lot 
of great things. We could even rehearse 
in the places we were going to shoot, so I 
could absolutely figure out the visual style 
of the movie well in advance. 

AC: You really scored with the actors - every- 
one from Sam Rockwell and Vera Farmiga in 
the leads as the parents to the brilliant supporting work by Dallas 
Roberts, Celia Weston, and Michael McKean. 

GR: People don’t realize, but Michael McKean is one of the 
smartest guys you’ll ever meet. He’s a really brilliant guy. But he 
also has gravitas. He just plays such great dopes that he never 
gets to do anything else. 

It sounds crazy, but I pictured Sam Rockwell from the begin- 
ning - even when we were writing the screenplay. So we really 
just went after him. What got Sam to sign up was when I said 
that I really wanted Vera Farmiga for Abby. He goes, “You get 
Vera, and I’m in.” Then I did the same thing to Vera. She liked 
the script and liked me but was also on the fence, but when she 
found out Sam was in, she said, “If he does it, I’ll do it.” They 
both came on at the same time. They so respected each other 


Austin Chronicle: So, Dad, where’ d the idea come from? 

George Ratliff: Well, I’d love to take credit for it, but it was 
all David Gilbert’s idea. Gilbert and I have collaborated on a 
couple of screenplays. I recommend doing what I do: finding a 
collaborating partner who is much smarter than you and a far 
superior writer than you are. I’ve had a lot of success in that. 
Joshua was totally his idea, and I absolutely didn’t want to do 
it. I had just started having kids, and I didn’t want to wade into 
the pool of the evil-kid genre. Also, I was sure there were so 
many traps of it becoming cliche and having been done before 
that I was wary. I would always present problems that we would 
talk about, and then we would find really great solutions that 
I thought were very interesting. So the more we hashed it out, 
the better it got. It’s because I was so negative to the idea that I 
think we found something really interesting. I think his original 
idea had quite a supernatural bent to it, and that really didn’t 
interest me at all. What interests me is something that is more 
steeped in reality, which I think is much scarier. 

AC: There’s certainly no green-pea-soup spewing in Joshua. 

GR: The Exorcist totally screwed me up as a kid. Watching a lot 
of the horror movies and frightening movies now, I just don’t 
buy it. I’ve got to say the bigger influence on this were these 
French thrillers like With a Friend Like Harry, Cache, Read My 
Lips, and The Beat My Heart Skipped. I find these very, very 
unnerving, because there’s such a natural quality to them. I 
can visualize myself being in those positions, so it does more 
for me. 

AC: The scale of this movie is so much bigger and more ambitious 
than anything you’ve done so far. 

GR: Yeah, but it wasn’t that big of a 
movie, I have to say. It was overly ambi- 
tious, though. We had to shoot it in 25 
days. The only way to do it was story- 
boarding every shot. I had a very specific 
idea of what I wanted. Because we cast

Walls Come Tumbling Down

When CBS pulled Jericho from its lineup, 
fans protested, flooding the network with 
phone calls and some 25 tons of roasted nuts 
(inspired by a line a main character said at a 
key moment in the storyline). Overwhelmed 
by the response, the network made an about- 
face, and the drama about a small Kansas town 
surviving the aftermath of nuclear holocaust is 
now back on the schedule. You could call it a 
triumph for the show’s fans but with a caveat: 
CBS has asked them to watch Jericho over 
the air during its regularly scheduled time (in 
reruns and when the new season premieres). 
They want you to get your friends to do the 
same. That way, the network (and the Nielsen 
ratings folks) can measure viewers and justify 
the cost of ad space they sell to sponsors. 

Excuse me, but WTF? 

First, I can’t remember the last time I 
watched a broadcast network show in real 
time. Second, it was CBS’ (wise) move to use 
the Internet to attract new (and younger) view- 
ers to Jericho, with a robust fan site to match. 
It worked. Yet, no one can figure out how many 
site visits there are at a website? 

A lot can change in two months. Since the 
Jericho reversal, the TV industry has come 
closer to standards for measuring online view- 
ers. Meaning, one would hope, that requests 
for viewers to watch TV in real time would be 
unthinkable, let alone unnecessary. Now, the 
question is not how to count online viewers 
but when: Should they be counted by segment 
hits (typically, series are broken into distinct 
segments, each one led with an ad), per epi- 
sode, or some other factor? 

Besides being a unit of measure, what 
does any of this mean to viewers? More than 
you might think. Shows are typically fund- 
ed according to over-the-air viewer numbers 
- excluding those of us who record and watch 
later - which is why Jericho got canceled in 
the first place (low ratings). The fallout could 
be that production values for Jericho or any 
other low-rated series (like Friday Night Lights ) 
could decline, potentially eroding viewers and 
turning off new ones. But let’s not sound the 


death knell yet. It seems that head-counting 
is changing just as quickly as how content 
is produced and presented. Case in point: 
Showtime’s Calif ornication. The new comedy 
starring David Duchovny will be available 
for early previewing via a deal with Netflix, 
according to the June 18 issue of Broadcasting 
& Cable. The series, set to premiere in August, 
will be available through DVD (you can place it 
in your Netflix queue now) and through Watch 
Now, the Netflix streaming platform, B&C 
reports. The Californication previews are avail- 
able July 24, coinciding with the DVD release 
of the second season of Weeds, the third sea- 
son of which will lead into the premiere of 
Californication on Aug. 13. 

Ah, the harmony of cross-platform utilization. 

A recap of Jericho’s first season airs 
Friday at 7pm on CBS followed by a rerun 
episode. Check local listings for additional 
Jericho airings. 

What Else Is On? 

Clark and Mike, an original Web- only series 
from CBS, starring the boy genius Michael 
Cera (Arrested Development). Cera and real-life 
pal Clark Duke play clueless writing partners 
trying to break in to TV New installments of 
the 10-episode series premiere Wednesdays at 
www.clarkandmichael.com. 

New seasons of Monk and the very silly 
Psych premiere Friday at 8pm and 9pm respec- 
tively on USA. 

Other news: BET is launching a major 
push to create more content. New content, 
featuring traditional dramas and comedies, 
should answer critics who say that the net- 
work represents a narrow - and some would 
say unrealistic - view of African-American life 
and culture. 

Hold on to your cosmos: The Sex and the City 
movie is now a reality. After years of reported 
behind-the-scenes haggling, everyone has come 
to terms, and the movie will be made.

OPEN FOR BUSINESS 

No sooner had the needle dropped on the 
inaugural “Off the Record” than the Chronicle 
switchboard lit up. Transmission Entertain- 
ment, the new event-promotion venture com- 
prising former Emo’s head talent buyer Graham 
Williams, Mohawk owner James Moody, Club 
de Ville proprietor and Lamberts partner 
Michael Terrazas, and Super! Alright! ’s Chris 
Butler, won’t be working with Beerland, whose booking 
continues to be handled by owner Randall Stockton and 
Max Dropout. Nor does Transmission have an exclusive 
arrangement with Direct Events’ La Zona Rosa, though 
the company likely will work with the venue at some point 
as an outside promoter. And Emo’s has called off its search 
for a national booker, now working solely with C3 Presents. 

Following the renovations announced last week by both 
Mohawk and Club de Ville, as well as those proclaimed by 
Stubb’s late last year, the elephants in the Red River 
Entertainment District remain residential towers like Red 
River Flats, a four-story, 124-unit condominium complex 
scheduled to be completed next year, which may lead to a 
rezoning of the area and will undoubtedly exacerbate noise- 
ordinance issues. “Everyone is aware of the potential for 
conflict,” says Michael Knox, staff liaison to the 
Downtown Commission, “but no one has really thought 
of a solution yet.” According to Knox, consultants should 
have recommendations ready by the end of October, which 
could include additional soundproofing required by builders 
and/or venues. Both C3 Presents and Transmission 
Entertainment declined to comment on the situation. 

Meanwhile, uptown, in the Lincoln Village complex 
between 1-35 and Highland Mall, the Monarch Event 
Center is gearing up for its grand opening Friday. The 


18,000-square-foot facility has been under extensive recon- 
struction since February, transforming the old Lincoln 6 
Theatre into four separate multimedia rooms, including a 
lounge with a full bar and a multipurpose hall. The screen- 
ing room, opening in July and expected to seat around 300 
people, is being remodeled in a fashion comparable to that 
of Alamo Drafthouse, with a small stage and tables for out- 
side catering. The large auditorium, which resembles a 
smaller Austin Music Hall, has been configured to hold 
750 people, a figure that falls nicely between the capaci- 
ties at the outdoor stages of Mohawk and Emo’s. 

While the center will occasionally host its own events, 
promotion will rest on outside renters, who can book the 
rooms individually or as a package deal for one to eight 
hours. Its powers that be hope to become involved with 
South by Southwest and the Austin Film Festival. 

“This opening will be a test and a testament,” says direc- 
tor of events Brett Hornsby. “It’s going to show us and 
everyone who attends what we can do with this place.” 
Friday’s festivities will include performances by New 
Orleans’ Soul Rebels Brass Band, Lannaya African 
Drum and Dance Ensemble, and Beto & the Fairlanes, 
with DJ Mel spinning all night long, and are free to the 
general public with a donation of two canned goods for the 
Capital Area Food Bank. 



WEARY BLUES 


Time has taken its toll on the Weary Boys. The insurgent local blue- 
grass outfit will disband at summer’s end, citing fatigue as a primary 
determinant. “We put a lot of miles on a couple of vans,” chuckles gui- 
tarist Darren Hoff from Baton Rouge, La. “We’re still getting a great 
turnout, but we wanted to end it while it was still fun.” Word spread like 
wildfire of the Boys’ cantankerous live performances and bloodshot 
approach to roots music, moving from street corners to weekly residen- 
cy at the Continental Club in less than a year after relocating from 
Humboldt County in California in 2000. Following the success of his 
stark solo debut, Hard Luck Hittin’, last year, guitarist and vocalist 
Mario Matteoli left the group in January. “It feels like I’m starting all 
over again,” says Matteoli, who returns to the Continental on 
Wednesday backed by a threepiece. “I’d like to find a record label to 
put out my next album, but right now I’m just trying to get people to 
remember my damn name.” The remaining Weary Boys saddled up one 
last time, adding 18-year-old banjo picker Matt Downing to the mix 
and recording their sixth and final LF? Coalinga, which gets released this 
weekend accompanied by a two-night stand at the Continental, with Big 
Smith on Friday and Scott Biram on Saturday. The band hits the trails 
this summer, including a four-night stand at the Fortune Valley Hotel 
and Casino in Colorado and a performance at the Pickathon Roots 
Music Festival in Oregon alongside Dale Watson and the Gourds, 
before hanging their hats up at the Continental Club on Aug. 25. 



The closing scene of the intensely intimate new Roky Erickson 
documentary, You're Gonna Miss Me (see “Texas Platters,” p.60), 
paints an unsettling picture of the future for the legendary 13th 
Floor Elevators’ frontman, as the ghosts and noise of his pain- 
ful past slowly begin to seep into the green walls of the home of 
his brother and caretaker at the time, Sumner. “The dissatisfac- 
tion you’re feeling is intended,” assures director Keven McAlester, 
who shot the film from July 1999 to June 2002. “The documenta- 
ry is an attempt to address the fundamental question of what 
happened to him without ever settling on a definite answer. There 
are a number of possibilities, but nothing really adds up. The 
present slowly takes over the film, and in the end, the idea of him 
playing music again is there, but it hasn’t been realized yet.” Just 
days after the rough-cut premiere of the film at SXSW 05, 

Erickson performed three songs at Threadgill’s, his midnight howl 
alive and well. Within months he was playing the Austin City 
Limits Music Festival, an event chronicled by Kyle Ellison in a 
15-minute documentary included in the video’s bonus features, 
along with footage of Erickson’s emancipation hearing, deleted 
scenes, and rare acoustic recordings captured by Erickson’s 
mother, Evelyn. The question now: What’s next? The Sixties acid- 
rock survivor has already surpassed all expectations, recently 
returning from a successful stint on the European festival circuit. 
“We had a packed house,” exudes Erickson from Denmark follow- 
ing his appearance at the Roskilde Festival. “The crowd kept on 
singing along to ‘The Wind and More’ after we finished.” Erickson 
plans to record a new album with ZZ Top guitarist Billy Gibbons 
and will celebrate his 60th birthday Friday night at the 
Paramount Theatre with a screening of the award-winning docu- 
mentary plus a full concert by Erickson & the Explosives. Tickets 
range from $25 to $36; the more expensive ticket includes a 
copy of the accompanying soundtrack released last Tuesday.

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BLUES BOY HUBBARD 

remembers Austin's 
CHITLIN' CIRCUIT

Linear stories age with their storytellers. 
Each subsequent telling becomes less enthusi- 
astic, each audience less interested, each rep- 
etition somewhat comical without intending 
to be. Nonlinear stories, by contrast, improve 
with age. They translate into invaluable sources 
of history by inconspicuously molding the past 
and the present. This erasure of history as 
textbook concept creates an evolving context 
by which to view the past. 

Walking from the parking garage into his 
East Oltorf apartment, Henry “Blues Boy” 
Hubbard looks me over and warns, “If you got 
something particular you want to know about 
1 1th Street, that would be better, because I can 
sit here [talking] for a week. I could never stop 
telling you about 11th Street because there’s 
that much to tell.” Hubbard had been here 
before - some young white boy trying to get 


insight into the blues. “I’m not going to exag- 
gerate nothing because I was right there,” he 
claims with authority. 

Hubbard’s storied career in local music is 
told once again with bright eyes, big smiles, and 
a lot of laughter, the kind aging men let loose 
in moments of deep pride in their accomplish- 
ments. From center stage to the audience, from 
beyond the spotlight and into the backdoor 
business dealings between club owners and 
players, and from onetime bandleader of the 
Eastside’s hottest house band to backer of tour 
legends (austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/ 
story?oid=oid: 166659), the guitarist’s bird’s-eye 
view remains one of the most potent landmarks 
of Austin’s long-faded “Chitlin’ Circuit.” 

Whether sitting on the couch in Hubbard’s 
apartment or in the front seat of his car out- 
side of Guitar Resurrection, thumbing through 


a box of photographs of Austin juke joints 
from Tary Owens’ archival collection, the 
stories roll without stop. Hubbard recalls the 
racial changeover at Charlie’s Playhouse that 
occurred in 1960 on Friday and Saturday 
nights, and when a picture preserves an all- 
black crowd dancing to the Rollettes, featuring 
Hubbard’s longtime bandmate Walter Shaw 
on tenor sax, he immediately recognizes the 
Sunday crowd that accompanied it. 

While struggling to remember the exact name 
of the venue, he recognizes 
the jukey details: brown 
wood paneling adorning the 
walls, PA speakers resting on 
the floor amidst the danc- 
ers, a simple raised platform 
sectioned off by a surround- 
ing guardrail that functions 
as a makeshift stage, and, 
if you look carefully at the 
tables around the dance 
floor, there’s the ice bucket, 
plastic cup, and BYOB setup 
that’s a staple of the last remaining juke joints 
in Texas. 

In that moment of recall, the past becomes 
the here and now for Hubbard, and we forget 
all about linear time. The confines of his apart- 
ment and SUV disappear, and Hubbard is “right 
there” again, leader of a vibrant blues scene and 
a stellar house band that bears his name. 

The Road Dared Traveled 

In a dark comer of a makeshift greenroom 
sits San Antonio saxophone mainstay Spot 
Barnett, dapperly dressed in tan slacks, a well- 
pressed button-down shirt of the same color, 
sparkling white shoes, and the quintessential 
hom man’s black beret. Relaxing before his 
2007 Juneteenth performance at the Victory 
Grill, Barnett positions a stack of framed black- 
and-white images on an end table beside his 


tenor and soprano sax, alongside a plastic cup 
of light beer, bucket of ice, and pack of menthol 
smokes. Each photo contains an equal number 
of legendary, as well as less famous, artists; club 
owners; and spectators taken at the juke joint 
where Barnett got his first job, the Keyhole. 

“This is a treasure chest here,” motions 
Barnett at the second picture, pointing to the 
faces. “On the right, this is Johnny Phillips, the 
owner of the Keyhole. This is Nat King Cole 
and his wife. This is Sammy. He had a place on 


Eastwood Street. There’s Duke Ellington. This 
is Red Winters and his partner, Don Albert . . . 
and uh, some other guys I forgot. 

“It’s been over 50 years. This is the kind of 
people that was coming on the Chitlin’ Circuit 
at the time.” 

Barnett’s trophies tell little of his own story. 
Unlike Blues Boy Hubbard, his travels as a 
longtime member of the Ike & Tina Turner 
Revue and a brief sideman stint with Bobby 
“Blue” Bland makes him a valuable source for 
Chitlin’ Circuit road stories. In addition, his 
bandleader days in San Antonio juke joints 
like the Keyhole and the Ebony Lounge, where 
future Texas Tornados Doug Sahm and Ernie 
Durawa played for him in the Fifties, and in 
Austin’s legendary Eastside clubs alongside 
his good friend and late local dmmmer Datty 
White have afforded his entourage the claim 
that Barnett is the Chitlin’ Circuit. 



DURING SEGREGATION, MUSIC VENUES

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During segregation, music venues known 
as juke joints, jook houses, or simply jooks 
arose in both rural and urban African-American 
neighborhoods and centers of commerce. 
Venues ranged from someone’s front porch 
and rural shacks, icehouses, and cafeterias 
with a small space for performers to larger ven- 
ues and theatres like New York’s Apollo. The 
juke joints that were home to many local and 
touring blues and jazz acts together formed a 
larger network of black music venues known 
as the Chitlin’ Circuit, referring to a delicacy of 
boiled pig intestines often served in jukes with 
short- order kitchens. This informal road map 
was to many black musicians the only safe way 
to travel and play their music, the only way 
they could find hotels, restaurants, and audi- 
ences that were welcoming. 

The circuit was more than a tour route. It was 
an important and vibrant means of economy, 
community, and cultural trade. Since segregation 
placed limits on African-American businesses - no 
bank loans or credit, zoning and neighborhood 
restrictions, zero mainstream exposure - entre- 
preneurs turned to informal means in order to 
run their businesses. Juke joints were stricdy cash 
businesses whose hours of operation could change 
daily depending on the success of the previous 
night’s act, on what money could be borrowed 


featured Austin guitarist Major Lee Burkes), 
Jackie “Moms” Mabley (black vaudeville come- 
dian), and Peg Leg Bates (wooden-legged tap 
dancer who also was the first black man to own 
a borscht belt hotel). These, Barnett explains, 
were the pioneers who hit the road during 
harsh times for blacks in America and who all 
played Austin’s Eastside. 

Scratch My Back 

Blues Boy Hubbard arrived in Austin from La 
Grange in 1955 at the age of 21, working as a 
jet mechanic at Bergstrom Air Force Base. Both 
formally and self-educated in music, he played 
boogie-woogie piano by ear at age 8, learned to 
read sheet music shortly thereafter, and joined 
marching bands on various horns by age 12. He 
also began playing and singing professionally 
that same year at his own cousin’s Out Cross 
the Creek club on Highway 71. 

After his parents witnessed older women 
wiping the sweat off his young brow, they 
decided his first gig at the Out Cross would be 
his last. Though Hubbard’s journey on blues 
guitar, which his father called the “starvation 
box,” actually began later, at age 14, these 
experiences carried on in Austin, at his regular 
gigs at the Victory Grill, the Showbar, Charlie’s

from neighboring businesses, or on what was 
gambled away after hours. Shows were promoted 
by black radio deejays and the communities 
themselves. It was this self-sustaining network that 
allowed the careers of seminal black musicians to 
develop. Icons like B.B. King, Bobby “Blue” Bland, 
James Brown, and Sam Cooke all cut their teeth on 
the Chitlin’ Circuit. 

Asked to describe the Chitlin’ Circuit, Barnett 
gives a three-word summation that bottom- 
lines the matter: “word of mouth.” Rather than 
dropping names from Martin Scorsese’s Chitlin’ 
Circuit chapter of PBS documentary The Blues 
or ones whose celebrated biographies breeze 
briefly along the circuit on their road to stardom 
(see the first half-hour of Ray ) or even the major 
players in his personal stash of pictures at the 
Keyhole, Barnett hails entertainers like Pigmeat 
Markham (“Here Come Da Judge” comedian 
who traveled with a backing band that once 


Playhouse, Chicken Shack, and countless jukes 
across the city. His virtuosity, band-leadership 
abilities, and consistent house gigs at the right 
places drew Hubbard into the same sphere as 
many of the Chitlin’ Circuit’s top artists. 

According to Hubbard, the man most 
responsible for placing Austin on this infor- 
mal road map was Tony Von. A black deejay 
broadcasting from KTAE in Taylor, Von hosted 
one of the only blues shows in all of Central 
Texas in the Fifties and Sixties. His influence 
over the airways gained him special favor 
with both touring acts and the local Eastside 
venues. As a result, the seeds of radio payola 
were sown. “Because Tony Von was the only 
black deejay in Central Texas, stars like B.B. 
[King] and Bobby [Bland] and Junior Parker 
- all them - had to like what he was doing,” 
explains Hubbard. 
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Von, an entrepreneur who owned the 
Showbar before it became Charlie’s Playhouse, 
as well as Club 2 1 in Taylor, used his influence 
to book that caliber of talent into the clubs 
he was promoting, collecting fees from both 
ticket sales and the clubs themselves. Since 
these were small venues and because the artists 
depended on Von’s radio show for record sales 
in Austin’s black community, Von was able 
to convince artists to leave their own bands 
behind and come to town solo. 

“All those guys came to Austin,” nods 
Hubbard. “It was like being at home. They’d 
come here and do a whole weekend. The way 
I got to hear them and see them and play with 
them was through Tony Von.” 

Von’s relationship with major artists was: 
“You scratch my back, and I’ll scratch yours. I’ll 
play your [records] if you come here and don’t 
be charging me nothing. I got a band that will 
play behind all of y’all.” 

That backing band would almost always be 
Blues Boy Hubbard & the Jets. 

‘Austin was a good place for Bobby [Bland], 
Junior [Parker], Joe Tex, Hank Ballard & the 
Midnighters because of Tony Von,” reiterates 
Hubbard, “but you don’t hear nobody mentioning 
him, because he didn’t fit in the circuit like they 
wanted him to.” Asked to elaborate, Hubbard 
adds only, “He didn’t play by the rules.” 

Von’s sway in Central Texas allowed him 
the luxury of bypassing major Chitlin’ Circuit 
booking agencies and record labels and kept 
him from paying subsequent royalty and book- 
ing fees. Circuit kingpins like Houston’s Don 
Robey, who owned both Duke/Peacock Records 
and the Buffalo Booking Agency, had backdoor 
agreements with Von. 

“Don Robey would let his people come and 
wouldn’t have nothing to do with it,” says 
Hubbard. “Von wouldn’t have to pay Don or 
nothing like that because he needed Von, too, 
see. Von was the only guy in Central Texas who 
was going to play his records.” 

What sprung from Von’s bookings was a 
street scene of dreams on 11th Street. 

“Eleventh Street was just packed!” exclaims 
Hubbard. “It was a fun time back in the Fifties, 
Sixties, and Seventies. I got to meet everybody. 
Everybody!” 

Other survivors of the era, like rural blues 
guitar legend Hosea Hargrove, who grew up

between Bastrop and Smithville, sustain similar 
recollections. 

“There was a lot of joints all up and down 
11th Street, man,” Hargrove beams. “I mean a 
long time ago. People walking down the street 
just like on Sixth Street now. You know, just real 
busy. You’d come in through the night, man, 
and you’d have to walk on the side of the street 
to get by people, just like New York City. 

“Shit, back in them times, it was ... . But 
now, you and I can walk by somebody, and you 
don’t even know he passed you.” 


A stroll down East 11th Street today stirs few 
ghosts. On the north side, between Waller and 
Lydia, sit a juke joint and DiverseArts’ outdoor 
performance space dedicated to the memory 
of local jazz legend Kenny Dorham. Across the 
street, moving toward 1-35, remnants of an 
African-American center of commerce have been 
replaced by modem cafes, restaurants, new busi- 
nesses, and constmction sites for Downtown 
luxury apartments. While Austin’s branch of the 
Chitlin’ Circuit is now gentrified, other legs of the 
network around the country appear as neighbor- 
hoods of slum and blithe. In most cases, the juke 
joints are long gone, and the memories of this 
vibrant time are quickly fading. 

Ironically and well-documented, it was inte- 
gration that caused the black middle-class flight 
from Austin’s 11th Street area, which in turn 
resulted in the disbanding of the local Chitlin’ 
Circuit network. The circuit’s touring acts, who 
now could play white clubs, crossed over in 
search of fees that stmggling jukes couldn’t pro- 
vide. The subsequent loss of economy and the 
inability to compete with white-owned venues 
resulted in the physical loss of 
juke joints around the country. 

“Integration caused a lot 
of problems on the Eastside,” 
affirms Hubbard, who equates 
the closing of Charlie’s Playhouse 
to local black musicians having to 
take day jobs in order to survive. 
“T.D. Bell could no longer make 
a living in Austin, and that’s why 
he would go out to Odessa. Finally, somebody 
on the west side helped him buy a dump tmck, 
and he started making money then.” 

Though Hubbard himself avoided the day-job 
scenario until the Eighties, members of his Jets, 
Albert “Breeze” Hennerton (piano) and Ural 
DeWitty (dmms), had to quit the gig for their 
daytime commitments. Eventually Hubbard, too, 
had to work double-time, playing five nights a 
week while holding a maintenance job for Austin 
state schools, which he kept for 21 years until 
retirement. He shrugs. 


“You got to get you something that you can 
retire with, with Social Security, Medicare, 
insurance and all of that, see.” 

Recent oral histories and scattered artifacts 
are all that’s left of the Chitlin’ Circuit. With the 
actual buildings nearly all bulldozed and the lack 
of paper trails that may have existed had credit 
or bank loans been granted to black business 
owners, documentation is difficult to find, if not 
nonexistent. Bluesmen who were, at one time, 
local guitar heroes fell into obscurity as a result 
of their 9-to-5s. As these local musicians age and 
pass on, the memory fade with them. 

In the past dozen years alone, Austin lost 
blues and jazz greats like T.D. Bell, Grey 
Ghost, Erbie Bowser, Ural DeWitty, Datty 
White, Eastside folklorist/pio- 
neer/musician Tary Owens, 
and club owner Clifford 
Antone, whose experiences 
with Eastside musicians led 
him to hire Hubbard & the 
Jets for one month at the one- 
time Guadalupe location of 
his club. The unfortunate fact 
that your average local music 
fan and even local musician 
could tell you very little about 
the former blues scene on the 
Eastside is alarming. 

What Austin stillboasts, how- 
ever, is worthy of preservation 
same as the Armadillo World 
Headquarters and Jimmie 
Vaughan’s little brother, Stevie. 

Hubbard’s many brushes with 
Chitlin’ Circuit fame are absolutely legendary. 
Like the story of how Clarence “Gatemouth” 
Brown was forever envious of Hubbard after 
all the ladies at Charlie’s Playhouse screamed 
twice as loud for the latter’s guitar solo than 
they did Brown’s. Or how Freddie King parked 
a second limousine outside the Chicken Shack 
in order to persuade Hubbard to hit the road 
with him as an opening act. More important 
than even these stories are Hubbard’s insights 
into the roots of today’s live-music scene in 


Thankfully, Eastside archivists have taken 
giant steps in expanding what is known about 
Austin’s contribution to the Chitlin’ Circuit. 
Folklorist Tary Owens’ house is where histori- 
ans must begin. Owens’ vast collection, scat- 
tered in boxes and file cabinets in the home 
office of his widow, local vocalist Maryann 
Price, recently led to the discovery of a shoe- 
box of 35mm photos of long-gone Austin juke 
joints. As fate would have it, the box was found 
resting inconspicuously atop Robert Shaw’s 
piano, an Eastside legend, in between Tary 
Owens’ and Grey Ghost’s ashes. 

Local arts pioneer Harold McMillan’s refusal 
to be thwarted by forces of “progress” is 
undeniable testament to the spirit of survival 
along the Chitlin’ Circuit (austinchronicle.com/ 
gyrobase/lssue/story?oid=oid:479671). His Blues 
Family Tree oral histories are some of the 
most important contributions to the history 
of Austin music. Twelfth Street guitarist Major 
Lee Burkes Sr.’s autobiography, In the Shadow 
of Austin, chronicles his life on the Eastside to 
strong effect, as well. Finally, in between the 
new cafes and apartments sits Clay Shorkey’s 
Texas Music Museum, a small space with more 
East Austin music valuables than it can physi- 
cally hold in its underfunded quarters. 

To see Shorkey’s best Eastside blues pieces, 
you need only walk down the street to the 
Victory Grill. On display are 10 biographical 
spreads containing photos of the unsung local 
heroes, and memorabilia specific to the club 
lies in the glass case that leads directly to the 
performance space. This is just a small piece 
of the Victory Grill restoration project that 
has been Eva Lindsey’s 
| work in progress for lon- 
~ ger than a decade and 
= counting. While many 
i question why it’s taken 
| the Victory Grill so long 
o to be up and running as 
"3 a full-time blues club, 

! it seems that the pace 
and method by which 
Lindsey works are just 
right, if you consider 
yesterday and today. 

Aware of pending and 
ongoing Eastside gentri- 
fication, Lindsey landed 
the Victory Grill on the 
National Register of 
Historic Places in 1997 as 
a member of the Chitlin’ 
Circuit to prevent it from being demolished. 
Since then, she’s also continued to pursue for- 
mal designations from the city and state while at 
the same time keeping the club active through 
occasional bookings, South by Southwest, venue 
rental, and a handful of regular community 
events. Formal processes, she believes, may 
have, in some sense, slowed progress. 

“Had I scrapped all the historical definitions 
and just went into this as a clean business deal 
with a commercial capitalistic bent, I probably

wouldn’t have had problems,” claims Lindsey. 

The problems, she explains, are problems of 
historical definition. 

“It doesn’t look like a historical building,” 
admits the proprietress, “but the wonderful 
thing that came from the juke 
joint, that we fail to recognize, 
is that it brought some real cul- 
tural significance to the coun- 
try. Developing the context for 
that, writing the story, and flip- 
ping the script from juke joint, 
beer joint, death [of the Chitlin’ 

Circuit as a whole] to cultural 
significance . . . it’s been hard to 
get people to buy into it.” 

Still, shows at the Victory, 
like the touring avant-garde 
jazz shows produced by 
Epis trophy Arts, are as infor- 
mal and jukey as ever. Bring 
your own bottle, pay for a setup bucket of ice 
and plastic cups, and you’ll fit right in. 

One of the regular shows of note is the 
Capitol City RapFest, a bimonthly showcase 
of local hip-hop MCs, DJs, and comedians 
who perform original work. For the past 
two years, it’s been the most stable, regu- 
larly attended, and longest-running event at 
the Victory Grill. RapFest is the brainchild 
of Clifford Gillard, a concessions salesman 
and black youth advocate from Trinidad; 


Leon Oneal, a kinesiology major at Huston- 
Tillotson, aka local DJ Hella Yella. 

Unaware of the Victory’s history, Gillard 
walked in and inquired about renting it for one 
night after his Sunday afternoon gatherings at 
Givens Park were growing. The 
first show, held September 2005, 
spawned a working relation- 
ship between him and Lindsey, 
Gillard offering his concession 
and venue management services 
in order to secure a regular space 
for the RapFest. The relationship 
continues apace. 

Gillard reflects that between 
the Victory of the Fifties and 
Sixties and RapFest, there lies a 
“continuum” in which “we proba- 
bly go through all the same issues 
they did back then. Understand 
that we’re dealing with under- 
ground ways of doing things.” 
Certainly the RapFest aesthetic - promotion 
by means of black radio and word of mouth, 
reliance on the success of each previous show 
to fund the next one, mixing comedy acts 
with music groups - reflects juke joints of old. 
Perhaps these shows are reminiscent of the 
Sunday and Monday nights of Hubbard & the 
Jets’ heyday. Perhaps linear time is irrelevant, 
and the spirit of the Chitlin’ Circuit still lives 
on the Eastside. ■

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SPOON 

Ga Ga Ga Ga Ga (Merge) 

Those first few chugs are as familiar 
as the smell of morning coffee, each 
one aggressive, serious. Spoon’s sixth 
LP beams with decades of research and 
development by one Britt Daniel. And just 
like the signature sounds that came before 
(“Everything Hits at Once” from Girls Can 
Tell, Kill the Moonlight's “Small Stakes”) 

Ga Ga Ga Ga Ga takes off with the pure 
essence of the now-trans-American four- 
piece with “Don’t Make Me a Target.” The 
difference between GGGGG and the rest lies 
in the remainder of the so-short 10-song 
success, partly due to the best sound pro- 
ducer Mike “the Wizard” McCarthy has ever 
achieved. Effected resonance bounces off 
the walls of a haunted house in the elegant 
and sad “The Ghost of You Lingers.” The 
timeline then pulls into Motown with the 
immediately addictive “You Got Yr. Cherry 
Bomb,” hiccupping clap-along “Don’t You 
Evah,” and Sixties garage rocker “Rhthm & 
Soul.” Spelling? Secondary. “Eddie’s Ragga” 
explodes in Austin-via-Jamaica wordplay, but 
“The Underdog” might be the sound of the 
new Spoon: intimate, secure, and forever 
playful. Following the potentially jarring fla- 
menco guitar solo of “My Little Japanese 
Cigarette Case,” the Purple One’s influence 
sticks to tasty start-stopper “Finer Feelings” 
(hear: “Pop Life”), and after a salty dose 
of melancholy in closing love song “Black 
Like Me,” it’s all over. Thirty-six minutes of 
a detailed, agonizing shot in the arm, a veri- 
table buffet of musical stylings, each song 
bettering the one before, from a band that 
just as easily could’ve released a new ver- 
sion of Gimme Fiction. The title? Incidental. 
Pour me another cup, please.

THE GOURDS 

Noble Creatures (Yep Roc) 

With the release of their ninth studio 
album in 10 years, and first for Yep Roc, 
the Gourds have hit a rewarding midlife cri- 
sis. Noble Creatures ponders both domestic 
yearning and ribald wandering, tempering 
contentment with want and regret with disil- 
lusion, all woven across a typical Gourdian 
knot of oblique allusions and wide-rang- 
ing roots styles. Buttressing the balance 
is the Austin group’s foray into balladry, 
announced with the spectacular pining of 
“Promenade.” Set against slow Southern 
rock piano and guitar, Kevin Russell’s drawl 
anticipates a seasoned Patterson Hood 
through his juxtaposition of clever lines 
(“Somehow my losing just comes natural, 
like a Southern Democrat”) with harrowingly 
beautiful imagery: “But in the evening when 
the sun’s down, there’s sadness on its way, 
like a ghost that knows my address, and 
where I lay.” “Last Letter” and “Steeple 
Full of Swallows” follow suit, though more 
cryptic in their longing, while “A Few Extra 
Kilos” converts the drug reference to a 
fortysomething contemplation of expanding 
waistlines and gratuitous consumerism. 

The Gourds have hardly mellowed with age, 
however, romping through the Cajun fiddle 
of “Cranky Mulatto,” banjo holler of “Flavor 
on the Tongue,” and unexpected pop spin 
of “The Gyroscopic,” which advises “Save 
Ulysses for another day ... the sluts are 
cornin’, the big orgy just one day away. 

Wake up with Beatrice in the bushes; only 
in horniness will we prevail.” After all, 
what’s a more middle-aged denial than 
shunning Joyce’s everyman and apocalypti- 
cally shagging Dante’s beatific ideal?

OMAR RODRIGUEZ-LOPEZ 

Se Dice Bisonte, No Bufalo (Gold Standard Labs) 

“He said bison, not buffalo.” Isn’t it all 
about interpretation? Isn’t music about the 
flow of emotion and a connection to this 
world? Flow and connectivity: two things Omar 
Rodriguez-Lopez (Mars Volta, At the Drive-In) 
fails to supply. The fact that Rodriguez-Lopez 
wrote and recorded second solo LP Bufalo in 
2005 while living in Amsterdam is no surprise.

YOU'RE GONNA MISS ME 


(Palm) 

Ever so subtly does Roky Erickson’s music of the 
spheres gradually recede during You’re Gonna Miss Me. 

Considering that three generations of the rock & roll liter- 
ate still haven’t flashed back to 1966’s The Psychedelic 
Sounds of the 13th Floor Elevators, Austin-born and inner- 
space bound, that might be problematic. “You’re Gonna 
Miss Me,” barked by Erickson leading the ’Vators on Dick 
Clark’s American Bandstand that same year, seen here 
in ancient black-and-white, cooks up immediately habit- 
forming. Tommy Hall’s electric jug gurgles and swoops as 
the band’s bluesy fray rattles the soundstage. They could 
be any contemporary indie band possessed of perfect 
chemistry and a third eye, only there wasn’t any such 
beast until this Texas contingent stomped Pandora’s 
music box. “Slip Inside This House,” “You Don’t Love Me 
Yet,” and “She Lives (In a Time of Her Own)” materialize early in Keven McAlester’s 94-minute 
rock doc, as does salivary-gland footage from ACTV-Austin, 1979, Erickson on camera glowing 
about Little Richard and James Brown. Erickson, 1983, solo, acoustic, and facing a decade of 
relative catatonia, pierces the camera with a charisma straight out of Jesus Christ Superstar. 

A 1975 audio snippet of the singer describing his five-year nightmare in Rusk State Hospital 
thanks to a 1968 insanity plea over one lone marijuana cigarette, plays equally jaw-dropping. 
As You're Gonna Miss Me unravels into Erickson family dysfunction, recalling the Flaming 
Lips’ Fearless Freaks and The Devil and Daniel Johnston, footage of beat-down Roky dottering 
through his Austin digs dominates where earlier testimony by Patti Smith and Thurston Moore, 
and later the singer’s spoken word piece could use siblings. That’s when “Goodbye Sweet 
Dreams,” Roky Erickson’s happy (and ongoing) ending, humbly walks on water. {You're Gonna 
Miss Me screens at the Paramount Theatre Friday, July 13, followed by a live perfor- 
mance from Roky Erickson & the Explosives.)

GLENN REXACH 

Living Joe to Joe 

It’s the luminous, 
shimmering tone that 
catches you right off,

The tune is a celebra- 
tion of caffeine, a rich, smooth brew but one 
that eschews the elixir’s often jagged edges. 
That’s not to say that Glenn Rexach can’t get a 
bit gnarly when he wants to. His penchant for 
the likes of Jeff Beck and Wayne Krantz makes 
itself evident on more angular, sonorous fare 
like “Electric Drunk” and “Fuzzy Undulating 
Logic.” Rexach demonstrates a gentler, more 
melodic side on “A.D.,” a heartfelt tribute to 
late Austin drummer A. D. Mannion. He’s joined 
on this live-yet-studio-quality-sounding trio date 
by veterans Steve Zirkel on bass and drummer 
Brad Evilsizer.

In Good Time's 10 tracks are gold (polka med- 
ley!), expertly recorded and energetically per- 
formed. Sometimes PMF stage mates, the Tea 
Merchants arose from the ashes of the mighty 
Cluan. Specializing in the lively, traditional 
songs your Irish granddad played generations 
ago, the local trio’s sophomore outing proves 
it’s far from a dusty museum piece. Check “Led 
Zeppelin Polkas” and “Light My Hornpipe.” 

The half-trad, half-arranged/original tunes are 
well-rendered yet unfortunately not equally well- 
presented. Often, the driving bodhran is muted, 
and the bright bouzouki remote in the mix. One 
Lump or Two? is a respectable calling card but 
not indicative of the Merchants’ onstage fire.

The escalating value of the late Italian artist Piero Manzoni's canned feces was chronicled 
in "News of the Weird" in 1993, 1998, 2002, and 2004, but now, in June 2007, his former 
colleague Agostino Bonalumi told a reporter that the project had been a hoax and that 
Manzoni had merely filled the cans with plaster. Manzoni created 90 small tins, and collec- 
tors had paid thousands of dollars each (making his feces worth more per ounce than gold, 
including once, in 1993, paying $75,000 for a tin). (A spokesman for Britain's Tate gallery, 
which once paid the equivalent of about $35,000 for one, said that the actual content of the 
art is beside the point.) 


LEAD STORY 

Popular Sciences “10 Worst Jobs in Science” 
this year (July issue) included the divers who 
scrub the walls of pits of sewage, toxins, and 
nuclear waste; the elephant vasectomist (wield- 
ing a 4-foot-long laparoscope to deal with the 
12-inch-wide testicles); carcass-preparers who 
ship cat, frog, shark, and even cockroach bod- 
ies to be studied in science classes; the whale 
researcher who admitted she was “surprised” 
at “how much you could learn about a whale 
through its feces”; and the volunteers who lie 
still for up to 21 days to study the effects of 
weightlessness (for $2,000 a week). 

DEMOCRACY! 

1) In May, a jury in Weld County, Colo., 
declined to hold Kathleen Ensz accountable 
for leaving a flier containing her dog’s drop- 
pings on the doorstep of U.S. Rep. Marilyn 
Musgrave, apparently agreeing with Ensz that 
she was merely exercising free speech. 2) 
Jenny Bailey was elected mayor in Cambridge, 
England, in May, and her companion/part- 
ner, Jennifer Liddle (a former Cambridge City 
Council member), became the equivalent of 
“first lady”; both Bailey and Liddle were bom 
males and became women as young adults. 

GREAT ART! 

University of Western Australia artists Oron 
Catts and Ionat Zurr blend art with science, 
extracting living cells from animals and grow- 
ing them on top of biodegradable scaffolds so 
that when the scaffolds disappear, a living enti- 
ty remains, in the shape of the scaffold. At the 
Israeli Center for Digital Art in Holon, Israel, 
in April, they unveiled Victimless Leather, or 
actual animal skin cells that grew into leather 
without harming an animal, but their previous 
work has included growing steak from lamb 
muscle cells and the preparation for growing 
wings on a pig (though, in the final stage of 
that project, they were turned down by the 
exhibitor, who was apparently grossed out). 

CRIME WAVES 

1) In May, a woman in Jacksonville, 111., 
reported the theft of a bong from her house; 
she told police that she valued it because it 
belonged to her son, who is in prison, and 
it is all she had to remember him by. 2) The 
sheriff’s office in Clyman, Wis., reported that 
a man called 9 1 1 on April 2 1 , alarmed that he 
had just paid $20 to a woman at a club after 
a lap dance and then realized that she was not 
the one who had danced for him. 


FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

Thomas Wimberly, 74, was arrested in July 
2006 for stealing two hot dogs (value: $2.11, 
including tax) from a Quik Trip convenience 
store in Wichita, Kan. (though he said he 
had merely forgotten to pay). Because it was 
Wimberly’s third misdemeanor theft charge, 
Kansas law required that the count be upgrad- 
ed to a felony. Wimberly could not immediate- 
ly make bail and, in fact, was incarcerated for 
71 days before his trial (once being subject to 
a bond of $100,000), but prosecutors insisted 
on a trial. In April 2007, a jury of 12 people 
(reportedly angry at having been called to such 
an insignificant case) found Wimberly not 
guilty. (The penalty, according to state law, if he 
had been convicted, was 12 months’ probation.) 



GOVERNMENT IN ACTION! 

• Servicemembers Legal Defense Network 
activists told reporters in June that at least 59 
U.S. -trained Arabic speakers have been ejected 
from the military because they’re gay (and 
in each case despite being a native English- 
speaker who completed intense, expensive 
military language school). But a month before 
that, as a symbol of the government’s shortage 
of Arabic speakers, an official of the U.S.- 
funded A1 Hurra Middle East television ser- 
vice admitted that it had recently, inadver- 
tently, broadcast several pro-terrorist programs 
(including an hourlong tirade encouraging vio- 
lence against Jews), attributing the error to 
the fact that no senior A1 Hurra news manager 
speaks Arabic. 


• Britain’s Home Office said in April that the 
country’s 1,500 most “disruptive” families soon 
could be moved into special communities by 
themselves, with 24-hour supervision, if they 
didn’t stop causing trouble (trouble which the 
Home Office figured has cost taxpayers the 
equivalent of more than $1 billion to deal with). 

• Among the tax sweeteners offered by states 
to welcome relocating businesses is Texas’ 
easy-to-get farmland benefit. When the huge 
Fidelity Investments company bought a 300- 
acre plot near Dallas for a new office, it made 
sure to put 25 head of cattle on the land, which 
the Boston Herald found reduced its real-estate 
tax bill by about $360,000 a year under what 
it would pay without the cattle. Also, federal 
farm subsidies continue to be skewed. In May, 
a coalition of Washington groups unveiled a 
searchable computer database listing agricul- 
ture subsidies by recipient, which revealed that 
such “farmers” as David Letterman and basket- 
ball player Scottie Pippen receive federal funds 
for incidental farm uses of their land. 

LATEST RELIGIOUS 
MESSAGES 

In May, “more than 300 people” in Augusta, 
Ga. (according to the Augusta Chronicle ), assem- 
bled at the Municipal Building explicitly to 
pray for the city, following weeks-long contro- 
versies on the city commission. In June, “more 
than 300 people” in Destin, Fla. (according to 
the Northwest Florida Daily News), assembled 
at the Destin Worship Center and raised their 
hands in joyful prayer for a rebound in the real 
estate market in the coastal communities in the 
Florida Panhandle. 

FETISHES ON PARADE 

1) Police in Guelph, Ontario, were on the 
lookout in May for the man they thought 
responsible for three incidents in which some- 
one approached a woman and asked that she 
kick him in the groin. A police spokesman 
said no crime had been committed but that 
they are “concerned.” 2) In New York City, 
in June, Frank Ranieri, 25, was arrested and 
charged with impersonating a police officer 
in order to persuade teenage girls, for money, 
to let him stab them in the buttocks with a 
ballpoint pen (which is the not-well-known 
paraphilia called piquerism) .

day trips

Lake Mackenzie, north of Silverton, 

Texas, interrupts the parched Panhandle can- 
yons like a puddle in the desert. The road 
into the lakeside park drops off the flat 
Caprock into Tule Canyon, where municipal 
water is captured. The land is rugged, but the 
canyon walls are beautiful layers of red, 
orange, yellow, and lavender. 

From above, the lake looks like the foot- 
print of some giant dinosaur filled with water. 
The toes go up Tule, Cope, and Williams 
creeks. In the center are two large islands, 
the remains of ancient rock formations. 

Constructed in 1974 and opened to the 
public in 1976, the lake is the water supply 
for Floydada, Lockney, Silverton, and Tulia. At 
capacity the reservoir can hold 45,500 acre 
feet of water with a surface area of nearly 
900 acres. There is plenty of room for fisher- 
men, skiers, and swimmers. 

Stocked by the Texas Parks & Wildlife 
Department, the lake is popular with local 
anglers. Because the fishing hole is moder- 
ately used, fishing for black, white, striped, 
and smallmouth bass is usually very good. 
This is also one of the North Texas lakes 
stocked with walleye, a tasty, white-meat fish 
that is native of north-central United States. 

Not all of the recreation at Lake Mackenzie 
involves getting near the water. The municipal 
water authority owns 2,400 acres of land sur- 
rounding the lake and has opened much of it 
to dirt motorcycles, all-terrain vehicles, and 
mountain bicycles. Of the more than 35 miles 
of trails only a small percentage is limited to 
motorcyclists only. 
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The trails range from extreme to novice, but 
any ride can include screaming down hills and 
straining back up. Many of the paths are dou- 
ble-track trails that are fairly easy to maneu- 
ver. And the beauty is that on most weekdays 
and weekends other than holidays, you can 
ride for hours without seeing other riders. 

The park’s 36 campsites are on a bluff over- 
looking the lake. All of the campsites have a 
covered picnic table, electricity, and water. The 
25 recreational vehicle hookups are all located 
in a different section of the recreation area. 

A three-bedroom cabin is also for rent at 
the lake. Nothing fancy, the building offers the 
basics of a refrigerator, heat, and air condi- 
tioning. Cooking is done in a microwave oven 
or on the outdoor grill. 

Lake Mackenzie is at the southern end of 
one of the most colorful and beautiful drives 
in Texas. Highway 207 from Silverton to 
Claude takes a roller-coaster ride from the top 
of the Caprock down to the streambeds at the 


bottom of Tule and Palo Duro Canyon. Called 
Hamblen Drive, the original road was cut 
through the canyons following old Indian trails 
in the 1890s and wasn’t paved until 1954. 

In 1998, an eighth-grade science teacher 
discovered the fossilized skull of a prehistoric 
crocodilelike creature. When the creature 
inhabited the area, the weather was much 
wetter than the near-desert conditions that 
exist today. The fossil is now on display in the 
park’s marina along with other discoveries on 
the lake’s shores. 

Before the reservoir was built, archeolo- 
gists found evidence of human occupation of 
the canyon dating back more than 10,000 
years. When Spanish conquistador Francisco 
Vasquez de Coronado passed through the 
Panhandle on his expedition looking for the 
Seven Cities of Cibola, he likely camped in 
Tule Canyon, where the lake is now. 

Nearly three centuries later, Col. Ranald S. 
Mackenzie and his 4th U.S. Cavalry camped 
in the same area before their decisive battle 
against the Comanche in Palo Duro Canyon. 
Although most of the Indians escaped, 
Mackenzie captured and killed 1,000 Indian 
ponies and burned most of the Indians’ win- 
ter supplies. The defeat deflated the 
Comanche’s will to fight the white settlers. 

For years after the 1874 battle, a large pile of 
horse bones was visible in Tule Canyon. 

Lake Mackenzie is about 10 miles north of 
Silverton. Off-road ATVs and motorcycles are 
required to have Texas Off Highway Vehicle 
permits issued by TPWD. In addition to a 
state fishing license, there are entrance, 
camping, and fishing fees at the park. For 
more information, call 806/633-4335 or go to 
www.lakemackenzie.com.

In a culture that is increasingly corporate, sarcastic, and 
bored, how can one find a moral force? I mean, moral farce. 
Force or farce, you will find both in Tongue and Groove 
Theatre’s The Buttons and Bows Show: Hilah’s Dollhouse. A 
note in the program reads, “Here is your chance to see how 
the world could be.” In actuality, the gentle power of this show 
is that it exposes how the world cannot be. 

The two main characters, Buttons and Bows, 
exist in the same realm as Winnie the Pooh 
and Piglet. They are beautiful souls who deal 
with the world directly and understand only its 
simplest truths. Their innocence is heartbreak- 
ing because it cannot actually exist. 

Between Mark Stewart’s beautifully crafted 
songs, Elizabeth Doss’ appropriate direction, 
Chase Staggs and Craig Matthew Staggs’ 
delightful production design, and Hilah Johnson’s hilarious 
costumes (all of Buttons’ and Bows’ clothing is constructed 
from the same American-flag-print material), this show comes 
together into 80 cohesive minutes of entertainment. The 
Buttons and Bows Show is very user-friendly. The characters, 
the world, and the tension are quickly understood. From 
there, it’s all about enjoying the unfolding. 

When we first meet Buttons and Bows, played by Stewart 
and Johnson, they are performing a musical routine at 
Beerland. Their routine is completely inappropriate for its 
setting. They sing songs about mermaids and modest attire. 
They tell jokes about cheese (“Welcome Back, Ricotta”). 

Soon we are introduced to four seedy characters from the 
“real world.” As Buttons and Bows cross the stage, the four 
seedy characters fall in line behind them, laughing maniacally, 
amused by their own malignance. Thus we are introduced to 
the conflict: the confrontation of innocence and corruption. 
These seedy characters never amount to much more than 
their initial impression. Whereas Buttons and Bows seem 
capable of encompassing all dimensions, the antagonistic 
characters encompass only one. To their credit, they are very 
entertaining. Each has an introductory monologue describing 
his or her own particular brand of bad. 

At times, Mark Stewart’s writing is better than Tongue and 
Groove’s production. He has incorporated some hilarious sub- 
plots. The criminals in this world deal in musical instruments 
(“You think you can buy a ukulele in this town without me

knowing about it?”), and there is much discussion of the doll- 
house real estate market. Feliz Dia McDonald plays Sunshine 
Middlesex, a dollhouse speculator. McDonald does fierce 
work with her character, but at times her sharp edges eclipse 
the subtlety of her material. George Riley III plays Dewey 
Diddit, a music-industry con man and a committed womanizer. 
Riley’s performance got big laughs, but it bordered on abra- 
sive. Craig Matthew Staggs and Omid Ghorashi, respectively 
playing a drunk and a gangster, strike solid notes with their 
characters. Johnson and Stewart have nearly perfect comedic 
timing when they work as a duet, but when all six characters 
come together, the pacing gets slightly muddled. 

The Buttons and Bows Show is an odd synthesis of the 
timeless and the timely. The characters exist outside the 
realm of real life, yet they encounter elements of real life. 
They live in Austin. There is an entire song dedicated to 
MySpace. It is incongruous and amusing to think of Buttons 
and Bows surfing the Internet. The play ends with them host- 


ing a political-play festival. They imagine that it will be attend- 
ed by anarchists. 

The Buttons and Bows Show is ultimately a redemption 
story. Its plot wraps up tidily and predictably, but the plot is 
the least interesting part. At the end, as it is throughout, the 
strength of the show lies in Buttons and Bows. Their closing 
duet, performed at the political-play festival, is astonishingly 
excellent. This song is the entire show in a nutshell. Bows 
describes it as a “lullaby to anarchists.” Its simple tuneful 
plea is, “Please don’t throw bombs at the people in your 
dreams.” The potency of their innocence exposes how far 
our world is from what it could be. I miss Buttons and Bows 
already. I miss their harmless humor, and I miss the surpris- 
ing amusement of songs like “What Bird Is That?” I will not 
find them again except in stories or onstage. That is where 
such articulate innocence exists. Absent of their company, I 
will have to settle for eager anticipation of the MySpace post- 
ing of “Good Night, Anarchists.” - Hannah Kenah

You may have noticed that rain has had an impact on the Austin 
area lately. But the most amazing and most surprising thing about 
opening night of the 49th annual Zilker Summer Musical was that, 
despite three of the show’s rehearsals - including the final dress 
rehearsal - being rained out this past week, the thorough drenching 
that the area has taken didn’t really have much of an effect on the 
performance. With a cast of 28, an orchestra of 14, and no telling how 
many people behind the scenes, the show went on with barely a hitch. 

For those unfamiliar with My Favorite Year, a musical adaptation 
of the nonmusical film starring Peter O’Toole, the story focuses on 
earnest freshman writer Benjy Stone, who has gone from slicing meat 
in the deli to writing for King Kaiser, a 1950s television star with his 
own live-comedy show. Even neater than that, romantic-film star Alan 
Swann, Benjy’s idol, is slated to guest star on the king’s show. When 
Swann turns up drunk, Benjy takes responsibility for caring for him, and 
he and Benjy form a bond. Subplots abound, including a romantic one 
for Benjy, a familial one for Swann, and a dangerous one for the king. 

Now granted, the show experienced myriad technical problems 
over the course of the evening, yet not once did the show really hold 


still. The set changes were sometimes a bit slow, but given what 
was being moved - at a couple of points, an entire hotel suite at the 
Waldorf - they were always nicely handled. The actors’ microphones 
frequently weren’t in evidence when they first began to speak, but 
most of the time they came on immediately thereafter. And never 
did the show stop. Considering the all-volunteer nature of the sum- 
mer musical, a group of professionals could not have done better. 
Credit goes to director Scott Schroeder and stage manager Susan 
Threadgill, and kudos to Colin Lowry, Justin Kirchhoff, and K. Eliot 
Haynes, whose video design, on both big and small screens, gave a 
Golden Era Hollywood glow to the entire evening, providing an emo- 
tional center that the show otherwise lacked. 

Tough luck, that. Joseph Dougherty’s book is a mishmash of cli- 
ched characters and situations. If someone can find evidence that 
Lynn Ahrens and Stephen Flaherty wrote a memorable song for this 
show, please forward it to me. Even the ones that seemed good were 
really just sold well, particularly “Professional Showbizness Comedy,” 
which Emily Bern, as feisty writer Alice Miller, stole right out from 
under everybody. 

Weather does not hinder game performers, more than enough 
experienced voices and dancers, and an energetic crew. The real 
difficulty lies in getting out from under material like this. Sometimes 
- as in numbers like the truly magical “If the World Were Like the 
Movies” - the production transcends the material. And that’s a very 
good thing. - Barry Pineo

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Harry Potter 
and the Order 
of the Phoenix

There is a fair percent- 
age, I think, of literary- 
minded Muggles out there 
whose chief concern vis- 
a-vis this fifth film adapta- 
tion of the spectacularly 
popular J.K. Rowling wiz- 
kids novels lies not with the imminent 
arrival of He Who Must Not Be Named 
(and that would be evil Lord Voldemort, 
not Cthulhu) but with an act of far more 
hormonal import and sympathy: Harry’s 
first snog. Yes, it’s true: Harry Potter 
(Radcliffe) manages his first kiss, in between all manner of expository 
storytelling, and never was a young man’s wand more ever-ready. This is 
the first of the eventual septet’s volumes to be directed by Yates, and 
it’s also the first to improve, literally, on its source material. Yates and 
screenwriter Michael Goldenberg pare Rawling’s sprawling novel down to 
its essence and lose none of the novel’s quickening urgency. Voldemort 
(Fiennes, looking like a jauntier version of Pan's Labyrinth's Pale Man) 
has returned, the Ministry of Magic has been (metaphorically) renamed 
the Ministry of Denial, and Harry’s chief ally and headmaster, Aldus 
Dumbledore (Gambon), finds himself a mere figurehead as Ministry 
cat’s-paw Dolores Umbridge (Staunton of Vera Drake and the BBC 
comedy series Little Britain ) arrives to dismantle the school’s Defense 
Against the Dark Arts course - much to Professor Snape’s (Rickman) 
seething ire - before going totally Thatcher on the place and neutering 
it completely. While Harry’s relationship with his best friends, Ron (Grint) 
and Hermione (Watson), remains at the story’s fore, it’s Staunton’s mad- 
hatter turn as Umbridge that makes the film as entertaining as it is. 

A vision in pink and violet (much like the innards of a ferret), the aptly 


named Umbridge marches through the halls of Hogwarts with the steely, 
grim grin of a true believer plastered to her unflappable, pillbox-hatted 
facade. She’s the archetypal headmistress from Hades, a part perhaps 
more identifiably British than Yank, but anyone who’s ever endured the 
depredations of a power-mad high school harridan will sympathize and 
cast in with Harry’s beleaguered lot. Thus we get a renegade band of 
students, led by Harry, secretly arming themselves for a battle they 
recognize has already begun. Timely metaphors abound in The Order of 
the Phoenix, but the story (of which there is much) stands on its own 
magical merits, dark and darker still though they may be. The end may 
be in sight by now, but we’re still not sure if it’s a light at the end of this 
particular tunnel we see or the cold headlamp of some hell-bound train, 
bearing down on magic and Muggle alike. ( Harry Potter and the Order of 
the Phoenix: An IMAX 3D Experience screens at the IMAX Theatre in the 
Bullock Museum.)

New Reviews 

ANGEL-A 

D: Luc Besson ; with darnel Debbouze, Rie

What the hell is going on with Luc 
Besson? The genius hyperstylist director 
behind Subway, La Femme Nikita, Leon, 
and, take it or leave it, The Fifth Element, 
hasn’t stepped behind the camera since 
1999’s bizarro Milla Jovovich lovefest The 
Messenger: The Story of Joan of Arc. He’s 
been scripting like mad in the interim, 
cranking out vivid and brutal Besson-esque 
actioners (The Transporter, Danny the Dog, 
District 13, the brilliant and bizarre Wasabi) 
while simultaneously producing everything 
from the astonishing Thai import Ong-bak 
to the astonishingly awful American 
retread of his own Taxi. (Queen Latifah? 
Jimmy Fallon? Ce qui la baise , homme?!) 

I’d blame it on that whole “freedom fries” 
nonsense, but Besson’s sang is way too 
froid to even consider any fast food that 
doesn’t explode or turn into an alien life- 


form or, you know, bite your lips off before 
morphing into an irritated, ordnance-heavy 
Jean Reno. Supersize that, s7/ vous plait. 

So the man’s been busy elsewhere, and 
now comes Angel-A, a gorgeous-looking 
but ill-conceived mash note to the city of 
Paris that riffs on its better, wiser, glaringly 
obvious cinematic predecessors (Wings 
of Desire, It's a Wonderful Life) while add- 
ing nothing new with this story of Andre 
(Debbouze of Amelie), a petty crook with 
the requisite lonely heart, and the ethe- 
real beauty Angel-A (the leggy, perplexing 
Rasmussen) who saves him from suicide 
(the Clarence to Debbouze’s George Bailey. 
Hot dog! Andre, we soon learn, is in debt to 
the mob up to his beady little eyes, which 
gives the not-all-that mysterious Angel-A a 
fine excuse to drag him to a discotheque 
where he gets sozzled while she methodi- 
cally raises a fistful of francs by turning 
the men’s room into her own personal 
brothel. Paris , Je T'Aime ? And how! It gets 
more gratingly ridiculous - and not in the 
good, Besson style of old, either - from 
there, and by the time the climactic la 
Seine-side finale rolls around, debts paid, 
hearts healed, you’re left wondering where 


the fucque Reno is and what on earth pos- 
sessed the professional Besson to fall prey 
to such an ultimately dull nonaffair. To be 
fair, Thierry Arbogast’s sparkling black-and- 
white cinematography is a character in its 
own right; he makes the City of Lights look 
more ecstatically, erotically rapturous than 
a Reno/Rasmussen/Jovovich menage a 
trois. No small feat, that. - Marc Savlov

The role calls on her to 
effectively utilize more of her dramatic act- 
ing chops than are usually on display in 
the more arch comic roles in which she’s 
usually cast. Nora works as the customer- 
relations manager in a boutique hotel, and 
although the job places her in contact with 
lots of rich, intriguing bohos, she neverthe- 
less feels underemployed and grievously 
unloved. Yes, she’s one more gal looking 
for sex in the city, and like the women on 
that HBO show (and soon-to-be motion pic- 
ture), Nora’s circuitous path to happiness 
finds a Prince Charming waiting at the 
end of the road. However, before Broken 
English descends into derivative rom-com 
cliches (culminating in a direct filching of 
the ending of Richard Linklater’s much bet- 
ter rom-com Before Sunset, missed flight 
and all), the film’s first half provides a 
delightful and knowing portrait of a woman 
whose battle with her own desperation 
offers the possibility of arriving someplace 
beyond the confines of the genre’s pre- 
scribed happy ending. Posey imbues Nora 
with a quiet dignity as her last vestiges of 
optimism give way to anxiety attacks as 
her assumed-to-be happily married best 
friend, Audrey (de Matteo), urges her to get 
out into the dating pool and her mother 
(Rowlands, the director’s real-life mother) 
reminds Nora that most of the good men 
have already been taken at her age. During 
the first hour, we witness Nora entering a 
tryst with a self-absorbed actor (Theroux) 
who’s staying at the hotel, finding no 
matches on an online dating site, enduring 
a blind date that ends badly, and attending 
the five-year wedding anniversary party of 
Audrey and her husband, whom Nora intro- 
duced to each other. Then, as she’s about 
to leave the party of a goofy co-worker, she 
meets Julien (Poupad), a Frenchman in a 
jaunty straw hat with whom she embarks 
on a several-days-long fling before he has 
to return to Paris. With Broken English, 
first-time filmmaker Cassavetes (daugh- 
ter of John and Rowlands, sister to Nick 
and Xan) joins the family business, and 
her ability to find depths of characteriza- 
tion in otherwise throwaway moments is 
a reminder of her father’s talent. Scenes 
often rely too much on talk rather than on 
visual solutions, although there’s a languid 
seductiveness to the film’s pace (aided by 
the score by Scratch Massive). Still, this 
movie belongs to Posey, and her nuanced 
performance makes Broken English a wor- 
thy adventure. - Marjorie Baumgarten

There are moments in Joshua that recall, 
in their spare, sublime paranoiac vision of 
parenthood, another archetypal cinematic 
bad seed: no, not Damien of The Omen, 
but Rosemary Woodhouse’s newborn, 
Adrian, later to become the father of lies, 
flies, and so on in Rosemary's Baby. Texas- 
born filmmaker Ratliff, working from a 
script co-written with David Gilbert, mines a 
tonally similar vision of the nuclear family 
as hellish dystopia, and despite the lack of 
Mia Farrow’s crucified-puppy eyes (or any- 
thing as freakishly apropos as her third-act 
Vidal Sassoon hairdo), Joshua succeeds on 
its own terms, supernatural or not. As the 
titular preteen, Kogan masterfully bends his 
New York Upper Westside yuppie parents 
- Brad (the excellent Sam Rockwell, play- 
ing it very straight for a change) and Abby 
Cairn (Farmiga) - to his iron, Hitchcockian 
will, parlaying his natty-tot, upper-crust 
caste into something altogether other. With 
a new baby sister who cries incessantly 
while stealing his own familial thunder, 
young Joshua manages to be both preter- 
naturally normal and disquietingly odd. His 
genius at the piano becomes a twisted 
demonstration of postpartum vengeance at 
his tony school’s recital, and while this kid 
is unlikely to win any Good Housekeeping 
Seals of Approval, his subtle, nuanced, 
unspoken strategies of terror are shocking 
in their brusqueness. In Joshua’s apart- 
ment, baby monitors become phone lines 
to hell, a mother’s frazzled nerves lead her 
into madness, and dear old Dad is made 
out to be more monstrous than even the 
bogeyman in the closet. Neither of Ratliff’s 
previously released films (the documen- 
tary Hell House about evangelicals or the 
overlooked Purgatory County) indicated the 
director could wield his camera with such 
a nuanced sense of impending doom and 
dreamy, chilly dread, which only makes 
Joshua that much more powerful a film. It 
should be mandatory viewing for right-to- 
lifers and prospective parents as well as 
fans of creepy, crawly filmmaking. See p.52

just the right amount of intellectual acu- 
men that Thai director Weerasethakul was 
trying to say something with his detached 
camera placement about the emotional dis- 
tance that separates people in our post- 
industrial world. (Not that he’s subtle about 
it: He even shoots a marriage proposal at 
50 paces.) And though the storyline tends 
toward the more meandering end of the 
narrative scale (where Terrence Malick and 
Andrei Tarkovsky keep summer homes), 
there was a straight enough current amidst 
all those reveries for me to keep my bear- 
ings ... or so I thought. Because when 
things suddenly went spinning off into 
abstraction halfway through the movie, I 
couldn’t for the life of me figure out why: 
Characters started having the same conver- 
sations they’d had at the beginning of the 
movie, only in different places. And then 
came the repeated, ominous dolly shots of 
a Buddha statue, followed by extended 
visual poems starring a roomful of heavy 
machinery. Huh? What happened to those 
characters I was just getting to know? The 
cute country doctor, for example, who may 
or may not have had a love affair with a 
man who runs a plant shop and who is 
now fighting off the advances of a lovelorn 
janitor who is trying, unsuccessfully, to 
mope his way into her arms? Or the 
Buddhist monk who has recurring dreams 
about being attacked by chickens? Or the 
dentist who sings country music to erase 
the memory of having killed his brother 
when they were children? Where did they 
go? And why did they go there? And why 
have they been replaced by menacing 
smoke machines in sterile, fluorescent 
basements, never to be heard from again? 
Honestly, I can’t say. Watching Syndromes 
and Century is like reading a Samuel Beckett 
novel, only it’s slow, confusing, and bleak. 
Okay, so it’s like reading a Samuel Beckett 
novel.

G YOU KILL ME 

D: John Dahl; with Ben Kingsley, Tea Leoni, Luke 
Wilson, Dennis Farina, Philip Baker Hall, Bill

Cuddlier and more charming, this alco- 
holic-hitman comedy isn’t your typical Dahl 
noir ( The Last Seduction, Red Rock West), 
but it is offbeat, lovably deadpan, and just 
tart enough. Its antihero Frank (Kingsley) 
is a gunman for the Polish mob in Buffalo 
(it’s a small franchise, and Chinese money 
is moving in). He’s the kind of guy who 
tosses a bottle of vodka into the snow and 
drinks his way down the sidewalk, shovel- 
ing out as he goes. When he bottoms out 
and botches a hit, mob lord Uncle Roman 
(Hall) has him abducted for a special fam- 
ily intervention: “You can’t work for us. And 
we can’t let you work for anyone else.” So 
Frank relocates to San Francisco to work 
the Alcoholics Anonymous program, finding 
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a sponsor (Wilson, beautifully tight-lipped 
as a touchy-feely toll taker), a high-powered 
girlfriend (Leoni, perfectly prickly), and pos- 
sibly a second chance. Frank’s job is the 
movie’s best joke: Everybody in AA is so 
supportive and accepting that they can’t 
object when Frank says killing people is his 
life’s work and he wants to be better at it. 
Marcelo Zarvos’ zippy concertina-and-guitar 
score counterpoints scenes of crackling good 
dialogue (“I didn’t know I was an alcoholic 
until recently. I’m from Buffalo.”), delivered 
wryly by Kingsley, who’s at the absolute top 
of his game here. His relationship with Leoni 
is a bit much to swallow at times; her smart 
raincoats, sensible flats, clipped manner, and 
patrician bearing make her an unlikely roman- 
tic heroine, but this is, after all, an unlikely 
romantic comedy. Pullman almost manages 
to steal the movie in a delightfully stiff, horn- 
rimmed performance as a real estate agent 
so amoral he trolls the morgue in search 
of vacancies not yet announced - the Bay 
area’s truest villain. The gangland grit maxes 
out with a home-invasion set-piece reminis- 
cent of Miller's Crossing, and the lovers prac- 
tice their slashing and hacking skills on an 
unlucky watermelon. But ultimately, the movie 
stands as a testament to grownup love, the 
kind where all faults are exposed and dealt 
with, one day at a time. - Marrit Ingman

While At World’s 
End is no The Curse of the Black Pearl, it’s also not 
as stylistically landlocked as Dead Man’s Chest.

Professional gadfly Moore here alights on the 
topic of the shortcomings of the American health- 
care system, and with this subject crafts his most 
widely accessible and least divisive documentary 
to date. His film contends that the American 
system of managed health care is conceptually 
misguided and governed by the for-profit motives of 
the insurance industry. Sicko argues that universal 
health coverage should be regarded as a basic 
human right and strikes a resounding blow against 
Americans’ culturally ingrained resistance to the 
idea of socialized medicine. He does this not in 
his customary fashion of embarrassing ambushed 
CEOs, but with the stories of dozens of middle- 
class Americans whose health coverage has been 
curtailed as a result of disease. The story Moore 
tells is one that cuts through all political and social 
boundaries. Sure, the filmmaker remains a master 
of rhetoric and a sometimes sentimental sap, but 
this time he uses those strategies to great cin- 
ematic effect.

Is the tour going OK? 

“Yes. Thank you,” answers the weary voice on the 
phone. 

Did yesterday’s show go well? 

“Yes.” 

Femi Kuti’s initially taciturn, but nearly 10 hours on 
a bus will do that. Speaking midtour from his Canadian 
hotel room, Kuti’s ebbing energy contrasts his espres- 
so-powered dervish presence live. Fortunately, the sin- 
ewy Nigerian composer/bandleader/multi-instrumental- 
ist perks up while discussing his progeny, fighting cor- 
ruption, a new album, and bringing the Shrine to Austin. 

Flow big’s the band this tour? 

“Fourteen,” he declares. 

Is your son playing saxophone? 

“Fie has exams now, but he should be there 
in Austin.” 

It’s nice to keep the family tradition going. 

“I try.” 

Like Anoushka Shankar and Ziggy Marley, Femi Kuti 
knows about iconic, sonic legacies. Flis father, Fela 
Kuti, created Afrobeat, an amalgam of booty-torching 
beats, visceral rhythms, and political discourse, often 


with funny and/or bawdy lyrics. A conscious party. 

A positive force. Femi also knows stagecraft. Flis 
bandleader debut occurred in the mid-Eighties when 
he lead his father’s group at the Flollywood Bowl - with 
Peter Tosh no less - after Fela was arrested pretour by 
the sham-burdened Nigerian authorities. 

Along with the Positive Force, a taut collective Dizzy 
Gillespie would have envied, fans can expect Femi 
Kuti’s muscular and melodic copper-tone sax play- 
ing, funky keys, and growling social commentary. With 
songs like “Traitors of Africa” and “Stop AIDS,” he pulls 
punches like an undefeated boxer. 

Kuti’s tour, including Central Park SummerStage and 
Lollapalooza dates, supports his 2-CD The Definitive 
Collection (Wrasse) and previews a soon-to-be-released 
sixth studio effort. Kuti’s recent Live at the Shrine DVD/ 
CD (Palm) showcases the scion’s famed Sunday Jump 
sessions at his Lagos, Nigeria, performance space/ 
social kiosk called the Shrine. Flow close will Austin 
get to it? 

“Quite close,” he informs. "It’s different, but we 
still try to bring the Shrine alive everywhere we go.”

BAD CREDIT -SHOULD I HIRE 
A 'CREDIT REPAIR' COMPANY? 

I’m trying to buy my first home but am having trouble 
qualifying for a decent loan due to my bad credit. I’m 
thinking about hiring a credit-repair service but have heard 
mixed things. Can a credit-repair service help me? 

Potential creditors look at your credit report in 
order to evaluate whether you are a good risk for the 
loan. Specifically, creditors look to your credit score, 
a three-digit number between 300 and 850, to evalu- 
ate your creditworthiness. Your credit score affects 
many things, including whether you can obtain a 
loan or credit card, interest rates, and insurance 
premiums. With all that emphasis on a credit score, 
many consumers have turned to credit-repair compa- 
nies to help increase their credit score. But is this a 
good idea? 

Generally, no. A credit-repair company can help 
remove inaccurate information from your credit report, 
but this is something that you can do yourself. It might 
make sense to hire a credit-repair service if you don’t 
have the time or want to deal with the hassle of cor- 
recting credit-report inaccuracies or errors yourself (one 
error takes an average of four hours to correct). 

However, it is important to know that there is no 
legal way to have accurate but negative information 
removed from a credit report. This is where credit- 
repair services sometimes get into trouble - scams 
occur when customers are misled into thinking that 
accurate, negative credit-history items like bankruptcy, 
defaulted loans, and unpaid debts will be cleared up by 
the credit-repair service. 

Credit-repair service companies are required to 
follow specific guidelines from the Credit Repair 
Organizations Act. Be sure to run (don’t walk) away 
from any credit-repair service that 1) tells you it can 
repair accurate, negative credit history; 2) asks you to 
pay up front for the credit-repair services before they 
are provided; or 3) tries to create a new credit identity 
for you. 

Hiring a credit-reporting service will only help cor- 
rect inaccurate reports on your credit. You can save 
money by doing this yourself.

RADIATOR LEAK NOT SOMETHING 
TO MESS AROUND WITH 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I recently found out that my ’ 88 Subaru needs 
a new radiator because there is a place where it is 
spewing a small amount of water, causing my motor 
to overheat about every seven miles. I asked my son 
if it safely could be put off for a while. He said I 
would have to get a new radiator but that it could be 
delayed a bit if I put a beaten egg into the radiator 
and then drive it for a while. He made me promise 
to have the radiator replaced. My question is this: 
Should I worry? He is a Black Hawk crew chief in 
Iraq, on his second tour. Do you think he is fixing 
helicopters with eggs? Was he just having a laugh 
on Mom, or is this really an option? - Lynne 

TOM; Trust me, Lynne, if he ever started 
putting eggs into Black Hawk helicopters, his 
platoon mates would get him permanently reas- 
signed to latrine duty. 

RAY: This is what’s known as a “repair of last 
resort.” Or, in layman’s terms, something my 
brother would do. 

TOM: Let’s say you overheat late at night, in 
the middle of nowhere, and you happen to have 
a dozen eggs - who knows why? Maybe you’re 
Martha Stewart and you’re on your way to make 
a frittata. 

RAY: Anyway, you realize that you’ve got a 
radiator leak. If the leak is small enough and 
you drop a raw egg into the radiator, pieces of 
the egg might “cook” and harden, then clog up 
the hole that’s letting coolant leak out. Maybe. 

TOM: People have written to us and told us 
this has worked, at least temporarily. And we’ve 
heard similar stories about large quantities of 
black pepper. But duct-taping yourself to a tree 
limb also works if you want to keep from step- 
ping in dog doo. That doesn’t mean it’s the best 
solution to the problem. 

RAY: If you’re in a position where you can’t 
afford to replace the radiator now, Lynne, you’d be 
better off using a commercial additive that works 
in a similar way. We’ve had some success with 
something called AlumAseal (although there are 
lots of similar products). AlumAseal consists of 
small pieces of aluminum that turn into a muddy 
blob when tossed into the radiator. Then they 
follow the flowing current to the hole and harden 
once they fill the hole and are exposed to air. That 
may be a little more long-term than the egg. 

TOM: But your best bet is just to get the 
radiator replaced. Overheating can do perma- 
nent and expensive damage to your engine, 
so you want to overheat the engine as little as 
possible. And if you’re overheating every seven 
miles, it’s probably time to skip the temporary 
solutions and fix it for real, Lynne.
